Nathan Burkan for Music Interesto Scathingly At- 
tacks Record and Roll InteresU — History of 
Victor Co. Recounted— Victor Paid 600 Per Cent 
Dividends on Common Stock — Excess Assets of 
$49,000,000 — Burkan Commended for His 
Legal Work 



Variety Bureau, 
Washington, Feb. S. 

With the re-openlng of the copy- 
rlfht hearing today Nathan Bur- 
kan, apeaklng for the Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
launched an attack on the manufac- 
turers of all mechanical reproduc- 
ing Instruments. Burkan styled the 
present copyright law as an en- 
couragement to criminals and 
sighted the numerous recording 
companies which, when brought to 
an accounting under the two cent 
royalty claluae, went into bank- 
ruptcy and thus avoided pajrment. 
The lawyer further added there was 
no like condition anywhere within 
the laws of the country that would 
permit a violation of the law and 
not have it set down aa a criminal 
offense. 

Delving into the l^lstory of the 
Victor Talking Machine Co., Bur- 
kan stated that the moment the 
1909 law was iiassed that organiza- 
tion began the formation of a mon- 
opoly <Hi singers and secured 98 
per cent of the great voices who, 
under the law, were entitled to bar- 
gain with the recording concern 
for their aervlces but that the man 
who wrote the song for the singer 
to reproduce had his price set by 
law. The witness also charged that 
in the framing of the 1909 law the 
recording manufacturers had pulled 
the wool over 'the eyes of Congress 
and that those whom Congress 
wished to protect from the possibil- 
ity of a musical monopoly had im- 
mediately created one of their own. 
History of Victor Co. 

Mr. Burkan carried the com- 
mittee through the history of the 
Victor Arm and their licensing pro- 
Tiaion in connection with needles, 
etc., up to the point where the Su- 
preme Court ruled this illegal. Here, 
a controversy was started by Con- 
gressman Reld, of Illinois, who 
stated he wanted to report out the 
Kewton bill which provides for the 
free use of copyrighted music by 
radio and theatres. Reid charged 
that the Supreme Court held that 
when a machine was purchased a 
buyer used it for whatever purpose 
he desired and that this also should 
iipply to music. 

Burkan read into the record where 
the Victor company had paid divi- 
dends as high as 600 per cent on

GERMANSAMEND 
ONE-ONE PLAN 



Fear of Shortage Respon- 
sible — Amendment in 
Favor of U. S. Films

Already, and within less than two 
weeks, Germany has amended her 
plan to have the censoring boards 
release one German produced film 
for each American one approved. 

Under the new regulatlona per- 
mits will be granted German ex- 
hibitors to show foreign Alms who 
can produce compensation permits 
for German pictures of equivalent 
length, produced in the present year 
or two preceding years, aixd cen- 
sored in the present or preceding 
year. Such compensation films 
must be exhibited before April, 1926, 
and must be new films, not adap- 
tions of pictures produced before 
1923. 

Herring's Cable. 

In part, Mr. Herring'a cable 
atatea: 

"Plan thua allowa more than 
twice as many films to be shown 
aa German filma produced in a 
aingle year, or over 600. Local 
monopoly not likely in view of the 
quota. A lively demand for Ameri- 
can pictures from renters (exhibi- 
tors) now holding compensation 
permits. No provisions made for 
subsequent years." 

It is believed here that the Hays 
organization, in a great measure, 
la responsible for this change in 
the drastic regulations first adopted 
by the German Government. 



BOND ISSUE BILL 
FOR MKHIGAN FAIRS 



Boards Could Raise to $75,- 

000— Passage of Measure 

Expected 



Lansing. Mlcb.. Feb. >. 

Boards of auperviaora would be 
empowdered to borrow money and 
iasue bonds for the erection of agri- 
cultural and fair buildings in Michi- 
gan under the provisions of a meas- 
ure which will be presented in the 
House of Rpresentatives here within 
the next ten days by Representative 
Chester L. Howell, of Sagniaw. 
secretary-treasurer of the Michigan 
Pair Association. 

The bin. now being drafted, 
amends the state ftct permitting 
boards of supervisors giving finan- 
cial aid to fair undertakings. The 
present limit is $20,000. Under the 
Howell bill, hoards can raise up to 
176.000. 

The measure la the most Important 
affecting faira ever intorduced In 
Michigan. Heretofore, lands have 
been available, but it was impossible 
to raise money by bonding for erec- 
tion of buildings. Live stock men 
refused to house their exhibits in 
tentc and fUra were generally handi- 
capped. 

Passage of the measure is expected 
and the minute it has the governor's 
signature fair bodies throughout the 
state will start plans for fair ground 
building extenaiona. 

The bill has the backing of the 
Michigan Aasodatlon of Fairs.

The bill makes it unlawfu' for 
anyone after Jan. 1, 1926, to erect 
a billboard without the approval of 
tho Secretary of Highways, who is 
given powers to make rules and fix 
foes. A fine of fSS Is provided for 
each billboard placed without that 
official's approval He is also given 
power to remove present boards.

Reports from various cities in 
which the Coast Western Vaude- 
ville Managers' Association road 
showa are playing Indicate many of 
the towns' will increase the playing 
time.

This 
is through the opening of the Rose- 
mary, at Ocean Park, operated by 
James Sands. The house seats 1,600 
and played it* first show last week. 
The opening bill had seven acts, but 
In the future the road show, intact, 
win only play. Ocean Park is the 
last half engagement after three 
day*' layoff, following the Long 
Beach. 

Manager Newman, who operates 
the American, Spokane, playing the 
W. V. M. A. road shows. Is to take 
over theatres in Everett and Bell- 
Ingham this month, playing the 
shows two days each. The house 
in Butte, Mont., has announced it 
will Increcuse Its time from three 
to four days, with Great Falls and 
Billings. Mont., increasing from two 
to three days, and Redding. Cal., 
and Medford, Ore., increasing from 
one to two days. 

With the acquisition of houses in 
Portland and Seattle, which will 
play the shows a full week, it Is 
said the circuit will have about 12 
weeks' consecutive time along the 
Coast route without layoffs for the 
shows. 



UPSTATE READJUSTMENT

The operetta vogue which has 
been sweeping Broadway since the 
entrance of "Rose- Marie." is now 
extending to vaudeville with several 
vaude producers, recently identified 
as sponsors of tabloid revues, re- 
verting to the lyric plays as a 
timely substitute. 

The first on t'he list, "Lady of 
the Orchids," got under way thi* 
week at Poughkeepsle, N. Y., with 
Audrey Maple as its star and pro- 
duced by Beauvette Tuoey. 

Several other producers, includ- 
ing the Aborns, are reported as 
having vehicle* of a similar type in 
preparallon for vaudeville. 

The new arrangement provides 
an opening for ambitious young 
singers who heretofore have had 
but a limited field to Uraw upoa be- 
cause of the revues requiring com- 
posite singers, dancers, actors. 

In the tabloid version*, singing 
voices will be given first considera- 
tion. 



POULEASE 

(Continued from pace 2) 
a (re lease ha* been termed, as a 
whip, is evidenced In the manner 
in which the Senator first ^pressed 
his disapproval of the arrangement 
to a Variety reportei and since with 
the support he has sought, and ap- 
parently received, to bring about an 
end to such "presents." 

When the "innor workings" of 
this lease were first brought out by 
Variety the total rentals paid by the 
government then reached approxi- 
mately $600,000. Since that time. 
June of 1924, this sum paid for 
rented space, has increased to above 
the 11,000,000 mark as set forth on 
the floor of the House yesterday, 
and still Uncle Sam receives but 
$5,000 a year from the local the- 
atre. 

The data on the lease as pub- 
lished In Variety, and which Sena- 
tor Caraway has eince verified, is 
to the effect that P. B. Chase and 
S. Z. Poll have the house on a $20 - 
000 a year rental b.isls. Following 
the collapse of the Knickerbocker 
here the District Commissioners 
closed PoH's and ruled that before 
it could be reopencj the building 
would have to undergo certain al- 
terations and repairs An estimate 
of $80,000 was set m this work, but 
the final figure approved as having 
been spent was $300,000, according 
to the Treasury. This money was 
expended by Poll and Chase as the 
government had no appropriations 
for such work, and it has since been 
stated that no attempt was made 
to get an approprUition through 
Congress because of the foregone 
conclusion that nothing of the kind 
could be gotten through. 

Shubert Connection 
The Treasury has agreed to re- 
turn this $300,000 to Poll and Cliase 
In installments of $15,000 yearly, in 
the form of a rebate from the $20,- 
000 paid to the government in the 
form of rental. As to where the 
Shuberts come in. they book the 
house and share 60-CO with Poll 
on any profits. 

Hence, it has been pointed out. 
In order that the government may 
have a theatre of its own and be 
able to "take care of somebody" (to 
quote Senator Caraway), that self 
same government is spending over 
$1,000,000 a year for much needed 
office space. It Joes give the na- 
tion's capital quite a distinction, 
however, inasmuch as It is the only 
city in the world of its size with 
a theatre seating Jr. excess of 2,000 
and playing to an average gross of 
between $14,000 and $16,000 weekly 
that only pays $5,000 a year In 
rent. 

Real estate men here have esti- 
mated that were the building rented 
for its worth It would bring $100 a 
Kquare foot annually. The bulldinp 
of the theatre proper Is estimated 
to occupy 18,200 square feet.

Lizzie Mills, Lee Gaire and

Not since Paul Specht and band 
were refused foreign labor permits 
and had to leave the other aide have 
American entertainers bean In a 
similar plight until last week when 
a trio of colored professionals were 
Instructed to quit France. 

The story is that Lizzie Mills, 
singer and dancer, and Lee Gaire 
and Danny Wilson, musiclanB, Jour- 
neyed to Paris in hopes of landing 
revue engagements.

The Moulin Rouge, Paris, through 
Billle Pierce, colored agent, em- 
ploys nine colored girls for Its big 
show, the latter receiving bonded 
contracts and round-trip transpor- 
tation. So far these New York girls 
have been treated handsomely by 
the management. 

However, the musicians have 
bumped Into tha French working 
system that has them longing to be 
back on Broadway. 

Miss Mills baa been working for 
the French rate and has not been 
able to remain lone at any one 
place. More than a half dozen times 
she has shifted scenes of work until 
now she must return here to await 
the time when aha can go back 
under the regular contractural form. 

The experience of Miss Mills and 
Messrs. Gaire and Wilson la ex- 
pected to sound a word of caution 
to professionals contemplating 
travel to Paris on tlie "free lance" 
plan.

HIPPODROME 

A nine act bill comprising seven 
new features and two retainers, the 
latter being Harry Houdlnl, in his 
fourth week here, and Jack Joyce 
and his horses, held over from last 
week, provide the current week's 
layout making for a fast and divert- 
ing show that looms up better in 
the playing than It looks on paper. 

An aerial congress, embracing the 
consolidation of three fast aerial 
acts, proved a fast and adequate 
pace maker. The consolidation in- 
cluded Bee Jung, Fred and Mae 
Henry and Ed and Jennie Rooney. 
Routines of the trio were crowded 
into 10 minutes, permitting only the 
displayal of punch features from 
each turn, and with the experiment 
more than living up to expectation 
In an acrobatic way. 

Lew Murdock and Mildred Mayo 
followed on with a song and dance 
offering clicking particularly in the 
clever footwork and planting them 
as likable features. 

Jack Joyce and wonder horses, on 
next, gave a breath of the circus to 
this otherwise routine vaudeville bill 
with Joyce putting the animals 
through a difficult routine that re- 
flects credit upon him as a trainer.

PRESS AGENTS

Governor Al Smith, Police Com- 
missioner Enright and most of the 
Deputy Police Commissioners will 
attend the third annual dance of 
the Anchor Club next Monday, at 
the Hotel Comm<dore. 

The Anchor Club is composed of 
members of the Police Department 
and has a membership of more than 
2,600. 



There are all kinds, from the 
sort that call at the theatre door 
on the night of a premiere and beg 
a program that they are later to 

use as a directory for bids for trade 
from members of the cast, to the 
sort that have been known to be 
fertile enough in resource to turn 
a failing production Into a success. 

The field is an old calling, slip- 
ping back for Its earliest manifests 
to the cuneiform scrolls of the 
Sanserifs from whose straight edge 
letters we can still read how great 
So and So was in the office of 
Such and Such a dynasty. 

Napoleon was among the llvest 
of the press afents Many of his 
war bulletins were humdingers of 
self-gloriflcation. though properly 
smoke screened to hide the method. 

Barnum had a way with him that 
put his name among the Immortals; 
yet if Barnum had to buck up 
against some of the resourceful p. 
a's of today's circuses, Phineas 
would look like a wash drawing of 
one of his own sick elephants. 

Frank Bostock was a cracking 
good press agent, even if he did 
shine principally through his wis- 
dom of selecting the mixers of his 
literary hasheesh. 

Genuis Absent at Present 
Nothing like genius appears in the 
galleries of today's votaries of the 
nimble wit and ready mimeograph; 
though there are many men and 
women of talent enlisted In the 
cause. 

The methods of the ancient San- 
ecrits, Napoieon, Barnum, Bostock, 
may have inspired some of now 
theatrical publicity men, but it is- 
from VJashlngton and the country's 
daily newspapers that the hot long 
waves of press agentry come most 
picturesquely. 

. Making a president by press 
agentry ts an old stunt, with the 
patterns studied variously and prac- 
ticed assiduously during the last 
campaign. 

Not a big philanthropy, a big 
me'chandise corporation, a big 
) M body but has its press 

staffs at present. 

Ihe showman press agent, in- 
finitely more inventive than his 
fellows of the other alleys, gets less 
for his wares than any kind of 
press agent in the now all encom- 
passing field. 

Newspapers with prize contests, 
cross word puzzles or limerick 
a,wards, crime solving reporter-de- 
tectives, invention of solutions for 
common ills, and the creation of 
foments for this condition or 
against that, are all press agentlng. 
Society's Doing It 

Society has Its quota, regularly 
paid aids of social secretaries whose 
Jobs anticipate the picturlzation 
and occasional comment of the so- 
cial activities of Who as well as 
Where and ■\^hen. 

All New York hotels have press 
agents. These think up most of 
the things that get Into tfan. daily 
press about their charges, saving, 
of course, stories that detract, Uke 
thefts, suicide and crime. 

One of the first of the city's the- 
atrical press agents, by his own 
admission was James Ford. Ford, 
right after the Civil War, then a 
reporter on the New York Herald, 
got 18 per week for press agentlng 
Lena Aberle down at Jake Aberle's 
old East 8th street theatre. Lena 
was playing "Camille," and was a 
frost, as was Ford's salary, the 
eight, like many another show press 
agent's salary of now being but a 
promise unfulfilled. 

Joke on Schwab • 

Harry Schwab, a press agent of 
an earlier time, was once the butt 
of a practical Joke of a crony of 
the guild. The crony called Schwab 
on the. phone, professing to be 
Richard Watson Glider, then edit- 
ing "The Century." Gilder, Schwab 
learned from h's phone Informant, 
was thinking of running in "The 
Century," most august of periodi- 
cals of that period, an exhaustive 
Inlook at the fact growing field of 
press agentry. Would Mr. Schwab, 
conceded to be the best equipped 
of all the modern lances In the 
field, supply Mr. Gilder and "The 
Century" with about 10,0' words 
on the subject, not neglecting Mr. 
Schwab's activities In tJie ;ealm of 
the fascinating fanciful. 

Of course, the article was fo be 
paid for at the rate of 7 cents a 
word. 
Mr. Gilder had selected Mr.. 



Schwab to be his reservoir exclu- 
sively because the queer lanes of 
the theatre wherever an Inquirer 
for the "Century" had ventured for 
information as to the theatre't best 
authority on the subject, had re- 
turned with the distinctiveness of 
a clear mountain echo, the name 
"Schwab." It wasn't until the 
voice at the other end of the phone 
had informed Schwab that the 
talker would like a box for that 
evening's presentation of a play 
Schwab was then press agentlng 
that the hoaxer revealed himself. 

Magazines and weeklies of the 
finer kind are now avidly open for 
press agent Inlooks Iha*. have in- 
teresting slants. For such subject 
i.iatter go In "The Century" In the 
Schwab days was like a T^zarus 
gett'ng a 'C'mon In kid!" from the 
bonlfice of one of our new skytop 
coveur charge cabarets In these 
days. 

No Longer Inventive 

The present day type of theatre 
press agent has less initiative than 
his forerunners of the generation 
past. Today's devotee of the craft 
concerns himself less with con- 
ceiving and giving the color of life 
to adventures or misadventures of 
his clientele than to carrying around 
photographs and brief paragraphs, 
'"he old timer press agent scorned 
this procedure as lost motion and 
office boy work. He didnf consider 
himself worth his salt unless he 
tliought Up from week to week 
some plausible Incident, episode, 
drama or tragedy for some member 
of a troupe he might be represent- 
ing, and then, through facMtloun 
and fictitiotis aids, gave the frame 
or plant so much realism that one 
or more of the principals might 
find themselves In a hospital, an 
ambulance, a police court or atop 
the hood of tlie Statue of Liberty, 
where, with the right photographs, 
and ofilcial records to prove the 
thing really happened, breathless 
reporters sent out hotfoot by their 
city editors would have th3 truth 
revealed to them for front pages.

His forms 
are largely the patterns Of safe 
rtehclls. He Isn't like his forebear, 
"The current circus press agent lacks 
Initiative because his employer, for 
the most part holds him to con- 
servative statements. Viewed fron/ 
a business slant, . this plan must 
Work out satisfactorily for the cir- 
cus owner, else he wouldn't advo- 
cate It. From the Imaginative riofs 
of other days the plan Is wholly 
away from the spirit ot the activity 
It, by understanding, alms to en- 
liven. 

The result of the new manner is 
to put the circus press agent and 
the game he represents In the cut 
and dried class of legitimate bhsl- 
ness.

William S. Campbell's "Go to If 
at the Columbia last week qualines 
as an average show. The book con- 
tains plenty of comedy, the dialog 
being a perfect score of released 
and familiar gags, a fault notice- 
able in burlesque this season. 

The comedy scenes also contain 
the "animal picture book" bit 
which has been used by two other 
. Columbias this season, proving the 
contention the producers are not 
any too discriminating In picking 
comedy scenes. 

The show is blessed with two 
good comedians in Gene Shuler 
(Dutch) and .Tommy Levene (He- 
brew). A strong straight Is pres- 
ent in Robert Sandberg, a corking 
ingenue prima in Althea Barnes, a 
not ' so strong prima in Louise 
Gardner. The other women are 
PegSty Moran, Helen Du Ross and 
Violet Sharp. 

The first scene, "Under the Old 
Apple Tree," is based on an old 
comedy Idea but starts the show 
nicely. "The System" is the old 
kissing bit where the straight es- 
says to show the comics how to 
cop a dame with an oily approach; 
It registered mildly. "A Duke for a 
Day" was the aforementioned "ani- 
mal pictures," which seems to go 
better with repetition. It consists 
of the straight making love to one 
girl to be interupted by the comic's 
reading of the book to another. 
Thus the straight says "Sweetheart, 

my heart Is full of ." The comic 

reads from the "Bull." 

"The Grey Derby," a comedy 
Bcene In one, based on mistaken 
identity, got over, and the "Corner 
Drug Store," which followed. wa«^ 
strong. In this one the explosive 
booze Is good for a wow. Althea 
Barnes stands out here as she does 
in all of her scenes. Her readlQjj 
of lines and her appearance are 
sure-fire assets. A looker who can 
act. 

The second act held three revue 
bits, all laugh getters, and sttgf-d in 
the Chariot Revue manner, short 
and snappy. Another good comedy 
scene was a burlesque boxing bout. 
In this bit Jake Kogan, an acrobatic 
dancer earlier in the evening, does 
a laughable bit of ring travesty as 
the champ. He fights an imaginary 
opponent and is finally knocked 
cuckoo. Al Schact, the Washington 
baseball clown, is doing the same 
bit at private clubs and basketball 
courts but it's priority is unknown. 

"Is Marriage a Failure" is another 
triumph for Althea Barnes as the 
wife with numerous lovers. She 
conceals one In the bathroom from 
which he emerges as the plumber 
for an exit past her irate husband. 
At the end of the scene the Dutch 
comic pops up to inquire if they 
have gone yet. It was good for a 
fair measure of laughs. 

Helen Du Ross, soubrette, clicked 
leading numbers, was peppy, and 
helped the general average. 

The show held numerous special- 
ties, among them the added attrac- 
tions. Four Hamil Sisters and 
Stross, four-girl musical turn with 
Stress in the orchestra pit, leading. 
He turned in a cornet solo which 
claimed the highest and longest 
sustained note in the world. The 
act was liked. 

Greenlee and Drayton, colored, 
sang, jazsed and strutted their way 
to a good-sized hit in another spe- 
cialty. 

"Go to It" is good average enter- 
tainment on the whole but has the 
cast for a whale of a show.

A murder is com- 
mitted In the room and a burglary 
also, but he remains impervious to 
distractions. 

The Bathing Beauty parade, a 
Bernstein trade-mark, had all of the 
principals in one-piece suits, with 
the choristers disrobing back of 
scrim bathing booth doors for a 
shadowgraph effect, which was 
pretty and effective. Miss Phillips 
posed in a one-piece, showing the 
form which copped a beauty prize. 

The second act opens with a pretty 
set showing a cabaret layout.

Three weeks 
after that Collins agraln relinquished 
the role to be succeeded by Crane 
Wilbur. The latter remained with 
it for four weeks, with Collins again 
returning to the cast in Washington 
last week. 

An Inside on the affair has it that 
"Conscience" would never have had 
reached production were it not for 
the Implicit confidence Collins had 
in the play. Despite that the piece 
iiad been hawked around Broadway 
for months,, and producers were none 
too sanguine to take the gamble, 
Collins advanced the backing for the 
proposed production at the Cherry 
Lane. While it was In rehearsal A. 
H. Woods' attention was called to 
It and the latter took over Collins' 
financial interest when he spon- 
sored a Broadway production. 

After the opening at the Belmont 
Woods placed Miss Foster under 
a ^^ree-year contract According to 
pi«%nt plans, she will round out 
the present season in "Consclenoe," 
and will be starred next season in 
"Fair Ptay."

For 25% of Losses 

The complaint in a $2,823.50 suit 
by the Classic Theatre Corporation, 
against Nathan L. Amster is dis- 
missed so the Appellate Division 
ruled Friday, In upholding the New 
York Supreme Court. Joseph 
Lawren, co-defendant, must now, 
alone, defend the action. 

The Classic Theatre Corporation 
operates the Yiddish Art Theater 
(Maurice Swartz, director) and in 
bringing "Anathema" uptown for 
three weeks under Equity auspices, 
the loss sustained was $13,294.0$. 
Amster held 26 per cent, interest 
in the venture and the plaintiff cor- 
poration contended he was liable to 
that percentage of the losses, as 
well as profits, and sued for a quar- 
ter of the $13,294 loss. 

Amster was credited with $500 
and the difference claimed. 



The Appellate Division of the New 
York Supreme Court, last Friday, up- 
held an order by Justice Ford dis- 
missing the $50,000 complaint by 
Mrs. porothy N. Hopkins in her suit 
for alleged libel against Joseph 
Flel.schman, part owner of the baths 
bearing his name. 

Mrs. Hopkins began the suit after 
Flelschman had filed his answer to 
the sensational $500,000 suit for al- 
leged alienation of her affections 
begun by Robert Thompson Hopkins, 
her husband. The statements of 
which she complained were contained 
in Fletschman's answer to the eliena- 
tion suit and were held privileged 
by Malcolm Summer, Flelachman's 
attorney.

A check-up on the number of 
current succes?^cs shows that 12 mu- 
sicals and 13 non-musicals are 
aimed for runs and are weekly 
drawing big money. That means 
approximately iO per cent of the 
total number of offerings are con- 
sistently earning exceptional proflts. 
The percentage may be increased by 
the entrance this week of several 
promising proluctlons. 

Last fall the musicals had the 
call but the dramas and comedies 
have forged ahead as to number, 
which is a natural condition. 

"Love SongV $44,000 
The musical leaders continue to 
pile up astonishing grosses. "The 
Love Song" at the Century was 
claimed to have grossed nearly 
144,000 last week, which led the list. 
Some cut-rating applies to the upper 
floors but that is expected in the 
big capacity house. "The Student 
Prince" was quoted in second place 
at about $41,000, with "Rose-Marie" 
secure In total capacity business, 
grckssing nearly $38,000. 

The "Follies" was credited with 
133,000 last week with "Music Box 
Revue" over capacity again for a 
count of $30,500. "Kid Boots," clos- 
ing with a rush, got $30,000. 
"Topsy and Eva" moved up for a 
gross of $17,500. with "Betty Lee" 
claimed as good. "My Girl" hit a 
$13,000 pace, which Is excellent for 
small theatre (Vanderbllt). "Chauve-

credited with better than $15,000 
at the limited 49th Street. 

"China Rose," with cut rates, got

-Is Zat So?" at the 39th Street, beat 
$11,000, and is being moved to a 
larger house (the new Chanin's 46th 
Street), Saturday; "The Piker" was 
slightly better at $11,600, but Is not 
among the leaders; "Candida" held 
to strong takings of $12,000, and the 
Actors' Theatre is looking for an- 
other house for It; "Mrs. Partridge 
Presents" Is getting about $8,000, 
which is claimed profitable In a 
small house (Belmont); "Quaran- 
tine" got nearly $12,000 last week, 
while tlie run-leader, "Abie's Irish 
Rose" is credited with $15,000.

The show was "Simon Called 
Peter," which opened to a gross of 
better than $3,000 Monday night at 
the Walnut, and stayed close to ca- 
pacity all week, grossing consider- 
ably better than $17,000. Certain 
incidents and lines shocked the local 
censor very much and were cut en- 
tirely by the second performance. 
But the story didn't reach the pa- 
pers and business showed no per- 
ceptible falling off as a result. "This 
week the Brady production got an- 
other break along this line when a 
ministerial union condemned both 
"Peter" and "Rain" as Indecent. 

All the houses In town, with the 
exception of the Adelphla, contin- 
ued hitting last w ^k. "The Swan" 
pulled the unexpected, after ap- 
parently beginning to slip, by com- 
ing back with a capacity Wednes- 
day matinee and holding that 
stride for the remainder of the week. 
The gross on the final week gave 
the piece nearly $70,000 on its four- 
week run here.

This is the second week in sue 
cession that the town has been hit 
by a bad weather break. The storms 
of the past week were severs 
enough to Interfere with traffic on 
the railroads and it Is on this pa- 
tronage that the local houses de- 
pend to a great extent. No appre-< 
clable . picking up In business wa« 
noted until Friday night, the Sat- 
urday night shows getting a good 
break.

Chicago, Feb. 8. 
They couldn't draw 'em In with 
any assurance of a run engage- 
ment at the Great Northern for 
"High Stakes," but a different story 
exists at the Adelphi, somewhat 
deadening the worth of the tradi- 
tion that a transfer of theatres acts 
reverse to ambitions. 

"High Stakes" is galloping along 
nicely, having settled itself at the 
Adelphi with good prospects of 
■ticking. "High Stakes" was nursed 
and has landed. 

Auto week visitors paid consid- 
erable attention to the theatrical 
calendar during the past week, 
spending the sort of box office 
money that made their presence felt, 
particularly at the musicals. It was 
the first time, in three years that 
the auto show patrons helped show 
business here.

It was a great test 
week for the return of the "Scan- 
dals," resulting in the greatest glory 
the White organization ever picked 
up in this town. More or less dis- 
satisfaction has centered around the 
"Scandals" in other years, first from 
a disappointing show and then 
from ticket distributions among the

"Music Box Revue" finished up 
probabljr the best engagement the- 
organization ever had here. It ap- 
|>ear8 as if five and six weeks are 
Oust long enough for $4.40 attrac- 
tions in Chicago. "Scandals" hold 
to the $4.40 scale nightly with $3.30 
tnatinees. 

The balance or the musical play 
Held wasn't hurt by the two fast 
btepping high-priced shows. "No, 
No, Nanette" has gone beyond su- 
perlatives for strength in pulling 
•em in. Nothing seems to hurt the 
Harris attraction, and it begins to 
look as If the stop clause Is holding 
this one away from New York, this 
town will have "Nanette" well into 
the summer. "Passing Show" holds 
in at the Apollo because of the 
switch of the bookings of the "RiU 
Revue." "Sitting Pretty" finished 
up at the Garrick, caining all its 
pull from the campaigning of the 
jDolly Sisters. A sorrowful Incl- 
Iflent transpired with the closing date 
of "Sitting Pretty," for it wa^i also 
the "closing date" In the life of 
"Dick" Richards, a good and highly 
regarded press representative, who 
worked like a trooper to put the 
show over. 

Capacity gave the "Show-Off" the 
lead in the non -musical field for 
the regular number of performances 
because of capacity over the La- 
Salle for "Apple Sauce." Yet "Abie's 
Irish Rose." with everything done 
In a big way, including number of 
performances, and every known 
piece of showmanship to get every- 
body in for the final week, rattled 
off a farewell gross on 12 perform- 
ances of $21,000. "Able" went smil- 
ingly out of town, leaving behind 
a profit for Frank Oazzolo at the 
Studebaker that won't cause him 
any worry for experimental attrac- 
tions for some time to come. 

Ethel Barrymore restored activ- 
ity to the Blackstone, for there 
was balcony trade there for the first 
time in many months.

Following the war Elsie Janis 
(pronounced with the "a" as In Jane 
several tiines during the show) came 
forth In an intimate revue with her 
"gang" of former doughboys. Her 
newest venture, presented by Charles 
Dillingham and billed as a bird's-eye 
revue. Is more ambitious than her 
original revue idea. Yet the same 
general theme Is followed — that of 
talent rather than production. 

The first act of "Puzzles," evi- 
dently promised as an annual event, 
was speedy and effective. The sec- 
ond section was permitted to slo\f 
up. but there were two smashing 
hits opening and closing that part 
which should be enough to put the 
show across. One was delivered by 
Miss Janis Just before the finale, the 
"Impressions" stamping her a truly 
rifted artist. The other wallop was 
landed by The Commanders, bands- 
men and entertainers extraordinary. 

Karly In the show Miss Janis 
worked with Jimmy Hussey, who 
trotted forth a number of new songs. 
On a bench Elsie said to Jimmy: 
"Shall we play a love scene," with 
Jim replying: "If mom Isn't here." 
That was a first-night laugh. Miss 
Janis wrote (he first two numbers, 
••We Beg to Announce" and "Unde- 
cided Blues." The opening was novel, 
the company being introduced as 
foreign artists, but halted by Hussey 
as an Equity deputy, with the news 
that all must Join or there will be no 
show. It is explained that foreign 
stuff was just to get the money, but 
it is decided that everybody be them- 
selves. 

Miss Janis came into her own with 
Impressions of other stars, trotting 
forth a new assortment that seemed 
better than previous routines. She 
looked like John Barrymore as Ham- 
let singing "Bananas." She also gave 
Fannie Brice playing "Peter Pan." 
Lienore Ulric as a songster and an 
Idea of Beatrice Lillie warbling a 
ballad, and did Will Rogers. A splen- 
did bit of characterization came in 
the middle of the second act, when 
the star appeared as a French ac- 
tress, remaining in character 
throughout, sang ragtime songs in 
French dialect and then used the 
language itself. 

The Commanders repeated the 
success stored by the musical unit at 
Atlantic City last week, virtually 
stopping the show there. As the 
Versatile Sextet the band was a 
corking group. Now with 11 men, 
which necessitated the change in 
name, the Commanders, under Irving 
Aaronson's direction, is a production 
find. The quartet landed surely and 
so did the amazing trombone. But 
the two dancers roused the house, 
and only the explanation a quick 
change was necessary for the next 
•kit quieted the first-nighters. 

Jimmy Hussey landed with one 

number in the first act, "Irish-Jewish 

Jubilee," a Kalmer and Ruby ditty. 

The line "Here comes McBride" 

(nothing to do with tickets) was the 

laugh-gettef. But It was in the 

second act that Hussey was best, at 

that time having two successive 

numbers by Blanche Merrill. The 

first was a humorous lyric.

They have to do voice 
tricks and manual gyrations and no 
end of broken speeches and throat- 
clutching and the whole bag of 
stock company tricks to keep it 
pulmotored at all. Peters is sad to 
see. Miss Cowl, at least, is always 
beautiful, and no matter what she 
does, as long as it is she who does 
it. it must have some human charm. 
But— Peters! 

The Romeo. Anthony. Pelles. He 
is reduced now to running his 
fingers through his hair, changing 
neckties, clenching his flst. using a 
throaty tremolo and a forced ha-ha 
laugh, tenderly embracing his fat 
mother and being sacharrine, earn- 
est, temperamental and so much in 
love. He is neither Peters nor Karl, 
nor an improvement on either. And 
no one could be better at it. for the 
j>art Is deadly dull. 

Miss Cowl resorts to a crying 
festival, remojnbering that she has 
clicked in the past as one of the 
most heart-touching little weeperc 
our stage has ever known. She Is 
hysterica] throughout, even In 
comedy moments, few and forced 
as those are. 

The sets and the lighting are of 
the Greenwich Village "art" brand. 
The sets are unnecessarily syn- 
thetic and stagey, and the lights 
are boresome and irritating, with 
a retching effort to ret something 
out of effects where there is noth- 
ing to be gotten. Dimly illuminated 
scenes, stuck in for' no reason, put 
the watcher's teeth on edge. 

There is nothing to save In "The 
Depths.'' The ash -can, whence it 
came. Is pacing It. If it is still 
running when this regretful opinion 
of its merits sees the light. It will 
be picking at the coverlet. Even 
Jane Cowl can't blow life into this 
one. lAiit.

Miss Cowl, whose career budded 
with "Within the Law," blossomed 
with "Smilln" Through" and broke 
into full bloom with "Romeo and 
Juliet," has been steadily chiseling 
away her miraculoift possibilities. 
She is apparently striving, straining 
for something — not one definite 
something but something now and 
something else again. 

As a result, her current showing 
at the Broadhurst is a pitifully 
misdirected effort, without a chance 
of surviving, with no credit to any- 
one associated with it and neither 
artistic service nor practical re- 
sult. 

Why a star with the drawing 
power, the charm and the standing 
of Miss Cowl need struggle so for 
the Improbable is not clear to this 
reviewer, who has for years been 
in the van as a Cowl enthusiast. 
Why she should drag from some 
German waste-paper box such a 
script, neither actable nor palatable, 
is one of those mysteries indigenous 
to the stage and to no other craft 
or Industry. One might diagnose 
the philosophy of it but it would 
consume .a library in the analysis. 
"The Depths" is a flat German 
story, as subtle as a frankfurter 
and about as stuffed with hash and 
sweepings. It purports to lay bear 
the heart-throbs of a Jezebel and 
composer. The problem has been 
told better thousands of times and 
never was of any profound use or 
comprehensive human interest. 

"Hans Mueller," whoever he 
might be (the name in Germany is 
the parallel of "John Jones" in 
America) is the putative author. 
But It is obvious that "The Depths" 
Is the mixture of many, for it talks 
in streaks and strains not con- 
.sistent with one another. It has 
a tragedy third curtain, when the 
girl leaps from a porch; at the end 
of the second act she falls in a 
faint on the floor, blathering that 
she is to become a mother; the first 
curtain Roes down on the musician 
coming back to reclaim her after 
he has fallen in love wltli her fn a 
church and has Just found out. 

Just what she is, never is made 
clear. Twice, once by her and once 
by the lover, something is breathed 
in a hushed whisper which is a 

broken word starling "Prost ." 

If the word were flnlshed it would 
be a Illy compared to the phrase- 
ology of other modern stage dis- 
sertations on the sisterhood of the 
oldest profcssl&n.

It's been some time since Grace 
George has had a real rousing suc- 
cess but on the dope it would cer- 
tainly appear that "She Had to 
Know." tbe second Geraldy piece in 
which she has acted, is over for a 
long enough time to qualify it thor- 
oughly as a success. 

This play is one of those very 
light comedies founded on nothing 
and thereby rising to no heights. 
Yet its delicate fabric Is fully blown 
by the fine acting of Miss George 
and Bruce McRae. Their perform- 
ances are fine things, sustained and 
always In the light and right mood. 
For the mood of this play is so light 
that heavy handed acting by all 
hands eould very easily weigh It 
down. Frederick Worlock con- 
tributes some pretty heavy acting 
and by doing eo doesn't help mat- 
ters at all. while Charlotte Ives, as 
the other woman of tbe cast. Is also 
out of place. But Miss George and 
Mr. McRae more than make up for 
these deficiencies and carry the 
whole thing through to a splendid 
conclusion. Miss George, it may be 
said, eeems once more to be peren- 
nially young and the handsome out- 
line of her face seems to grow in 
attractiveness. 

The plot of "She Had to Know" 
Is simple. Into the home of Gerry 
and Philip, a middle-aged married 
couple, comes Kitty, a rather gad- 
dlsh friend from nearby. Imme- 
diately -it is evident that Kitty has 
the appeal which attracts men, and 
when Steven, their life-long friend, 
falls, Gerry begins to worry. Re- 
spectable, etc., she begins to worry 
whether she has the appeal which 
attracts. And then. In a quite 
proper and well handled manner, 
she goes down the list to find out, 
the most amusing circumstances 
arising when she asks her young 
cousin, a perfect aes if ever one 
existed. This role, it is but fair to 
say. is played finely by H. Tyrrell 
Davis. 

The dialog is bright and never 
runs to epigrams. Moreover, there 
are but few sagging spots. For 
this Miss George can take a great 
deal of credit, for she did the adap- 
tation. Previously she adapted 
"The Nest." in which Lucille Wat- 
son played with much success, and 
"Aimer" (To Love), by the same 
author, which she used as a vehicle 
for herself. Norman Trevor and 
Robert Warwick. The current piece, 
however, fits her Just as snugly as 
the role of Mrs, Malaprop fits Mrs. 
riskc. and she Oils that role wllL

Jass as a theme has twice ac- 
companied the new plays of the last 
few weeks. "Processional." offered 
by the Theatre Guild at the Gar- 
rlck. aroused diametrically opposed 
comment. No doubt the claim for 
that play, that it was written with 
the Jazz rhythm, seemed too far 
fetched in a drama. "Out of Step" 
la a comedy and Instead of being 
impressionistic is quite true to 
dance-han atmosphere In the Jazz 
aspects. 

Yet the author somehow misses 
delivering the stuff amid his skill- 
fully attuned topic. His hero does 
find himself — the boy discovers he 
l9 a natural band conductor. Per- 
haps he will develop into a White- 
man, the rather faint implication 
being there since he declares for 
life In New York Instead of dry- 
goods in Zanesville. O. The heroine 
is even less clearly defined. As the 
wife of the groping "Jazz baby" her 
faith in him seems somehow a 
weakness. It Isn't exactly convinc- 
ing. A. A. Kline is a new play- 
wright. "Out of Step" being his first 
play on Broadway, although he has 
authored a number of one-act 
pieces. 

The manner in which young Babe 
Harrison lands among the Jazz 
band leaders Is most roundabout. 
Down at the old "Paradise Pier." 
Atlantic City, he is tbe niftiest 
dancer among the hoofers — a class 
of youth affecting the nifty styles 
In suits, high waisted and three but- 
tons In a bunch. He wins prizes 
easily, then gives them to his part- 
ner, though the girl means nothing 
to him. So when Edith Rayder, 
whose father has a string of de- 
partment stores, comes along and 
falls in love with him, it's good- 
bye to the boardwalk. 

Four years In Zanesville as man- 
ager of the store have meant little 
to Babe. Jazz is in his blood. He 
believes there Is some missing fac- 
tor in current music. So. when the 
constant panning of the Rayder 
family leads him to quit the store, 
it is on the old pier at Atlantic City 
where he realizes that which he was 
unable to express. But the urge to 
be a dance hound has gone. Taking 
the baton from the pier band leader 
he Injects a rhythm, which he ex- 
plains is a split in the usual tempo, 
and evokes an original conception 
that delights the dancers. He pre- 
viously mentioned having toyed 
with the various Instruments In the 
band when there as the Jazz baby, 
but there was no preparatory mu- 
sical training. And It's possible 
that musical training isn't necessary 
to the successful development of a 
leader, although that's doubtless 
news to the musical trades if true. 

The genera] idea of "Out of Step" 
appears to be that Jazz and trade 
don't mix, at least in business any- 
way.' The author seeks to point out 
that both are legitimate In their 
respective fields. In the working 
out of the f>]ay, the level of Jazz is 
kept pretty low. Certainly It Isn't 
lifted anywhere near the plane at- 
tained by present-day syncopated 
orchestras. 

There are several natural touches 
in the pier and department store 
scenes. In the latter particularly 
when two salesgirls express hatred 
of the small town. 

Two young leads stand out in Eric

The Dramatists have good pic- 
ture property in "Out of Step." even 
though It does not land as a play. 
It is easy to visualize the plcturlza- 
tion, with "Babe" the lionized leader 
of a crack Jazz orchestra. The lat- 
ter touch Is obviously impractical 
for the stage version. There is an 
offstage Jazz band, however, led by 
Matthew Lieb. 

The cast has 29 players and seven 
musicians In the band. Many roles 
are bits though all are claimed 
above the chorus, meaning more 
expensive than choristers. 

"Out of Steps" must draw more 
than average business to break even 
and the Indications are It is not a 
money show, though It is a Kood 
play Idea. Ibce.

first of four at the Punch and Judy. 
It Is by Knowles Entrikin, an au- 
thor, who knows his vaudeville, 
the second act being suspiciously 
similar In theme to Flanagan and 
Edward's former vaudeville stand- 
ard, "On and Off," and the last act, 
a theatrical boarding house, re- 
sembles several other plays with a 
theatrical theme. 

Despite a dreary, talky first act, 
amateurishly acted, the second and 
last act are entertaining. The cast 
dooms the play beforehand, and the 
first act gives it a start hard to 
overcome. 

The story concerns two young- 
sters, son and daughter of mil- 
lionaires. Both children have ar- 
tistic leanings, and are badly mis- 
understood at home. They decide 
to run away and go on the sta^e. In 
act two they are in a small-time 
theatre. On the bill, and in the 
next dressing room, is a small-tima 
vaudeville sister act. A pair of 
"acrobats" are dressing up-stairs, 
and Madame Angellque. the Cock- 
atoo Queen, attempts to usurp tb* 
youngsters' dressing room. 

The treatment of this scene, when 
the acts appear for their vaudevUls 
turns, is the same as in the afore- 
mentioned vaudeville act. Tb* 
acrobats appear first, then the sist^ 
team and finally the youngsters, Tb« 
girl, badly frightened, breaks down 
and they are ordered from the stag* 
by an Irate manager, who runs down 
the aisle. 

The last act is the theatrical 
boarding house. The troopers ar« 
showing the kids all sorts of sym- 
pathy and Malsle (Bertha Grey) 
slips the boy enough money to pay 
room rent. The parents arrive, tba 
girl's mother to be properly bawled 
out by Malsle when she intimates 
the boy has compromised her 
daughter. The mother wilts be- 
neath the slang tirade and admits 
she lacked understanding. 

The cast seems to be a mixture of 
professionals and amateurs, with 
the latter predominating. Those who 
stood out were Kate Mayhew as 
"Mrs. Dugan." boairdlng house mis- 
tress; Helens Mitchel, as "Eugenia 
Mallory." and Dorothy Grey, as a 
vamplsh member of the sister act. 
Bertha Grey, the wise-cracking and 
slangy member of the team, talked 
continuously on laugh,? and over- 
played constantly. She had the 
fattest lines In a book in which the 
author muffed many opportunities 
for sparkling and slangy dialog, due 
to the situations. 

Owen Meech. in a Belasco im- 
pression of a theatrical manager, 
was too theatrical for anything but 
travesty, and Thomas Fadden's 
English accent, as "Pocock," the 
acrobat, was as clear as static. 
Leslie John Cooley, as "Tommy 
Devlin," the boy eloper, played in 
a continuous lifeless tempo, and Ju- 
lie Barnard, as "Abigal Mallory," 
his artistic partner, .^aved him time 
and again. 

"The Small-Timers" has an Idea 
and there are possibilities with re- 
vision. The first act boiled down 
to a prologue, the slang pepped up 
and modernized in the second and

the ruin of several Chautauqua 
companies. 

Chsutauquss Course Methods 
During the course of the meeting, 
which was a secret one and held in 
a Michigan Avenue hotel. It de- 
veloped that the cbautauquas are 
using coarse opposition methods 
against each other. Circus opposi- 
tion, compared to Chautauqua op- 
position, it was shown, is mild as 
bankers and other townspeople are 
not enlisted In the fights that' 
circuses stage in securing various 
towns. Chautauqua opposition, it 
seems, consists in pivting one-half 
of the town against the 'other half, 
and then In the end making both 
halves pay. The method was 
severely condemned by one man- 
ager who seems to be the leading 
spirit In the fight to bring the 
cbautauquas together. 

Batter Shows and Lower Prices 

He told the 20 representatives 
who head all the larger and worth- 
while companies in the West that 
the Chautauqua was doomed unless 
better programs were offered and 
the price lowered.

Ineae, Vltagraph was the big mem- 
ber of the Motion Picture Patents 
Co., and organization whtch dom- 
inated the business at the time, 
which Included Vltagraph, Sellg, 
Bdison, Pathe, Lubln, Easanay, 
Kleine, Kaleni.and Blograph. Op- 
posed at the time woa the Mutual 
group, with Tannhouser. Imp, Kay-, 
bee and others. 

In those days the. Picture. I*at^nts 
group held the business In the hol- 
low of their hand, and today Vita- 
graph accuses the Hays' organiza- 
tion of "trustifying" picture bus- 
iness. • 
"Ben-Hur" and "Camilie" 

A long time ago "Ben-Hur" was 
made as a slngle-reeler by Sid Ol- 
cott for Kalem In one day, with 
Pfiine's Firework Co., assisting. -This 
production was stopped by an in- 
junction, tt^e first ever issued, ob- 
tiAned by Klaw and Erlanger, and 
Dittenhofter; ' Gerber and James, 
represented the legitimate produ- 
cers, in their action against the 
Kalem firm. At the same time J. 
J. McCarthy • was handling the 
Sarah Bernhardt fllnv "CamiUe," 
through New England. This was 
a European production and its 
producers were not members of the 
M- P. P. Co. As this film wasn't 
licensed by them. It was tough for 
McCarthy to And a theatre, pnless 
an okay could be worked through 
"the powers." In those days Vlta- 
graph stood wh^re Famous Players 
stands today. One by one, however, 
a group of men, who Included Carl 
Laemmle, P. A. Powers, David 
Horeley, William Stelner, Joe Miles. 
Edward Porter, and others, made 
tip their minds to get into the film 
producing business. 

Laemmfe and Fox's Fight 

Then began the long fight against 
the iron rule of the Patents Co. Two 
men, Carl Laemmle and William 
Fox, both powers in the Industry, 
overcame the violent methods used 
by the Patents Co., In their mad 
effort to keep the business unto 
themselves. Fox and Laemmle 
fought, and with their associates, 
overcame the edict that the Patents 
, Co. made when it is^aid It would 
not license these men to use 
their patents. So Independent pic- 
tures were made along the bootleg 
plan. Cameras were hidden, the lo- 
cations were kept secret, and al- 
though j3trong-arm methods were 
used by the opposition, the inde- 
pendents kept on producing. 

Fox doggedly fought the Patents 
Co. for many years, and he finally 
obtained a settlement which ran 
into hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. Then the Patents Co. refused 
to sell Fox film, so Fox went into 
the producing business. Then came 
more litigation, dissension and 
other hardships, and the Patents 
Co. was finally disbanded, and there 
was much Joy among the exhibitors 
and the theatre owners. 
Theatre Chains 
■■" Up to this time, the chain the- 
atre, or theatre combination plan. 
had proBressed in but a meaRre 
way until J. D. Williams, In form- 
ing First National, worked out the 
first big p:aii. He started by having 
theatre owners liecome members of 
thl.s orRanizatiou, ViJiich hired stars 
and prmluccfl film.s, and the First 
National chain became eo large in 
size and scope that it sot Adolph 
Zukor, of Famoun, thinking, until 
he went out nnd prabbed off a flock 
of houses.

It would 
be taking up too much time to 
figure out the boys who've ex- 
pressed it before, but they run all 
the way from Aristotle to Elbert 
Hubbard. The picture itself an- 
nounces that it is photographing a 
"thought" and that heretofore the 
motion picture had refrained from 
BO doing. That's all wrong. "So 
Big" was- certainly nothing more 
than the photograph of a thought, 
and certainly the subtlety behind 
"Broken Blossoms" ha4 something 
to do with thought. And there are 
other nims, too — "Tol'able David," 
"Driven," etc. The boast made by 
Von Sternberg doesn't stand up. 

The story concerns a young cow- 
ard and his young wife. They start 
on a mud-scow, where he lives. 
The symbolic mud is everywhere 
and the ominous shadows of the 
dredge seem to haunt their lives. 
But the boy is a coward and the 
girl bitter toward life in general. 
Eventually, however, they pick up a 
little foundling and go to the city, 
where a procurer for a brothel gives 
them lodging in hopes of obtaining 
the girl. Prom then on a harlot 
figures in the cast, and she ie ex- 
ceptionally well played. The wind- 
up Is that the procurer mistreats 
the kid oi\e day and that the cow- 
ard Is aparred to action, something 
rare. He beata the other man and 
thereby begins to get his own 
measure. And so it ends. 

The cast, with the one exception 
named, is poor and is continually 
being posed toy the director to look 
straight at the camera. Little 
Brace Ouerln as the chlfd Is espe- 
cially badly directed, while the 
others don't fare much better* 

There's nothing lavish In this one. 
&nd although it isn't entirely a bad 
picture. It Is uninteresting most of 
the way because of some glaring 
directorial fanlts and also because 
of the illogical story. That the gen- 
eral public will take to it 1« Incon- 
ceivable, and despite the tremendous 
heralding given Von Sternberg on 
the Coast, it looks as if the old re- 
liables were pretty safe with their 
reputations. 8iak.

guarantee, stick pretty close to the 
Egyptian Room ot the Brunswick, 
makes him less of a competitor In 
the general ^Id. 

Bert Lowe, being a tree lance, is 
not restricted by any hotel ties and 
can therefore Kuarantee a "personal 
appearance" much more readily 
than Relsman. Consequently he 
has been getting the major part 
of the dates is this field for some 
time. The chief difference between 
Relsman's and Lowe's society Jobs 
is that Che former's are almost al- 
ways the private sort, wber'«s Bert 
gets the private ones and tke big 
semi -public balls as weU. 

Society Affairs 

In the laM five, or more years, 
however, most of those tAg dances 
have been held at the Copley Flaaa 
Hotel and that has contributed a 
new factor to the sttoation. .The 
Plaza management has ot late ap- 
parently been considerably per- 
turbed at Bert Lowe's continual 
presence in their mats balLx>om.

Light Co.'8 High Rate Under 
. Investigation 



Boston, Feb. t. 

President Charles L. Ekigar. of 
the Edison Light Co.. which owns 
and operates station WEEI here, 
testified on the witness stand before 
the city department of public utili- 
ties that the operating cost ot that 
station Is ISO,000 per annum. 

The Edison company, controlling 
the lighting In all the homes of the 
city, is in process of answering In 
the matter of boosting rates. In the 
course ot the investigation much in- 
teresting data about the broadcast- 
ing station was brought to light 
Some ot the figures quoted by 
President EMlgau- follow: 

The initial expenditure on the 
station was $80,000. that being the 
amount necessary for erection of 
the plant In the first four months 
of operation a loss of $9,(W0 was 
sustained. The total amount of 
money spent by the company in all 
forms of advertising in 1923, prior 
to the erection of WEEL was 1166,- 
000, whereas in 1926. with the station 
In operation, the total reached t>74,- 
000. 



Instrument Sales Co. 
Loses Appeal to Tax Board

The Musical Instrument Sales Co. 
lost their appeal to the newly 
cr«tated Board of Tax Appeals of 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue.

Arthur Hand, conductor of the California Ramblers orchestra at the 
Hotel Alan^ac, New York, Inherited almost $500,000 from his father, 
Joseph C. Hand, 29 West 34th street. New York, who died recently, 
aged 66. The elder Hand was well known In New Vork hotel circles, hav- 
ing managed many of Manhattan's larger establishments, including the 
old Vendome and Marlborough, Majestic, San Carlo, Perclval and others. 

The bandman and his father were not on speaking terms for some time, 
and at the time the California Ramblers were playing at Rector's the 
elder Hand repeatedly stated he had cut off his jazz leader-son. 

When Hand, now 26, formed a partnership with W. T. Kirkeby and 
was about to take over the management of the California Ramblers Inn 
the band leader put the proposition up to his father, also requesting a 
finan-cial loan, whljli was refused. But when the place was established 
and put on a paying ba^iH. the elder Hand's attitude became softer and 
during the second year (last year) he frequently visited the Inn and 
brought his friends. 

The senior Hand's will was drafted In June, 1924, ^nd he died the 
following month. Arthur never read his father's other .vllls, but during 
the time when he was so provoked with his son for having a Jazz orches- 
tra he told him repeatedly he had been disinherited. 

Young Hand, after bis iVscharge from the navy, entered his .ather's 
real estate brokerage olBce, but immediately went In lor the jazz band 
thing when he augmented his own violin playing proclivities and played 
at private dances. 



Faggen and Arcadia 

The unsettled conditions and internal strife within the Quaker City 
Amusement Corp., controlling and operating the new Arcadia ball room 
on Broadway and 53J street. New York, has had that portion of "Main 
Street," concerned in such matters, percolating with various rumors, 
statements and counter-reports, all revolving about I. Jay Faggen, man* 
aging director of Arcadia. 

Faggen had practically closed for the outright purchase of his partners* 
Interests so us to give him absolute control, but later was willing to step 
out The last report finds Faggen still In control. 

The Arcadia has beer, the dream and ideal of Faggen, whose ball room 
operation interests formerly embraced Roseland and still includes the 
Rosemont, Brooklyn, N. Y. The Arcadia, conceded one of the most beau- 
tiful edifices of Its type in the country. Is a monument to Faggen's ideal- 
ism in amusement matter of this nature. 

As matters now stand, Mnl Hallett and Ray Miller continue as the 
feature dance attractions with the latter slated to go to Chicago March 1. 

The report that Faggen was "through" at Acradla was so strong that 
Wednesday night the cmpldyes of the ball room, ranging from the band 
leaders to the lowliest porter, contributed toward the presentation of a 
beftutiful loving cup to Faggen. It has developed that the presentation 
was premature, although the sentiment none the less effective. The same 
day Faggen became the father of a new daughter. 



Copyright Hearing 

Congress is "playing politics" on everything right now up to the ad- 
journment of this session so that it is almost a certainty that all legisla- 
tion, including the Thorvald Solberg copyright bill, will be tabled until 
fall. However, a favorable report on the bill is anticipated. 

Today's (Tuesday) hearings before the House patents committee inter- 
ested the music industry, so far as its phase of the new bill is concernd, 
solely bepaune for the first time the "mechanical" interests would have 
their say. 

AH opposition from the broadcasters and the picture theatre people has 
been thoroughly aired before with little effect. The record and roll man- 
ufacturing people, however, have never before had occasion to voice 
their objections, at least not since 1909 when the original copyright 
bill was passed, and what their arguments would be naturally Interests 
the composers and publishers. 



Band Agencies Peeved * ■ ' 

The band bookin,? side-line indulged In by some band and orchestra 
employes attached to music publishing firms has aroused the ire of the 
licensed orchestra booking ofilces. The "tin pan alley" boys somehow 
get wind of prospective changes by bands In advance of the regular 
agencies and, having the jump, usually take advantage thereof by 
"angling" In some favorite band who Is particularly friendly to the music 
firm and therefore given first thought. 

The licensed employment agents, vexed at this cuttlng-ln on their 
percentage Income, are threatening to enlist the commissioner of licenses 
on the ground the agency l^w is being violated. ■ ~ 

New Recording Idea 

A new Idea In phonograph recordings was tried out by Rny Miller and 
his orchestra. Ray "canned" two numbers. "I'll See You in My Dreams" 
and "Why Couldn't It Be Poor Little Me," for the Brunswick, and invited 
Isham Jones, the Chicago bandman, to officiate as "guest conductor" in 
the recording laboratory. Jones was In New York at the time for a brief 
visit. 

This Is the first time this has been done. Jones is prominently fea- 
tured on the record labels as being the "guest conductor" of the Miller 
orchestra. It's a tie-up between two crack Brunswick "names" that 
shows sm.'irt showmanship for brisk sales. 



"Paper" Returns in Nickels 

One New York ball room has an Ingenious method for stimulating 
business. Pseudo-"i)res8 tickets" are broadcast for use on "ofT' nights 
which entitles to free admission and represents 85-cent savings on the 
actual gate admission. 

On the other hand It attracts patronage on^ff nights and the dance 
hall's system of tariff dancing (nickel-a-dance) actually manages to 
disgorge the shekels frorr the gate-crashers who are nicked a jit per 
"crawl," which generally totals about 20 an evening or an extra $1 "^ 
Income to the ba:i room. 



Publicity Agent's Side Lines 

A w. k. publicity man Is concerning himself proUfically In other amuse- 
ment side-lines that do no', generally come under "publicity," even in the 
broadest sense.

ing in Miami at present. 

It'a » case of "Hail, Hail, the 
Gang's All Here," and Gleorge Co- 
han can change the locale of his 
"Over There" lyric and make it ap*. 
ply to southern Florida, for "the 
Yanks are coming," and they keep 
on coming, and the Tanks that got 
here first are "taking" those that 
are coming in second, and they in 
turn ar« taking the third line ar- 
rivals, and strange to say all of 
them are making money.

So there you 
are. Who was the chump in the 
first place? 

Loaded With "Dough" 
With that sort of a quick turn- 
over proposition in the air, there is 
an unnatural abundance of money 
about, and the fellows must have 
an outlet for their spirits and their 
dough, and to that end there is 
every form, device and innovation 
conceivable that might tend to 
separate them from their coin. 

As a matter of fact, all the busi- 
ness seems to be turned in the 
mornings, for in the afternoon 
everyone is at the new track of tlie 
Miami Jockey Club, and the attend- 
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ance has been so great during the 
first IS days of the meeting that it 
now appears the promoters cf the 
track will b« on velvet on their 
1650,000 investment at the end of 
the present meet, and by next sea- 
son will reach "velvet." After the 
races and dinner, there tre the dog 
races at night, then tf.e Jai Alai 
fsames follow the canines. The bet- 
ting on all three Is in the wide open 
and the dough changes 'hands fre- 
quently. If you haven't h-id enough 
of the gambling to appea'^e your de- 
sire to "take a chance," there still 
are the "clubs," where you can get 
anyth.-ig- wheel, t'n ''r.-n 

tubles and whatnot in the way of 
gambling. 

Booze coming in by the boat load 
makes it possible to buy openly 
anywhere for $5 a quart as the top 
quotation and in case lots Scotch 
can be had for as low as |28. 

The "boarding school" is an item 
that is flourishing with a very se- 
vere, prim appearing gymnastic in- 
structress appearing on the beach 
each morning with some 24 pupils 
clad in one piece and colorful bath- 
ing costumes as they go through 
their setting up exercises. Zleggy 
may "glorify the American girl."

Bill K. K. K. Parade. 

On Tuesday night of last week 
they had a K. K. K. parade here in 
which the loaders of the Klan rode 
openly and unmasked at the head 
of the procession.

The rivalry between the two is 
tremendous. Hollywood stole a 
march by getting Gilda, Coral 
Gables realizes It now. they want 
her and they are gt>ing to get her 
at all costs. 

In the meantime they have an or- 
chestra in their local office on Flag- 
ler street with entertidners galore. 
Out at the development they are 
pulling all sorts of stunts, but they 
do not ssem to get over with quite 
the flair attendant at Hollywood. 

Another development that is com- 
ing along is Miami Shores and by 
next season they will be in the 
field for entertainment with a name 
to draw. 

Thus the situation for the av- 
erage cabaret man who might try 
to operate is: he cannot engage 
talent and pay the prices the realty 
men do, therefore bis only chance 
is to run after hours or to pull 
something unusual In the show line.

But the 
slangy chorus girl line which was 
such a riot in the spoken version 
has not been modernized and intro- 
duced in the subtitles as it should 
have been. Nor are the back-stage 
shots as spicy and intimate as they 
might have been. 

As it stands the only episode In 
the film that really proves enjoyable 
is the one in which Pat after saving 
her sister and losing her beau pro- 
ceeds to wreqk the heavy's gorgeous 
apartment. Walking up to him 
pleasantly enough she suddenly 
lands a full-swing wallop right 
square on his Jaw and then follows 
by chucking every vase and orna- 
ment in the room at him and his 
frightened Jap butler. 

Margaret Livingston in the title 
role seemed intermittently colorless 
and rldiculoua The remainder of 
the cast contains fsw names of any 
box office worth. 



HELEN OF TROY 

London, Jan. 21. 

There is a tradition here to the 
fact that should a picture be medio- 
cre everybody concerned is starred, 
the name of the producing company 
Is printed in large caps and every- 
thing possible is done to throw sand 
in the eyes of critics and exhibitors. 
Rut, on the other hand, should the 
1 ature be of sterling wo;th, although 
of foreign birth, then the system is 
•'hush-bush," and all are robbed of 
their legitimate kudos. "Helen of 
Troy," shown at the Palace by Cos- 
mograph, is one of the latter. Of 
mixed Italian and Teutonic origin, It 
is a brilliant production in every 
way. 

As a spectacle carrying the Im- 
print of truth and realism it would 
make D. W. Griffith sit up and con- 
sider his laurels, while the acting 
has never been bettered from the 
anonymous leads to the tiniest small 
part. 

The sfory of fair Helen's rape by 
Paris to the fall of Troy is faithfully 
adhered to, and the greater part of 
the feature is devoted to the long- 
drawn-out fight betwen the Greeks 
and" Trojans. Here and there the 
story may take original and unhls- 
torlcal twists, such as the episode in 
which Menelaeus orders his queen, 
Helen, to expose herself to the com- 
mon public before serving in the 
Temple of Adonis. 

The majority of the settings are 
magnificent and the handling of vast 
crowds of soldiery is beyond all 
praise. The famous episode of the 
horse is fine. 

The acting from ^ first to last 
reaches a remarkably high standard, 
and it is to the disgrace of the rent- 
ers that this should be allowed to 
go unknown when so much solid in- 
competence Is extolled to the skies. 

"Helen of Troy" is. however, very 
heavy stuff. There is no cessation 
for eight reels from the gigantic 
crowds and enormous settings.

MOON OF ISRAEL 

London, Dec. 16. 

A curious situation has arisen in 
the pre-release presentation of 
"Moon of Israel" at the Pavilion. It 
Is a Continental super film and re- 
leased in this country under the 
Stoll Film Co. banner. As a produc- 
tion It enters Into direct competition 
with "The Ten Commandments," the 
locale and many scenes bearing a 
close resemblance to the first half of 
the De Mille picture. It continues 
along those lines until "the big 
punch," which is the dividing of the 
Red Sea, permitting the Israelites to 
cross, later closing up and engulfing 
the Egyptians. 

The present lease of the Pavilion 
Is held by Famous Players, which 
recently snowed its "'ten Command- 
ments" picture at that house, and 
within a very few weeks later sub- 
let the house for four weeks to the 
Stoll people for a picture that is so 
nearly identical in theme. 

While the same background is em- 
ployed In both pictures, "Moon of 
Israel" is based on Rider Haggard's 
novel of that name, which tells the 
beautiful love story of the son of 
Pharaoh for a Hebrew slave girl. In 
which he even goes so far as to for- 
feit the throne to which he is heir 
rather than persecute the Israelite 
slaves. 

Adelqul Millar is the heir apparent 
with a fine sense of values and com- 
manding dignity, but somehow leaves 
an unfavorable impression. The 
slave girl, by Maria Corda, Is most 
effective. She Is apparently a first- 
rate film artist, but both of them, as 
well as all the other players, suffer 
by comparispn with the standard of 
film acting set by the American pro- 
ducers. 

In direction and production "Moon 
of Israel'' is strong enough to enter 
into competition with the "Ten Com- 
mandments" anywhere in the world, 
even In the United States. Its suc- 
cess in America will depend to a 
large extent on how big and effective 
will be its publicity campaign, and if 
even so, it could still follow "Com- 
mandmenta" Jolo.

F. A. Bllcox and AlfreC A. Knopf 
were the next witnesses. Bllcox for 
the employing printers, protesting 
against the elimination of the man- 
ufacturing clause, and Mr. Knopf 
for the book publishers who ap- 
proved the bill with the exception 
of the particular clause that does 
not make it .ompulsory for foreign 
authors vfho have sold or leased 
their rights to Anaericaii publishers 
to have their works printed In this 
ccuntry. 

Mechanical Companies 

Next in order was Alfred B. Smith, 
representing the Music Indostries 
Chamber of Commerce whose mem- 
bership comprises some 3,000 allied 
mechanical producing companies, 
publishers, etc. Mr. Smith had a 
rather hectic time of it. He came 
with a long prepared statement. 
This sUtement got Mr. Smith in a 
"Jam", with the committee. He re- 
leased it to the press following his 
testimony. 

Many questions were "shot" nt 
Mr. Smith regarding the Victor and 
other reproducing companies, all 
members of his organization. These, 
however, Mr. Smith dodged, asking 
that they be withheld until repre- 
sentatives of these companies ap- 
peared before the committee. The 
committee kept right after him until 
his statement became so "butch- 
ered" that he pleaded to insert it as 
a whole following the earlier por- 
tions of his testimony. 

It might be of Interest to set 
down here that it was stated by 
members of the committee, who 
have long been in Congress, that 
no other hearings have brought out 
such a mass of questions from the 
committee members nor heretofore 
have they shown such interest. 

Figures 

Reverting to the afternoon ses- 
sion, with Mr. Smith on the stand, 
the wltnflBB read from his prepared 
statement the following figures as 
the amount paid to composers and 
authors under the two cent clause 
of the present act from the year 
of its passage: 1910, 154,600; 1911. 
1113,000; 1913, $229,000; 1914, $284,- 
000; 1916, $423,000; 1916, $619,000; 
1917, $862,000; 1918, $1,194,000; 1919, 
$2,176,000; 1920, $2,177,000; 1921, 
$1,114,000; 1922, $2,101,000; 1923, $2.- 
180,000; 1924, $2,183,000. This 
reaches an approximate total of 
$16,746,000 as paid under the two- 
cent clause of the present law. 

The effectiveness of these figures 
was s<unewhat lessened when ques- 
tions from the committee brought 
out the statement that thp average 
business of the recording companies 
in that time had reached approxi- 
mately $50,000,000 yearly, or a gross 
on the entire period of in excess of 
$760,000,000 against the $16,000,000 
paid the authors and composers. 
With the resumption for the eve- 
ning session and Mr. Smith's "Jam" 
over the pre-release of his charges 
before the committee, the witness

He stated that the 
catalog of the Victor Company was 
of such value that It couldn't be 
piut In figures. Representative 
Bloom finally got the expression 
"from the wltneps that it was worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars." 
"thtin Mr. Bloomi introduced a fln- 
ancial statement of the Victor Com- 
pany wherein the catalog of the 
company was set down at a value 
of but $1. 

Victor Go's Witnees 

J. E. Paine was the following 
witness and was telling what the 
Victor people thought of the bill 
when the committee adjourned un- 
til today (Tuesday). Mr. Paine, be- 
fore adjournment answered the 
charge against his company on the 
statements issued on records sold 
with the statement that public ac- 
countants prepare these and ex- 
plained ° the methods hy which the 
figures are reached. 

|Ir- Paine read, whenever the 
committee would let him get away 
from their persistent questioning, 
a long treatise on why this country 
should not enter the Berne Con- 
vention, which John Macrae, presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Book Publishers had earlier stated 
as the most important step this 
nation could state. 

Mr. Paine stated thiat 6 per cent 
of the Victor catal9g was non- 
copyright music. ^He added that 
better copyrighted one and hence 
the same charge for both. Coldm- 
bla and Brunswick have representa- 
tives here and there is still yet to 
be heard the representatives of the 
picture producers. 

Little Chance of Aetion 

Questioning the various members 
of the committee Variety's reporter 
was told that the chances were slim 
for any action during the present 
session. One Congressman, known 
to be "sold" on the idea of granting 
the author and composer the ex- 
clusive right in his creation, stated 
that the real fight will come on the 
floor of the House when the bill, 
selected from the many Introduced, 
is finally reported out. 

The committee member believes 
that the opposing factions have con- 
ceded victory to the composers and 
are withholding their "fire" for the 
House when that body sits as a 
committee of the whole to finally 
jMtss upon the measure. 



Bin for Eliminatioii 

Of Peiui. Bhie Laws

continue In the limelight at night. 

While in Palm Beach Shubert, 
abcompanled by Joe LeBIang, made 
a trip to Miami, and U is said both 
looked over several sites there. One 
of these, quoted as quite neai* to 
that on which Famous riayers will 
btiild their new house, la under sert- 
oiis consideration and Shubert, on 
leaving for New York, left the clos- 
ing of negotiations to LeBIang, who 
is remaining In '"lorida for another 
month at least. 

It is known that FamotSs Play- 
ers and their afflUations in the 
south, through their Southern En- 
terprlses. would rasent An Invasion 
on the part of the Shubert Inter- 
ests. Through Southern Shiterprises 
being in a majority of the towns, 
controlled somewhat by local capi- 
tal, the Shuberts may find that they 
were running up against a form of 
opposition they might not find too 
easy to overcomr 

Famous' Combination Policies 
The houses in Floridr that are 
operated by Famous play combina- 
tions. In some of their houses the 
policy is to present road shows on 
certain days, vaudeville on others 
with a picture to fill out the balance 
of the time. They have been play- 
ing practically all of the road shows 
booked into the territory. Just how 
the Shuberis wotild manage to 
manipulate with possibly two 
houses in the Florida territory Is 
not known. The Jumps from 
either Atlanta, Charleston or Sa- 
vannah would be nither too lengthy 
to make it profitable, and ft would 
scfem certain that none of the in- 
termediate Famous houses would 
be available for the breaking of 
the Jumps. 

PosslMy the Shubert organisation 
Is proposing the operation of the 
theatres in the Florida territory as 
a retaliatory measure for Famous 
placing the exclusive booking of 
their lecture road ehows through 
the Erlanger exchange, feeling that 
if they start something of this na- 
ture it might be possible to with- 
draw on some sort of a deal where- 
by their booking office would get 
the routing of Famous' road shows. 

Palm Beach's Four Months 
As far as Palm Beach Is concerned 
a theatre there would be an absolute 
liability except for the months of 
January, February, March and part 
of April, when the wlhter visitors 
are present. There are not enough 
natives to keep a flrst-olass house 
operating the year around. 

Just what policy the house wouM 
adopt at other times is another 
question that would have to be 
taken into consideration by the 
Shuberts, for It would hardly seem 
possible that they would be in a 
position to obtain motion picture 
attractions for the houses in the 
off season, due to the fact of 
Famous' buying strength for the 
southern territory.

Every act 
must be a good one, olherwlse an- 
other act replaces the bad act." 

Cohen's, Poughkeepsle, had a 
similar ad last season in a local 
paper. Both houses are the sub- 
jects of numerous complaints to the 
V. ^ M. P. A. and the Al Dow 
Agency, which books them. 

Dow Issues an obsolete contract 
with a cancellation clause which 
allows the manager to close an act 
after the first show. In some cases 
he la reported to have crossed off 
the cancellation clause where an 
act was in sufficient demand to re- 
quest* a pay or play contract. 

When crossing off the clause, ac- 
cording to Independent agents who 
do business with Dpw, he signs the 
contract, but the manager or own- 
er's name ian't included, which 
makes the contract valueless except 
as bait for the misguided actor. 

The complaints against the Dow 
Agency outnumber all of the other 
independents combined.

JURY UPHOLDS DEFENSE

Decision Ignores Contract 

Without Two Weeks' Clause 

— ^Act Producer Wins

It to obvioua what axlvantage such 
a long-ptoying record would bava 
The atrongeat argument In radio's 
favor In tuning in on a dance or- 
ganization to that there to no need 
to hop up every few minutes to 
crank the motor or change the 
record. Thla fact has made vp 
considerably for any shortoomlngs 
either in reception or the band's 
musical ability. 

With thto new 10-lnch disk af- 
fording at least five times as much 
music per "side" aa to the case now. 
It will probably necessitate a long 
^medley of titles per face recording. 
Three minutes for one song to 
enough for one dance number. The

Later, however, Ade wrote "The Sultan of Sulu," which waa a Broad- 
way success at the old Wallack's. and followed that with "The County 
Chairman," which also ran a season. Mtos Irwin then Incorporated the 
Ade sketch with a show in which she was playing, and the sketch became 
the backbone of the show. After that It became famous, but Instead of 
drawing real royalties, Ade had sold it outright for the straight two . 
yarda 

Thto money. It to said, was paid to a dentist immediately upon receipt. 

A vaude producer, notorious for his sharp practices, to now fi-iding 
It dlflScult to cast aeveral forthcoming productions since practically every 
casting agency has refused to submit people to him on account uf his 
part performances.

Orthodox big-time vaudeville 
lovers might sit through the show 
and come out shrugging their 
shoulders, however. And it is pal- 
pable that the Hipp Isn't "regrular"; 
it is IndlviduaL It has an amazing 
psychological effect on Its audiences. 
The spectacular dimensions, the 
palpitating organ, the dazzling in- 
candescence of countless lights, the 
populous and voluminous orchestra, 
the acts augmenSad by human and 
scenic effects, the impression that 
"wonders" are going on across the 
footlights, and the Indescribable 
efficiency, courtesy and ubiquity of 
the army of uniformed attendants. 

And, besides, the show always 
seems able to stand analysis by the 
regulation standards. Moved Into 
any theatre. It would be a brtlllant 
entertainment, and this weeJTs is 
up to grade. If not a little beyond It, 

Houdlni, that gifted showman, 
does it again, and is again held 
over for next week. This program 
has a brief lecture on spirit fakirs, 
foliow&d by three exposures. The 
first is an intricate combination 
show-up and escape, as brilliant as 
anything Houdlni has ever accom- 
plished.

(NEW POLICY) 

A three ring policy went Into ef- 
fect at Proctor's 23d Street this 
week, with • stock productions, 
vaudeville and pictures compris- 
ing the triumvirate of features. Al- 
though the vaudeville and stock 
idea is nbt entirely new, having 
originated with rep troupes, the ad- 
dition of feature films gives It a 
slight semblance of an Innovation. 
This goes, at least for the Chelsea 
district which has not had a legit 
show in the neighborhood since the 
old 14th Street reverted to Italian 
opera and the Grand Opera House 
dropped its subway circuit fran- 
chise for vaude and pictures.

COLUMBIA PRODUCERS ANGLING 
FOR EAEY aOSING THIS YEAR 



Innovation of "Clean Burlesque" Chopped Intake in 
Early Season — Franchise Holders Lucky to Break 
^ Eyen and Many Operating at Loss 



Columbia burlesque producers are 
bringing pressure to bear upon the 
circuit heads Cor an early dosing. 
According to nnofflclal estimates 
not more than 10 attractions have 
made money this season, not more 
than 10 have paid tor their pro- 
duction and about 1( have not paid 
off their original production costs. 
Business has- been picking up 
slowly along the line but the num- 
ber of new shows put many of the 
producers who opened in the west 
In a hole from which they are Just 
•boiit being extricated. 

The shows which opened in the west 
were hardest hit. that section of the 
circuit with one or two exceptions 
being oft in business for the first half 
of the season. The Columbia heads 
feel satisfied they are gett^g back 
a better dlentelle with their "clean 
shows" policy but the change In 
policy hurt business for a time al- 
though the family element attracted 
afterwards Is beginning to balance 
the earlier deficit. 

ICany of the shows are cutting 
wherever possible in an effort to 
finish the season with something on 
the right side of the ledger and the 
majority of them are in favor of an 
early closing and the earlier the 
better. 

The circuit usually closes about 
April 15 with one or two shows 
playing summer runs and extended 
time after that date. This summer 
three shows wiU play Chicago, Bos- 
ton and Colombia. New York.

According to Mutual burlesaus 
men the theatrical interests con- 
trolled in Boston by the George E. 
Lothrop estate, sire not on the 
pnarket. There had been such a 
rumor current. 

^The Iiotlurop bouses. Howard. 
Bowdoin and Orand, owned exclu- 
sively by Mrs. Elisabeth Lothrop, 
widow of 'Doc" Lothrop and her 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. Marie Lath- 
rop, widow of Edgar Lothrop, are 
being operated by Arthur L. Qrlf- 
fln. general treasurer; AI Somerby, 
manager Bowdoin Square, and C. C. 
Tukesburg. 

Toung Lothrop died Just a year 
ago, his demise following about 
eight months after his father's 
death. 

The Howard is the Mutual house, 
the Bowdoin Square . is devoted to 
vaudeville and the Grand is hous- 
ing Jewish plays. 



A tough tussle with Canadian im* 
migration authorities was experi- 
enced last week by the Eight Adele 
Raymond Girls with the Columbia 
Wheel show, "Stop and Go." The 
girls, a dancing troupe, were 
brought over here from England on 
July 28 by Nat Mortan. the agent, 
and Joined the show soon after. 
Their papers provided for a six 
months' visit in this country. 

Mortan applied for an extension. 
In order that the girls might finish 
their route with the Columbia show. 
In the meantime a new ruling has 

been passed, calling for individual 
aflldavits rather than a collective 
certificate. Because of this the ex- 
tension was delayed. 

The troupe was in Montreal when 
the six months had expired on 
Jan. U. The girls were notified by 
the Canadian officials that they 
would be held and then sent back 
to England from a Canadian port 
The American consul refused to in- 
terfere. 

Mortan heard about it Friday and 
iounediately hopped a train for 
Washington and finally adjusted 
matters. 



Following the arrest of a "cooch" 
dancer at the Prospect, Bronx, the 
Home News, after investigating 
the shows at the Prospect (Mutual 
Circuit) and Apollo on 126th Street 
(Minsky Sttock) announced it bad 
closed its columns to both houses. 
I As a result the grosses for both 
theatres broke houle records for 
the season. 

The arrest occurred at the Pros- 
pect when an added dancer, with 
the "Bobbed Hair Bandits" at- 
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tracted attention of the Special 
Service Squad. The dancer was 
held under tSOO bail for Special 
Sessions. 

An arrest occurred at the Apollo 
earlier in the season, but the com- 
plaint was dismissed by Magistrate 
McKinlry in the Washington 
Heights Court on the indecent and 
immoral performance allegation. 

The Home News at that time 
played up the story on the first 
page. 

The Home News, which prints, 
a dally issue for both its Bronx 
and Harlem readers, has started 
dally propaganda against alleged 
"Immoral and indecent" perform- 
ances at both the Prospect and 
Apollo. 

Helping the paper in its "clean- 
up" campaign is Rev. P. J. Minogue, 
pastor Aloyslus R. C. Church (132d 
street and 7th avenue). Rev. Edgar 
Tilton, Jr., pastor Harlem Collegiate 
Church, and Rev. J. B. Brubeck, 
pastor Lutheran Church of the 
Epiphany, uptown ministers. 

One of the influences brought to 
bear particularly against the Pros- 
pect shows is the Commlttto on So- 
cial and Civic Betterment of the 
Pondiac Democratic Club (West- 
chester and Union avenues) which 
has passed resolutions endorsing 
the "clean-up" movement.

The sudden death of Jake Lleb- 
erman, genial and* much-loved 
manager of the Mutual Burlesque, 
Empress, Kansas City, came as a 
terrible shock to I. H. Herk, pres- 
ident of the Mutual, and his asso- 
ciates. 

Mr. Herk sUted: "Mr. Lleber- 
teian was a thorough showman, 
starting as a bill poster for the 
old Madison Square theatre about 
36 years ago when Hoyt and 
Thomas were / producing their 
farce comedies at the house. He 
handled the bucket and paste 
brush for years and followed with 
a long term as advance agent, go- 
ing ahead of the best attractions 
of the time. 

He was company manager of 
Gordon and North's "Merry 
Whirl," managed one of Max 
Spiegel's shows In addition to 
Cliarles Barton's "Smart Set." a 
colored organization; Barney Ger- 
ard's Shubert unit attraction. 
"Follies of the Day," and "Sally, 
Irene and Mary," until he went to 
Kansas City for the Mutual Cir- 
cuit last season, where be did 
splendid work in organizing the 
house and placing it among the 
winners on that circuit. 

Mr. Lleberman had been a house 
manager before his Empress ex- 
perience, having managed George 
Jaffe's Academy, Pittsburgh, a Co- 
lumbia burlesque house. In addi- 
tion to the others. He was one of 
the best schooled theatrical ex- 
ecutives in the country and be- 
loved by thousands. He was a 
member of various fraternal, the- 
atrical and social organizations, 
among them the Billposters' 
Union, Elks, Burlesque Club and 
Kansas City Managers' Associa- 
tion. 

Th^ Empress, under the man- 
agement of Jake Lleberman, was 
one of the bright spots on the cir- 
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cult both from a boxofflce angle 
and from the atmosphere gener- 
ated by Mr. Lieberman's personal- 
ity and handling of artists who 
came onder his 'personal su];>er- 
vtslon. 

His experience, which included 
all branches and departments ot 
the show business, had made of 
him the type of executive who 
gets the best from those he came 
into contact With in response to 
his own kindly, charitable person- 
ality and humaness and made ot 
him one of those executives who 
did not have an enemy. 

His friends were from every 
walk of life and included some of 
the greatest business executives of 
the country. In Kansas City, and 
in less than a year, he built up a 
circle of friends and acquaintances 
which included the municipal 
authorities as well as leading citi- 
zens of the city. 

Mr. Lleberman was unmarried 
and is survived by two brothers 
and a sister. He died at Kansas 
City, Feb. 5, suddenly, due to heart 
failure, superinduced by indiges- 
tion. He was found dead in his 
room. 

Funeral services, under direction 
of the Elks and conducted by 
Rabbi M. Cohen, were held the 
lext day. Floral offerings from the 
K. C Managers' Association, sev- 
eral theatrical unions and com- 
panies playing In Kansas City sur- 
rounded the casket. The Empress 
orchestra furnished music and 
vocal selections were rendered by 
Grace Nelson McTlernan, Steve 
Cady, Harry Kessel and E. B. 
Cornell. Employees of the Em 
press acted as pall bearers. AM a 
male trio sang "The End of a 
Perfect Day," the men of the the- 
atre and those from the other side 
of the footlights bowed Uieir heads 
over the bier of a real friend and 
a thorough showman. 



George Wright operates the fran- 
chise of "Take A Look" at the Co- 
lumbia this week. The show fea- 
tures Cy Piunkett, black-face 
comedian, who had a brief sojourn 
in legitimate fields and also has 
been in vaudeville. Piunkett is ver- 
satile, talented, unctuous and prob- 
ably the best blackface comic in 
burlesque. In the oljj "haunted 
house" dramatic comedy sketch 
which this show always contains, he 
I>uIIed volleys of laughs with his 
characterisation of a badly fright- 
ened Ethiopian and was equally ef- 
fective as an end man in a bit 
which stopped the show. The 
Perrys, a two-man dancing duo, 
also landed heavily in this bit, 
which was constructed of old and 
familiar but sure-fire material. 

With Piunkett handling comedy 
Is Jack Erlckson, a mild average 
Dutch comic of quiet methods. 
Erlckson wears a prop nose and 
works in eccentric clothes. He starts 
quietly but builds, finishing in high 
favor. Salvatore Zlto was helpful 
and turned in a corking "wop" char- 
acterisation. He worked with Piun- 
kett in Leon Errol's old lamp post 
stunt. 

The book by Billy K. Wells is 
reminiscent all the way. The first 
comedy scene, "Picking a Queen," is 
the -itld "I'M show yon how to make 
tb«m^ stunt only sUghtly revised, 
and the next. "Home was never like 
this." is a prison idea with hokum 
ancient dialogue. Piunkett as a 
darky trUsty gets laughs with the 
materia), however. ' 

"Reading the News" is another, 
and Included the much-plcked-on 
revue bit. In which a man and wife 
are quarreling because she won't let 
blm see Peggy Joyce on business. A 
cop butts In, and is Informed Peggy 
has another charmer with her. The 
cop thereupon shoots the wife and 
exits with husband. At least five 
i^ows are using it on the Columbia 
and Mutual. 

"Art Students' Rehearsal" is the 
Interruption gag revised, and a re- 
peat on the same idea fiops later in 
another scene. 

"Hotel a la Carte" as another 
reminiscent portion, but good for big 
laughs under Plunkett's handling.' 
Such ancients "As my lace curtains 
are on fire" are featured, also the 
comedy wedding. 

A bootlegger bit, where everyone 
taking a drink of gin has a fit, could 
Just as well have Included the ex- 
plosive liquid which, 'when expecto- 
rated, explodes. It U sure-fire and 
as i^pular as most of the stuff in 
this book. 

The specialties were Perry and 
Perry and Evyleen Ramsey, the cute, 
clever prima, in a corking dancing 
routine; Piunkett ii\ songs, which he 
sells modernly and with personality, 
and several numbers led by Flossie 
De Vere and Helen Mason, the bal- 
ance of the excellent cast of women. 
Chas. Harris, the Juvenile, Is a kid 
who will improve, but he should not 
be entrusted with a number like 
"Billboard Ladies," which calls for 
repartee and comedy patter, most of 
which went for the end book. As a 
straight Harris qualifies, and also 
has a pleasing singing voice, in addi- 
tion to a good appearance. 

The numbers were all well staged, 
prettily costumed and produced — one 
of the best singing and dancing 
choruses seen at the house in 
months. 

The comedy hit of the show was 
fie aforementioned "Haunted House" 
skit, labeled "The Brave Coward." 
In this Piunkett goaled them as the 
colored chauffeur, Evyleen Ramsey 
read her lines convincingly, and 
Flossie De Vere discovered a new 
language trying to handle the dialect 
of an old woman of the Maine hills. 
"Take a Look" is no better or 
worse than It's book, which qualifies 
It as a good comedy show with a 
splendid cast left more or less to 
their own resources. Con. 
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chara«t«r. , Too loany oats havo 
I rabbed him. Sam should put him on 
a diet. The big lauili of the hit la 
whe» they unblanket the skate and 
show a pawnbroker's. Insignia. In- 
cidentally this matched Howe's silk 
blouse. ( 

Howe got laughs att' the ifay, al- 
though he was suffering from a bad 
cold which handicapped him. An- 
other comedy scene that went big 
was "Sawing a Woman in Half." 
Howe has a couple of "strong gags" 
in this bit. but It went over like 
Niagara. 

The show has a good average of 
principals, the women being Pauline 
Elliott, a shapely prima donna; Dolly 
Lewis, an abbreviated soubrette. and 
Helen Daile, a go6d looking, plutnp 
brunette ingenue. In addition;' the 
show has the l>eet looking enorus 
seen on the Mutual In a long time. 
There isn't an "anMial cracker" in 
the bunch, and the "gams" stood 
rigid inspection on the runway. 

A good comedy Idea was "The 
Boxing Girls." Each of the girls is 
introduced as a champ, and (qur of 
them pair off in bouts. The wlhd~ up 
is between Howe and Jacobs, with 
Jacobs knocking Howe out after 
some laughable hokum boxing stuff. 

The show is nicely produced, all of 
the costumes looking heat and In 
good taste. The dresses of the 
chorus ran to bare legs and snort 
pants, and one "posing girl" number 
showed a half dozen eye-soothing 
figures in white union suits. . , 

Hai)py Will Smith, in addition to 
worklnig in character In the bur- 
lesque, turned in a neat specialty bS- 
fore the olio. Smith does an old- 
fashioned colored shouter without 
cork and topped It off with a kiiMl 
applause recitation and an "Impres- 
sion", of Theodore Roosevelt. This 
type of act has entirely disappeared 
from the vaudeville stages, but 
seemed novel enough here to earn 
him a couple of legitimate l>ends. 

In the race track scene the old 
Imagination" bit and plenty of 
money changing kept up a fast, it 
old-fashioned, tempo. Other remi- 
niscent portions were the "motion 
picture" bit with Howe as the prin- 
cipal chump and a. "bomb blackmail" 
bit in which Tim Benson did an ex- 
cellent characterization of a Mexican 
bad man. 

Geo. Hamilton, the straight, also 
hopped the buck in a pleasing spe- 
cialty with Dolly Lewis, and. In addi- 
tion, foiled strongly all the way 
through the two acts. 

An added starter was a cooch 
dancer who worked late down in the 
second act. but under a blight puU. 
The girl working here with the 
Bobbed Hair Bandits last week wa» 
escorted to the bastile by the gen- 
darmes and the publicity, accruing 
from the Incident.

"The Love Makers" is a typical, 
old-fashioned burlesque show with- 
ont a trace of 'Yevueitis" in any 
part of its composition.

Brown stated there was plenty of money to be had, but no shows to 
take advantage of prosperous conditions. As an example, in Milwaukee 
"Little Miss Bluebeard" grossed over $12,000, "Blossom Time's" third 
engagement bettered |13,000 and "The Goose Hangs High" last week got 
more than 114,000. 

The dearth of attractions on tour is an indication of producers cut- 
ting short the season after playing the major stands because of high 
operatloaoosts balanced against -probable losses In the lesser stands. 



"The Dutch Girl," a Yienflese operetta presented by Raymond O. 
Brackett in Boston recently waa erroneously reported stranded, but In- 
quiry proved that all salaries were taken care of. The attraction wais 
out two weeks. It failed to open in Boston until Thursday of the en- 
gagement there. Members of the company were given 125 each In 
Boston for hotel expenses and the balance was paid in Equity's offices. 
Brackett is a hotel man of Marblehead, Mass., and this was his first 
production venture. ..f. 



The regeneration of "Close Harmony" for the road has been pending 
several weeks. Though the Dorothy Parker- Elmer Rice comedy lasted 
but three weeks at the Gaiety, Otto H. Kahn, who attended the final mati- 
nee, was much taken with the play. He then offered to finance its con- 
tinuance, but several players of the cast had secured other engage- 
ments. 

"Close Harmony" will tour under the direction of Richard Herndon 
with the backing of Kahn. Arthur Hopkins, who produced the show 
in association with Philip Goodman, will be interested only in royal- 
ties for the play's use. James Spottlswood and Wanda Lyon, from 
the original cast, have been engaged whle Vallere Valere, understudy to 
Helen Lowell in "The Show-Off," will enact the Georgie Drew Mendum 
role.

Following six weeks of business which has averaged O.500 at a $1.50 
in the Lyceum, Baltimore, twp Companies of DeWltt Newlng's "Se- 
duction" drama will start touring. One will take up time in Pennsylvania 
temporarily, while the other shortly opens in Kansas City for a run 
and thence on to other western cities. 

"Seduction" offers a remarkable parallel in many ways, for its suc- 
cess in Baltimore put two young stock producers, Newing and Prank 
Wilcox, on a high financial footing after eight weeks of stock had lost 
them about 112,000. They consulted with Fred Schanberger, Jr., who 
runa the house for his father, who advised them that a little spice 
wouldn't go badly. So the script of what la now "Seduction" was ex- 
huued from Newlng's trunk and retitled from "The One Eyed Sheik" 
to its present title.

GeU Repetition of 
Premium Fight Recently Encountered by "Apple 
Sauce" Manager 



ChJcaco, Feb. 10. 
Out ot the Coutfaool agencies yM- 
terday morning went ail stock tor 
"Chariot ReTU^'* playing the Oar- 
rick. The Stauberte ordered the 
return after the Selwyn offlcea here 
refused to pay the Shuberta the 
company's share of the premiums 
It was a repetition of the scrap 
that existed a fortnlsht ago be- 
tween the Shuberts and Joe QUck, 
manager for "Aj>i>Ie Sauce." 

Both the 8hal>ert and Selwyn 
oflBces here were reluctant about 
oenflrmlng what appeared like a 
vood scrap In the settlement ot the 
first week of "Chariot Revue" en- 
eracement It la known the Selwyn 
office doesn't eharge companies 
playing their local bouses any pre- 
miums on ttoketa sold at the 
agencies. Neither do other houses 
in town besides the Shuberts. The 
situation is the same tliat itas ex- 
isted kere for some time with con- 
siderable mystery still prevailing' 
Just how tlie Bbaberts do handle the 
payment of tli* premium money*. 
It is Imown the Shuberts insist 
they are forced to pay it to the 
Coutboui offices. Anyway, the Sel- 
wyn office refused to stand for the 
Shuberts ooUectlng a share for the 
preoUums of the first week's re- 
ceipts of "Chartot's Revue." 

Whether or not the Shubert of- 
fices have a right to tie up the sale 
of tickets Cpr Um Oarrick attrac- 
tion is a matter being debated by 
other managers here. In the ease 
of "Apple Sauce" it was inferred 
the Shubert offices insisted the city 
ordinance was being broken when 
the premiums were not paid to the 
Conthoul offices. The Inconsistency 
of this claim by the Shuberts is 
shown on a checkup that all com- 
panies playing the Shubert houses 
haven't paid the premium money, 
Igtill the Couthoul offices have sold 
'.^tbe tickets for the attractions so 
•peclfled. 

For the first week of the Chariot 
, engagement the Couthoul agency 
■^ practically saved disaster for the 
;', JSnglish players in this town. None 
t* of the "specs" wanted to go against 
the revue because of one of their 
number witnessing the show, in 
Cleveland, reporting back an In- 
ferior organization over what the 
strength of the company was known 
to be in New York. There was Ut- 
' tie "spec" buying for the premiere 
-night. 

It looked like a premiere flop for 
the reputable company up to within 
two hours of curtain time on the 
opening night Then a terrlflo line 
appeared at the Oarrick theatre, 
rotigh types of all scrts, making the 
purchases that brought the opening 
night's grosiies up to an estimated 
13,700 opening. The turnaways at 
.neighboring theatres helped the 
' Garrick. There was no Sunday 
night demand for the revue at the 
"specs." As was predicted, "Char- 
lot's Revue" attracted a class cUen-

The house has been offered re- 
cently at 11,000 a week for the bare 
walls, but the Bouse management 
offered an unusual inducement, that 
of standing the losses of any attrac- 
tion taking the house to the extent 
of $500 weekly. That arrangement 
may have been accepted by CarroU, 
the risk In the event of unprofitable 
business being but $500 weekly plus 
the operating cost.

Business continues excellent along 
Broadway and the February holl- 
da^TB will likely find grosses at the 
crest for the season. This week, 
with Lincoln's birthday (Thursday), 
holds promising Indications, while 
the week of Feb. 23 will start with 
Washington's Birthday special mat- 
inees (the holiday falls on Sunday 
and celebrated Monday). Balmy 
spring-like weather of the past week 
is in violent contrast to the severity 
of January's difflcult conditions, but 
no change in the box ofllce trend is 
noticeable. 

Last week's new show* developed 
two candidates, with Elsie Janls' 
"Punlea of 192S" at the Fulton get- 
ting oft to a $23,000 fftart. Grace 
George in "She Had to Know" ap- 
pears to have the most suitable play 
for her in years.

Lady Editor Was Shocked at 

"Ritz Revue" and 

Wrote Letters 



PhiladelphU, Feb. 10. 

Because the "Rita Revue" of- 
fended one of the lady editors' of 
the "North American" here, all 
Shubert advertising is now out of 
the paper. Relations with Linton 
Martin, dramatic critlo of the 
sheet, are still friendly, as Martin 
wasn't mixed up in the i>eculiar 
controversy which resulted In the 
Shubert's most powerful argument 
being used. 

One of the features of the paper 
is a Polly Evans column, written 
by a woman well known here and 
consisting of the usual "advice" on 
how to do anything from running 
a street fete to scouring a cat with- 
out the use of wire nalla. Mlas 
Evans wanted to book a benefit (on 
the outside and no connection with 
the paper) and the dates she picked 
happened to be the '*Rlts ItoTue" 
engagement. 

According to the Shuberta, she 
was warned in advance that this 
mighty be a pretty spicy show for 
a benefit, but she aaid that she'd 
take a chance. After the first nlgbt 
of the benefit, whidh lasted thrse 
nights, she got In touch with )he 
local Shubert ofllcea kicking plenty 
against the "Famous Red Ladles" 
episode In the show, a portion/ of 
which shows a scantily clad Salome 
caressing the head of John the 
Baptist. Leonard Blumberg. Ideal 
Shubert manager, sympathized and 
offered to refund all money on the 
benefit, but Miss Evans was not 
satisfied, according to the story and 
the next day she sent out letters 
to Catholic Societies and organisa- 
tions throughout the city, bitterly 
attacking the revue. These letters 
were mimeographed in the "North 
American" ofllce by girls in her de- 
iMirtraent. 

As the letters were sent from the 
newspaper office, the Shuberts, who 
declared them libellous and un- 
called-for, got In touch with the 
business manager of the paper and 
declare that he promised them a 
retraction. But the next day, after 
a consultation with the editors, he 
declared that nothing could be ac- 
complished — so out came the ads. 
Last fall the Stanley Co., advertis- 
ing was out of the "North Amer- 
ican" for several months.

According to 
members of "The Btudent Prince"., 
who went up against the latest con- 
tractual hocus pocus, the contract 
Is handled as follows: 

After the salary has been agreed 
upon by the artist and the Shuberta 
the contract Is issued by the Shu- 
berts, but, instead of covering the 
agreed salary It' Is for one-eighth 
less. The deduction portion of the 
salary la to be paid upon payment 
of an extra or ninth performance. 

Thus if an act sets a salary of 
1500 upon itself the contt^ct Issued 
would call for $436.60 for eight per- 
formances, the remaining $62.60 to 
be paid for the ninth performance. 

This when signed enstbles the 
ShubertH to beat the eight show 
clause in the Equity contract which 
calls for salaries on Saturday night 
and pro rata for the Sunday sbowv. • 
if given. 

Several artists have > amplained 
to Equity anent the contract, which 
is the same one that Jolsoa refused 
for his company at the Winter Gar« 
den, and were advised by the Equltyh>'

Oeddes is alleged to have 
claimed the union had ordered a 
stop on his sketches at one time, 
the designer giving that reason for 
delivering the sketvhea late. It 
was denied the union had interfered 
in any way. 

Prior to the revue's opening a 
dispute arose over sketches by 
Marsh, another designer. J. P. Mc- 
Bvoy ordered the designj from 
Marsh, the matter being settled 
after threatened court procedure. 
Marsh's designs were used in ..art 
for the show, though he received no 
program credit 

The "Comic Supplement" was 
rated as having great possibilities, 
the show being regarded as tpp 
heavy in comedy, but shy of pror 
ductlon numbers and sight diver- 
sion. The principal trouble with 
the revue appears to be that it' 
afforded no change of pace.'

racts the orchestra) with the adap- 
tation of the music, Harry B. Smith 
with the book and lyrics, and Edffar 
JAacOresor with the ataglng. 

Of the 20 or so musical numbers 
In this three-act operetta — and this 
one is just that — there aren't more 
than one or two "fillers." In other 
words, the score Is a delight from 
flmt tp last, with emphasis on heavy 
rather than light airs. Needless to 
■a7. there Isn't a suggestion of jazx, 
and the only two comedy songs, as 
a matter of fact, are the weak sis- 
ters of the bunch. 

It was a foregone conclusion that 
■eTeral of the Tchaikowsky march 
tunes would be uaed. and such is the 
case. Parts of the "1812" Overture 
provide a bully ensemble finale, and 
the scherzo movement of the "Pa- 
thetique" Symphony is used, once 
as a solo (with disappointing ef- 
ect), and several times as chorus 
material, with a real swing. 

The second act, however, haa the 
musical gems, one duet and one solo 
which have been getting numerous 
recalls all week at the Oarrick. Kach 
number is sung after the aria style 
of grand opera, which gives the 
singing a stiffness and a mechanical 
effect, there being little effort to 
"act out" the songs. One reason for 
the same probably lies in the very 
difflcult nature of the music. 

The voices, on a whole, ar6 
splendid; they had to be. George 
Relmherr seemed a bit submerged 
by the "Pathetique" ijnarch. but gave 
a good account of himself In the last 
two acts. Mary Melllsb, who sang 
the role . of Catherine II. Russian 
Cxarina, scored the individual bit of 
the proceedings with "her "Moonlight 
and Love" number, in the second 
act. and Madeleine Collins, in the 
title role, who had more to sing 
than anyone else, proved the pos- 
sessor of a fine soprano voice. One 
of . the finest voices in the whole 
caet was that of Warren Proctor, 
who sang the soldier hero in corking 
ktyle. His splendid tenor should 
have had more material.. 

So much for the music. 

Of the book i^id the acting and 
the comedy, there is a very differ- 
ent atory. Smith's book is labored, 
old-fashioned, and generally dull. 
Only the general outline* of the plot 
are interesting. It concerns the love 
«f the Czarina for a young noble- 
tnan from the Crimea, who, as a 
matter of fact. Is a girl maaquerad- 
1ns a* * man In order to win re- 
lief for her starvinx and miserable 
coontry- people. The Cxarlna'a 
bresant favorite. Prince Potemkin, 
M the one man who penetrates the 
Olsguise, and it is his aim to prove 
to tlM Csarina that the Crimea 'is 
happy and prosperous. Acconjjngly, 
to the second act, Catherme goes 
there to see. with her own eyes, 
Vhlcb etory la true. Potemkin se- 
cure* the co-operation of the man- 
lier of the Imperial Opera, builds, 
6ut of scenery, an apparent^ beau- 
tiful and flourishing city, which the 
Csarlna la allowed to gaze on — only 
kt £ distance. The ooattmiea from 
the opera wardrobe, are alao uaed 
to dress the peasants and conceal 
their poverty, wtall* their tongtiea 
kre eilenced with bribes. 

However, the scheme of Potemkin 
M finally exposed; he loses the 
tonrt favor, and the girl, Natja. 
wina h«r point, and also her soldier 



The comedy relief is. If anything, 
drearier than the book. Alexander 
Clatlt and Matthew Himler etrug- 
klea manfully with the hnmory but 
It Is beyond help. There aren't 
more thak two honest laiigha In the 
whole thing. 

The acting also learea mnch to be 
desired. In scouring operatic and 
ooneert stages to find voices equal 
to the demanda of the dllBcnlt 
Tchaikowsky score, the Messrs. 
Whitney ' failed to get people who 
were adept and easy in their acting. 
Relmherr does the best he can, but 
his every gesture and tone ia that 
of the grand opera star, and the 
same goes for Miss Melllsh. At 
^mes, Madeleine Collins puts real 
life Into the role of Natja, but the 
handicap of having to masquerade 
aa a bov and deceive everyone she 
meets, is in itself insurmountable 
in the present-day operetta. Proctor 
gives good account at himself, with 
little to do. The cast is vocally very 
efficient, but In personality and act- 
ing not so good. 

The staging is flrsf-class. a small 
fortune having been spent on the 
costumes and sets. There are only 
two dances in the entire operetta, 
one a stately minuet (very short) 
and the other a typical Russian 
peasant affair (even shorter).

the effect of the whole. The over- 
ture, at least ten minutes long, and 
played to a darkened house, with no 
one allowed to be seated, brings 
back memories of other days. It is 
one of the treats of the evening. 

"Natja," If it goes across, will 
have to do so purely on the strength 
of the glorious score. There is no 
denying its potency. Otherwise, it 
will hardly give much competition 
to "The Student Prince" and "The 
Love Pong." Wafers. 



MOON MAGIC 

Philadelphia, Feb. 10. 

"Moon Magic," styled a "modern 
romantic comedy," written by Rita 
Wleman and produced by Lewis A 
Gordon, opened at the Broad Stree: 
here last night. 

For a third performance the pres- 
entation was remarkably smooth 
and polished. The Anal curtain fell 
at 10.45, despite two long waits, and 
there is very little. If any, cutting 
to be done. As it now stands, 
"Moon Magic" has an exceptionally 
fine first act, a corking scene to 
begin the second act, and a fast- 
moving, effective and very well- 
written third act. It sags In the 
latter portions of the second act, 
sags 80 perceptibly that last night's 
audience gave only meager applause 
after this act, whereas after the 
other two they were enthusiastic. 

The action of the play, which, al- 
though not 80 credited, was taken 
from a short story by Miss Wel- 
man, that appeared In a magazine 
several mnnths ago. Is laid In Ven- 
ice, and takes place within six hours 
of a summer night. An American 
couple, six years married, and ap- 
parently drifting into W common- 
place domesticity, accept the hos- 
pitality of an Italian prince who has 
conceived a rather heated affection 
for the wife. The husband is frank- 
ly bored by the party until lnt?:o- 
duced to the Marchesa Maria IVAn- 
gelo, known, in those parts as "the 
worst woman in Rome." 

All the ardor and gallantry which 
bis wife has accused him of losing 
returns with a rush, and within an 
hour after meeting Tom Robinson 
and "the worst woman" are sailing 
in a gondola Over the Grand Canal, 
while, at almost the same time. 
Sheila Robinson and the prince do 
the same thing. 

The latter pair discover the 
rendezvous of the others, but the 
husband has fiown, after a very 
fiery and amorous half hour. Where- 
upon the wlf^, stirred to jealous 
rebellion, and, at the same time, 
much affected by the romantic sur- 
roundings, ylerlds to the prince's Im- 
portunities. Just how far both 
affi^rs went is not disclosed, but 
IB the last act, back in the prince's 
home, husband and wife confront 
each other angrily, each minimizing 
his own fault in the matter. It looks 
like curtainv on their connubial 
bliss, until the husband becomes 
physically violent, nearly chokes 
the prince into insensibility, and 
thus wins back his wife's faith m 
bia love and devotion. 

"Moon Magic" is light fare, but 
capitally done, with sometimes a 
furtive, csnnlcal air, and at other 
times nothing but straight romance. 
The end was a bit unexpected In 
▼lew of the husband's serious de- 
meanor throughout the last act. 
One haa half expected that the two 
Americana would go home "hep" to 
each other's failings bat pleasantly 
remembering their evening's holi- 
day. Instead the play faHa 
into what almost appruximates 
"straight" drama, winding up in the 
show of force oa the part of Kobla- 
son. 

The weak link, a* haa been said, 
is the latter part of the aecond act. 
It la preceded by a wholly delight- 
ful scene, the flirtation of the 
American and the "worst woman." 
As played up to the hilt by Xiotiis 
Calbara and Rita Jollvet. thto scene 
is capital, with plenty of sexy stnfE 
at the end when they finally stop 
fencing with words and embrace 
passionately. Their "affair" la dts- 
furbed by another "flame" of the 
"worst woman's" and thereupon the 
oUier pair of lowers come on the 
scene. Their Iot* scene is almost 
identical, with the sdme prelimina- 
ries, many defnurs on the part of the 
wvman. and finally capitulation, 
but, for some reason, the scene .falls 
flat, and the act ends tamely and 
disappointingly. 

One reason given here for this is 
that Calhern's own personal efforts 
put that first love scene over with a 
bang. In fact his performance 
throughout was the outstanding 
acting of the show. He's beep seei 
In Phllly three times of late, and 
is getting better each time out. Miss 
Jolivet, returning to the stage after 
a long absenos, also did herself 
proud in this scene, and the final 
clinch of these two brought a long 
and appreciative series of "Ohs" 
and "Abs" from the audience. 

The second "petting party," on 



the other hafid, lacked the fire an<l 
punch, and this may be partially 
attributable to Margola Oillmore, 
who played the role of the wife. 
Miss Glllm«re seemed off form most 
of the evening, proving the weakest 
of the principals. Only in the last 
act did she succeed in getting under 
the skin of her role. Here in mo- 
ments when she M-as supposed to 
be sarcastic almost to the point of 
bitterness and cynical almost to the 
point of flipness, she did her best 
work, but there is no denying that 
her work in the second act k)ve 
scene lacked both fire and vitality. 
Hamilton Revelle, who played op- 
posite her, was, on the other 1 and, 
first rate throughout, being unusu- 
ally well cast. 

The rest of the cast, with little or 
nothing to do, was capable and the 
staging, by Frank Relcher, was top- 
notch, with two rich and effective 
sets. "Moon Magic" looks like the 
real thing after that one stretch is 
bridged. Possibly some rewriting 
will help, but the fact remains that 
it looks as if Miss Glllmore will be 
the one who can make or break it. 
Otherwise the play is just about 
sure fire. Water4.

In its present form this melodrama 
by Wlllard MacPherson is not likely 
to get even within hearing distance 
of the success class. Action drags In 
some portions and in others it is 
too rapid, even for real melodrama. 
Several worth-while dramatic situa- 
tions flop simply because they are 
not led up to properly. The entire 
action takes place backstage of 
Nicola Riccoboni's marionette thea- 
tre in New York. 

"Nickl" returns, shell shocked into 



deafness, from three years' service 
in the Italian anhy. to find Angela, 
the girl he married aa hour before 
he sailed. Indifferent to him. Angela 
and liruno Monte, "Nickl's" cousin, 
take advantage of his deafness to 
discuss their love la his presence. 
Suddenly he regains bis hearing, 
learns their secret, starts a scene 
and Is scorned by his wife. 

"Nicki" and Bruno then match fin- 
gers in the Italian game of "morra," 
with the agreement that the loser 
shall bare hiji breast to the thrust of 
the other's knife. "Nicki" wins twice, 
and each time gives bis cousin an- 
other chance when the latter's cour- 
age falls. The third time Bruno 
wins, but as he raises his arm to 
strike he again fiunks. 

Watching from the stairway, 
Angela sees the cowardice of her 
lover before she Is ^loroformed and 
carried into an upstairs room by 
Frank Mohacz, pianist of the thea- 
tre, who also wants her. In the 
showdown, however, Bruno retrieves 
his honor when he is stabbed after 
braving two gunmen to attack Frank 
as the girl is being carried off. 
"Nlckl," appeased by this show of 
courage, offers his wife her freedom 
that she may marry Bruno. She 
refuses, and the climax has Angela 
telling "Nlckl" she k>ves him only. 

The return of "Nickl's' hearing ia 
not properly played, with the climax, 
with its obvious crudeness. brought 
laughs instead of holding the audi- 
ence. A most realistic touch Is added 
to the play, however, by the clever 
manipulation of ma^nettes upon 
the miniature stage. 

C. Henry Gordon neatly portrays 
the impetuous "Nicki." and Bertha 
Donn is well cast in the exacting role 
of Angela. Wright Frye as Frank, 
the super-sdphlstlcated charmer who 
seduces shop girls to force them to 
steal for him, is a true "sheik." 

With the cast absolutely okay, 
judicious rewriting should convert 
Mr. MacPherson's melodrama into a 
money-maker. It will reach New 
York within two weeks.

William A. Brady has been rather 
active in a production way recently. 
Last week he Introduced Grace 
George in the brilliant "She Had 
to Know," and Monday night be 
offered "A Good Bad Woman." with 
Helen MacKellar starred, at the 
Comedy. In this latter presentation, 
however, he is associated with A. H. 
Woods. The latter's affiliation is 
understood to be passive, the Woods 
Interest being really founded on 
Miss MacKellar's appearance, the 
star being under contract to him. 

"A (3ood Bad Woman" was not 
sent out for the usual tryout. * It 
was presented privately Saturday 
night before a picked audience and 
word was pa sse d around that it was 
another "dirty" play. The public 
view Monday disclosed the piece as 
comparatively raw ia situation, 
close to the limit In language Inrld- 
ness, melodramatic, and very rough. 

It Is the second play within a 
week written by a newspaperman. 
WlUlam J. McNally, connectad with 
an Indlanap<dls dally, la the author 
and he chose a title that has virtu- 
ally been used before. 

Mr. McNally probably Intended 
his play to be a slice of life. He 
reached right into the streets for 
bis principal character, the girl, 
however, not being a prostitute but 
rather a glorified tough. She la the 
daughter of a drunken village black- 
smith, run off because of cruel 
treatment when 14 years of a«e, 
turned waitress In a city hash house, 
and then in the chorus of a stock 
burlesque show, and haa had many 
affairs with men. 

The action takes place In a hotel 
room In the village, a sort of subur- 
ban resort. There the girt "loleen 
Donovan" Is engaged as companion 
for the flighty mother of a wealthy 
young man. His kindness to her 
melts the girl's heart. The man. 
"Archie Capper," has told her he 
would not take advantage of her 
and asks her to go to her room. 
Dot she wants to show appreciation 
In the only way she knows how 
and that makes it a real bedtime 
story. 

There Is a child born In the city, 
the babe dying and the girl return- 
ing to the Capper establishment 
"Archie" is not m lors with her, and 
she explains it was only a momen- 
tary affair. "Capper" Is really in 
love with "June." wife of a physi- 
cian and also a resident in the hotel 
The doctor learning of the feeling 



between his wife and "Capper," de- 
signs divorce, frankly stating he 
knows her religion prevented her 
doing anything wrong and that she 
cannot remarry in her faith. The 
mixture of religion seemed unfor- 
tunate, though true enough In prin- 
ciple, "loleen" frames the doctor, 
getting him drunk and sending for 
tier father, who finds the man par- 
tially disrobed in a locked room 
with his daughter. The blacksmith 
kills the doctor. That Is the ulti- 
mate for "loleen." for it leaves the 
idolized "Archie" in a position to 
marry "June." 

The strongest scene in the play is 
between "loleen" and her flathet 
when he discovers the former rela- 
tion between the girl and the wealthy 
young man. He demands "Archie" 
marry her. The youth is willing 
but the girl refuses and berates her 
father in bitter and violent terma 

Miss MacKellar enacted "loleen" 
with a great deal of faithfulness and 
sincerity. She easily gathered sym- 
pathy from the front 

The balanee of the cast was dis- 
tinctly under the plane of the star's, 
though it may be explained that be- 
cause the show was not played out 
of town, errors are somewhat excus- 
able. Walter Law, as the black- 
smith, counted, but the character 
seemed Incongruous. Donald Cam- 
eron was very nervous at the start 

What might be termed two bed- 
room bits are present In "A Oood 
Bad Woman." which holds, prte- 
olpally, to a melodramatlo pace. Be- 
cause It la not lightened with humor 
the play hardly atanda up with 
othera of Ita type and the story to 
considerably mixed. There Is one 
a9t and the caat . is small, which 
gives the play a chance to profit at 
fairly moderate grosses. 

That it will draw real money ia 
doubtful. For picturlsatlon Its chief 
value appeara to be ia its lurldnesa.

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle's tentas>- 
tlcal novel, "The Iioet World." deals 
with a myth \hat there sUU exists 
in this world a idataaa. somewhere 
in the unexplored wUds of South 
America, upon which the animals of 
prehistoric times still Uve. Animals 
which, aa far as adeiioe could dis- 
cover, had passed from the world 
some 10,000.000 years ago. This 
fantastical tale was made possible 
fqr the screen through the perfec- 
tion of mechanical reproduction of 
the animals done in miniature and 
80 superimposed on the actual 
scenes that were photographed that 
they appeared to be there full size. 

The photography la Itself Is a 
work that must have taken a tre- 
mendous amount of energy and pa- 
tience to achieve. But no matter 
what the cost, either in labor or 
money, the results fully Justify the 
expenditure. 

The story opens la London, where 
a scientist Is being taken to task 
by his fellows because of their lacl: 
of faith In his reports of a trip Into 
the unexplored portion ef SoutI 
Amerioa. He has presented these 
reports, and his fellows accused htrh 



of trying to perpetrate a fraud on 
them. He then offers to guide an- 
other expedition to the point where 
he made his discoveries, and the 
trip Is financed by^a newspaper. 

The adventures of the quartet of 
men and the daughter of an ex- 
plorer, who lost his life in the pre- 
vious e]f;peditlon, and the two serv- 
ants that make up the party arc 
both thrilling and amusing. But it 
is the remarkable antics of the me- 
chanical figures, their struggle for 
existence, the protection of their 
young from the attacks of other 
tremendous beasts, which all flgnre 
in the tale, that make it stand out. 

Finally, the return of the expedi- 
tion is brought about after its mem- 
bers have managed to capture one 
of the great beasts, and they arc 
about to bring the animal Into Lon- 
don when it escapes and practically 
wrecks the entire city, spreading 
havoc and terror before it until 
finally It breaks through London 
Bridge and is last seen swimming 
down the Thames out into the open 
sea. In the latter scenes there are 
sufficient laughs to lift the audi- 
ence from the slump that it falls 
into during the tremendous Jungle 
scenes. 

There Is a love story that runs 
through the adventures, and in Its 
enactment Bessie Love and Lloyd 
Hughes portray the principal roles.

The story Is full of Interest and 
many of the water scenes beautiful.

Hoover Talks on Broadcastiiig Situatioii — 563 Sta- 
tions Now Operating — ^May Ask G>ntrol to Hold 
Down Licenses ^

Thoae who have checked 
the onelaugbt of appllcatlona for 11- 
eenaea are wondering If thla ia the 
opening ahot by Mr. Hoover to aak 
Congreaa for Juat auch control over 
Ike altuation. 

BflS StaUona 

Mr. Hoover opens up hia "re- 
irtow of the radio altuation" with 
giving the numtier of atatlona now 
fa operation. There are 563 atatlona 
In alL Of theae. 4S5 are Claaa A 
{tor too watta' power or less) and 
MS are Claaa B (over 600 watts). 
From 20 to 10 Claas B stations are 
Aow contemplating to increase there 
wave lengths toward the 6,000 watt 
Matlons, atates the secretary, who 
adds that thia has no relation, 
however, to the eo-called "super 
power" 50.000 watt stations. 

Reverting to the number of sta- 
tions possible Mr. Hoover statea: 

"Gne of the great difflcultlea in 
the distribution of wave lengths 
arises from the tendency of stations 
to congest in large centers of popu- 
lation. The worst conditions are at 
Chicago and New York. At Chicago 
five wave lengths are available for 
10 operating Class B stations and 
there are several others in course 
At construction. For New York 
there are six wave lengths avail- 
able for eight Class B stations and 
^ore are under construction. 

I' Intsrconnection 

\ Mr. Hoover has this to say on the 
ograms: 

•The interconnection of stations 
has made distinct progress In the 
last six months. There la evidence 
that regular interconnection into 
the middle west will come in the 
Bear future. I believe that nation- 
ally organized interconnection for 
important national events is an in- 
evitable development and Is one of 
the moat aerlous missions of radio. 
"The payment of artists for 
oroadcasUng has already begun, and 
It is my anticipation that it la only 
• Question of time until stations 
J^ Join together In groupa and 
oefr mutually the cost of Intercon- 
aectloh for national programs and 

.events of Importance, thus eCTect- 
«n* eomewhat the same organiza- 
tion which our newspapers main- 
tain through the press association." 

■'^■'•- No Monopoly 

"There is no monopoly in radio 
broadcasting or any sign of It." 
•»ys Mr. Hoover. "There are only 
tour or five companies in the entire 
United SUtes which own or operate 
«ore than one station, and of the 
total 668 stations in action not more 
than four belong to any one of 
them." 

I>elving into the legislation being 
proposed for radio, Mr. Hoover sets 
down that the department has 
never proposed the control of pro- 
crams. but on the contrary has con- 
■Istontly opposed it. "The character 
o' the matter sent out must be left 
to the atatlona themselves."

Feb. 16, 
he will open at one of the neighbor- 
ing cities, presenting an entertain- 
ment billed as a broadcasting revue. 
Two Hour Show 

This entertainment will be of 
about two hours' duration. Eight 
people will be carried, most of 
them singers and musicians, who 
have been with Clark's White Way 
Entertainers on the air for some 
time. They Include Josef Sherman, 
double-voiced singer, who Is sever- 
ing bis connection with Berlin, Inc.. 
this week; also Olga Singa, O'Con- 
nor Sisters, Lillian and Anne Marie, 
Jaclcson Sherman and John V. 
Liowe^and Company, the last named 
a dancing turn. 

When playing the towns in New 
Jersey, Connecticut and New York, 
which are in his Itinerary, Clark 
will naturally direct hia advertising 
and publicity at the radio fans.

Arguments on the appeal from 
Judge Hickenlooi>er's decision In 
the famous music-radio suit by the 
Jerome H. Remick Company, 
against the American Auto Acces- 
sories Company, also known as the 
Crosley Radio Corp., were heard 
Friday by the U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals here. Decision was re- 
served. 

Judge Hickenlooper held 'hat the 
singing of the Remick song in a 
theatre or public ball would consti- 
tute an infringement of copyright, 
whereas the . performance of the 
same song by broadcasting to an 
unseen and unknown audience does 
not contain evidence of such in- 
fringement. The Hickenlooper de- 
cision attracted wide attention be- 
cause of its unique interpretation, 
although it is expected to l>e re- 
versed. 

The defendant's station, WLW, 
allegedly infringed on a Remick 
song by broadcasting it.

Uteat song hits, postively "kill" 
the sale of sheet music. Dealers re* 
port to Mm that customers bide 
their time la buying the new 
Issues of sheet music when they 
•re Informed that a new folio will 
•con be out. 

The folios do not contain the 
lyrics of the son^s, but only the 
eomplete piano copies of some 20 
or more songs and are retailed in 
bound form at from IS to 50 cents 
per foUo. One complete song, alone, 
eosta^ II. to SB cents, obviously a 
obolcie 'lireak" for the patron, but 
hardly an inspiration to sheet musib 
tum-over.The writer's viewpoint is 
that they waive royalties on the folio 
Issues and are thus deprived of an 
hioome had th^ir material been 
"gone after", in regulation manner. 

Dealers Losing Faith 

Tobias also finds that the uncer- 
tainity of wholesale prices and' the 
raising of prices by the publishers 
is causing the dealer to lose faith 
In the prospect of maldng a fair 
tnargla o£ profit from popular 
mftslc. The public ddes not want 
to ptty more than 26 cents for the 
ordinary pop song hit and the In- 
orease In wholesale prices by aome 
firms to 20 and even 22 and 23 
oents for "big hitf' material pro- 
hlblU the "two bits" retail scdle. 

{ Shelving Contract Songs 

Another evil that Tobias scores 
is the practice of some music pub- 
T Ushers of tlelng up. by contract, a 
^^Writer's song and shelving It. If 
'-•''. the publisher can't get right after it, 
: Ar decides not to publish it, Tobias 
eontends the song should be re- 
leased to the writer within a 
•pecifled time limit to permit 
' further negotiations with other 
firms. 

' As he puts It, "many a song is 
killed" by this unfair method of 
shelving or putting It away in the 
safe. Songs are the bread and but- 
ter' of the Songwriter. He gets his 
livelihood from the sale of songs 
and no publisher should deprive a 
writer of placing his material to 
good advantage by tlelng him up 
with a contract and not giving the 
•ong a chance. 

Tobias submits these arguments 
for the general good of the 
dustry. 



BANDSMAN SUED FOR 
JAZZING "CLASSICS" 

Spokane Professor Starts Suit 

Against Ralph Pollock for 

Jazzing Great Composers 



Spokane. Wash., Feb. 10. 

Damages of $10,000 are sought by 
Prof. Francis E. Woodward of this 
city, who has started suit against 
Ralph Pollocic, orchestra leader, of 
Chicago, on grounds that Pollock 
has "mutilated" the old master- 
pieces of music by setting them to 
syiTcopation. It may, or may not, 
be a publicity stunt, but it has 
attracted attention here. 

The suit particularly mentions 
Pollock's foxtrot arrangement of 
List's "Second Hungarian Rhap- 
sody," selections from Tschaikowsky 
and Wagner. 

Pollock 18 making a tour of the 
West with his orchestra and last 
week was at the Liberty theatre 
here. 

As grounds for damages Wood- 
ward alleges that as the result of 
Pollock's syncopated Interpretation 
of the classics, "the public hSM re- 
ceived a perverted idea of classical 
music in so far that many children 
no longer desire a musical educa-^ 
tion." 

The plaintiff in this action is a 
local teacher of voice and formerly 
was a member of the Metropolitan 
Qrand Opera Company of New 
Yorlc 

The suit has divided the musicians 
of Spokane into two camps. One 
group is loud in its protest against 
the practice of mkking foxtrots out 
of the classics, while the other 
group, composed largely of dance 
orchestra leaders, is iwck of Pol- 
lock.

Variety Bureau, 
Washington. Feb. 10. 

Thero were 7I,>0« phono* 
graps exported from this 
country In 1«24. with a vahio 
of 12,782,480. In 1122 these ex- 
ports were 66.087, valued at 
$2,641,124. The Increase reached 
about 8,000 of these mechan- 
ical producers in .he year Just 
closed over the preceding year. 
Canada got the greatest num- 
'ber of the machines with the 
South American countries, as 
a group, running second. 

As for the records, there 
were 8,776,412 exported In 1924 
valued at 11.771,608 against 
S,027,63« valued at 11,271,412 in 
1923. 

Thia gives the mechanical 
producers a "declared" export 
business of Just under $3,000,- 
000, which isn't necessarily the 
figure that were disposed of in 
the foreign countries. 

Reference to the report on 
last weke's copyright hearings 
will disclose Just what portion 
of this was paid the authors 
and composers under the two 
cent clause in 1924.

The finding for Feist is In 
the sum of $260 and counsel fees of 
$100. 

The music publishing company 
did not bring suit against the or- 
chestra that played the song in 
question. It was shown In this case 
that the orchestra had been fur- 
nished the number, "Stumbling," 
to play. 

The trojley company operates the 
amusement park.and it was the 
claim of the Feist company that the 
former should have obtained a 
license to permit the^playlng of the 
number on its premises.

In both cases 
Shapiro, Bernstein .A Co., Inc., Is 
suing Jerome H. Remick St Co. The 
numbers, "Follow the Swallow" and 
"Mandalajr" are charged with be- 
ing copyright Infringements of two 
prior Shapiro-JBemstein publica- 
tions. 

In tho "Swallow" number the 
Shapiro- Bernstein firm alleges ttxat 
Eugene West and Mary Earl, in Sep- 
tember, 1921, wrote "Kimono" for 
the piaintur. A melody infringe- 
ment la alleged and an injunction, 
an accounting and suitable damages 
are. prayed for. 

"Swallow" Is tho joint work of 
Billy Rose, Ray Henderson and 
Mort Dixon. This number is alao 
Involved In litigation by Ernest 
Breuer, who Is suing the writers 
and the Remick company on the 
allegation he Is co -creator of the 
song and entitled to a fourth of 
the authors' profits. 

Mandalay 
The "Mandalay" number, written 
by Earl Burtnett. Abo Lyman and 
Gua Arnhelm, is alleged to Infringe 
on Shapiro-Bernstein's "Rose Ma- 
rie" (not the production song), 
written by B. Q. DeSyiva. Ray 
Henderson and Robert King. The 
'licose Marie" melody was rriglnal- 
ly copyrighted (with lyrics by Lew 
Brown) under the titles "I've Oot 
You, You've Got Me" and "One Last 
Kiss" t>eforo being marketed as 
"Rose Marie." A melodv infringe- 
ment In this case is also alleged. 

By a coinpidenoe both Bob King 
and Ray Henderson figured in each 
case. King writes also under the 
nom-de-plume of Mary Earl and is 
co-composer of both Shapiro-Bern- 
stein songs alleged infringed upon. 
Henderson's song is the infringer 
in one case and the infringee in the 
second suit. 

Reports along tho "alloy" have 
also had it that more litigation In- 
volving Walter Donaldson's "My 
Best Qirl," also a Remick song hit, 
may figure in a i>ro8pective suit by 
Shapiro -Bernstein on the rumored 
allegation Donaldson wrote the song 
while under a Stiaplro-Bernatein 
exclusive contract.

Germaize Voh!«d the additional 
chargw that Aoold the Perkins' 
bill, or, in fact, any measure that 
proposes to do away with the com- 
pulsory lioensing feature, b« eii- 
acted into law that immediately the 
publishers would launch one of "the 
biggest trusts yet known in the his- 
tory ot man." "One," according to 
Um witness, "that would be so care- 
fully ^ncelv^d and put acrops th^t 
neither the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion nor the Department of Justice 
would b« able to break it up." 
: iThis same witness, though pHetac- 
Ing bis remarks With the statement 
that he did not wish to'hurt ritdto 
broadoaating, stated, that riidioi 
broadcasting fa 'teeohanieal trans- 
mission and not mechanical repro- 
duction." It was stated, in defense 
of the early methods of the record- 
ing companies of utilising all musi- 
cal compositions- prior to the en- 
actment ot the 1M9 law, that the 
Industry had taken these numbers 
because they thciu^t they had the 
right to them. This right, 1( was 
stated, was founded upon court de- 
eistons, prior to the 1809 law. "^n 
,3>09 Congress -took something away 
flMMn us. BOW you are asked to take 
'5«0mething mor«." said Mr. Qer 
jslaialMk Revertinr agahi to this 
'.'^re&tced" attack on' the < radio 
'angle, Mr. Oermalxo stated that 
. radio had deliberately founded their 
bnsiness on the taking of musical 
compositions that they knew they 
had no right to use. This in con- 
trast to the manner in which the 
recording industry had been built 
up. 

Increase of Record Prices 
Higher royalties means the price 
of records will have to be raiaed 
to the public, it was stated, as the 
companies could not absorb any- 
thing more as they bad done when 
the 1909 law became elTectlTe. 

While the testimony ot the 
Columbia representative was "red 
hot" with charges, that of J. Q. 
Paine, of the Victor Company, was 
not nearly so sensational. Mr. 
Paine stated that Ethelbert Nevin 
had received but $16 for "The 
Rosary," but that since his death 
the Victor people bad paid Nevin's 
>widow large sums, mentioning one 
payment of $15,000, "entirely volun- 
tarily." Representative Bloom herel 
brought' the admission that this 
payment was made after hundreds 
of letters had been received by the 
Victor people protesting against 
that company's continuance of real- 
izing large profits from the Nevin 
records and not paying some of 
these profits to the widow. 

Mr. Paine also introduced a disk 
Which he stated had cost the Vic- 
tor Company $100,000 to produce. 
This was an organ record, which 
Mr. Paine stated, was not released 
until after 10 years' experimenta 
tlpn. 

Representative Reid, of the com- 
mittee, here expressed the belief 
that all factions were fighting for 
their own selfish interests, adding 
that from the testimony given "that 
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it appeared that though the com- 
posers should get what they want 
they won't know what to do with 
it They haven't taken advantage of 
all the rights they have at present, 
and it would seem that they haven't 
business sense enough to realize on 
the numerous divisional rights 
granted them under the Perkins' 
bllL" 

Brunswick's Witness 

O. W. Case, Jr., appearing for 
Brunawick-Balke, added to the 
charges already voiced by the Co- 
lumbia representative. Mr. Case 
referred to the publishers and lik- 
ened them to "Mills and his crew; 
of able sleuths" informing the com- 
mittee that "the tears ot Burkan 
a^d Mills had been seen and that 
these tears were great in quantity, 
but crocodile in Quality." 

Case belittled the testimony of 
Augrustus Th<)mas. . Among othe* 
things, he cited numerous "petty" 
cases where the American Society 
had "closed in" and demanded pay- 
ment from "poor widows" for using 
records on a phonograph in a lunch 

room. • 

Aeolian and Piano Rolls 

George T. Be*tys, for .the Aeolian 
Company, wanted the compulsory 
licensing feature extended to word 
rolls. He stated that bis company 
&ad had the opportunity to find out 
what would happen when the law 
did not ' set the price for what th« 
publishers controlled. That his 
company, to get one "hit" had to 
buy six "flops." "There would be a 
mad scramUe for exclusive rights 
it they had to bargain and that 
would miean the survival of possibly 
but one recording company," said 
Mr. Bettys. 

"The composer did not create the 
mechanical rights,'* was another 
statement of Mr. Bettys. 'In five 
years the Aeolian company has 
paid $287,320 In royalties on the 
word rolls," said the witness, "and 
less than one-tenth of that amount, 
or $26,800, to the artists recording 
them." It was also claimed that no 
proQt had ever been made ou^ of 
the word rolls. 

This "staggered" Representative 
Hammer, who wanted to know why 
they then continued in business, 
which brought the admission that 
no other company could make rolls 
to fit the Aeolian reproducing 
pianos and it was from the pianos 
they were making money. 

H. B. Schaad was another wit- 
ness for the Aeolian Company. He 
stated to the oommittee that this 
entire fight was for the writer of 
"popular stuff," that something 
should be said of the man "who 
creates for the love of it." This 
sort of a creator was ' referred to 
as not being at all interested In the 
Commercial end of his bnsiness. 
Representative Bloom couldn't see 
wherein the "creator for the love 
of It" should enter into the pro- 
ceedings at all if he weren't inter- 
ested in the commercial end of it. 

Mr, Schaad further stated that 
should the publishers put the same 
energy behind classical numbers 
they could be made equally as 
popular as the lighter things. 
Lone Supporter 

One lone witness for the bill was 
"sandwiched in" between all the 
charges here recorded. This was 
William Hamilton Osborn, author. 

Mr. Osborn stated that the Perk- 
ins' bill merely enacted into law 
the common trade practices now In 
vogue between the reputable pub- 
lishers and recognized authors. Mr. 
Osborn wants to see the trade 
practices, which he stated were 
even better than the present law, 
made into Laws so everyone would 
have to adopt them, thus benefit- 
ing the Unknown writers as well as 
the recognized ones. 

Film Angle, Feb. 24 

The next hearing is scheduled 
for Feb. 24th, at which time the 
motion picture Interests will be 
heard. The "movie" lawyers state 
they are going to present their case 
from an entirely different angle 
than has yet been voiced by any 
of the (actions. 



Bond for Booze Sleuths 



Washington, Fob. 17. 

Prohibiten agents will have 
to post a bond for $10,000 l>e- 
foro "going to work" if a bill 
introduced into the House ot 
Representatives by Congress- 
nian GalUvan (D), of Mass., is 
enacted into a laW. 

It Is the legislator's idea to 
have this bond so arrange 
that should any. person he in- 
jured by "any unlawful act" on 
the part of the a^^nt, this $10,- 
000 could be "tapped" toar re- 
dress.

Senate and House Agree in 

Amendment— Was a Pet 

of Hoover's 



Varisty Bureau, 
Washington. Feb. 17. 

It Is all set for the; t>epartment of 
Conunerce to get Its new motion 
picture section. The Senate and 
House of Representatives conferees 
yesterday met and agreed on this 
item, which was a committee 
amendment put through by Senator 
Reed Smoot (R.) ot Utah, should 
stay in the department's appropria- 
tion bill. This in spite of the fact 
that many other, items were thrown 
out all together or at the best re- 
duced by half. 

As was reported exclusively in 
Variety several weeks ago the idea 
ot this Section, whose function will 
bo the development and care of 
America's motion picture industry 
abroad, was a "pet" measure of 
Secretary Hoover, who stated be- 
fore the sub-committee of the Sen- 
ate .that American films were a 
great aid in the sale of other 
American products abroad. 

The need of the section was also 
stressed by Senator Smoot who 
stated that foreign countries were 
doing everything in their power to 
keep out American films. The es- 
tablishment ot a section to meet 
each aituation as It came up abroad 
would save millions for the indus- 
try, said Senator Smoot. 

The history of getting this thing 
through discloses that Jack Con- 
nblly, of the Hays office here, did 
much to convince members ot Con- 
gress of its need.

May Become Permanent

ORPHEUM CIRCUIT WILL SUE

Several independent bookers are 
resorting to t>ooking in vaude bills 
on a sharing basis with out-of-town 
theatre managers, in order to stimu- 
late business, and thus (ar are 
ahead of the game on the experi- 
ment. 

The booker supplies the bills, guar- 
anteeing the performers' salaries 
and taking 60 per cent of the gross 
as his bit. The idea has hit with 
a numt>er of out-of-town theatres 
previously devoted exclusively "to 
pictures that heul heljl off on vaude- 
ville, unwilling to crowd operation 
expenses. The percentage shows 
appealed and most ot them will 
continue indefinitely. 

The bookers, also, are thus far 
Retting more out of the shows than 
the usual booking fees with every- 
body satisfied all around and more 
work for performers traversing the 
independent time.

Adelaide and Hughes walked out 
of the Palace, Chicago, Monday, ob- 
jecting to the time table bilUng 
which gave equal prominence to 
Marion Harris, Juliet and Arthur 
Byron on the same bill, according to 
Orpheum officials. 

Following the walk-out, the Or- 
pheum Circuit cancelled the balance 
of the Adelaide and Hughes route, 
which called for a week's engage- 
ments at St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Milwaukee, and further announced 
the act would te proceeded against 
legally for the alleged breach of the 
Palace contract.

Both the Keith and Orpheum Cir- 
cuits are on record as opposed to 
any promises of headline billing, 
etc., unless written in on the face 
of the contract The Keith-Albee 
Circuit has in several instances re- 
fuced to allow acts to dictate billing 
or position unless so arranged when 
the contract is signed.

Marion Harris, who made her ap- 
pearance ae beadllner at the Palace 
this week, after a period of retire- 
ment from the varieties, was ac- 
corded a reception that should have 
been, and undoubtedly was, highly 
gratifying to both the artist and 
the house. It was not an easy chore 
to follow Snodgrasa, the prison pi- 
anist, who smashed all records last 
week, but from the opening day, it 
looked almost aa If MIsa Harris 
might stage a repetition, or come 
close to it. The treatment the au- 
dience gave her was in the MLture 
of a triumph. They insisted on a 
curtain speech, and Miss Harris 
complied neatly. 

With her at the piano was Edwin 
Weber, the man who wrote "Nobody 
Lied" and other successes. Weber 
was a distinct asset, getting an en- 
core or two on his own account. 

The act was tastefully staged, 
with a special set, necessitating a 
little extra work on the part of Ar- 
thur Byron, whose company In "Tea 
for Three," preceded this act.* Both 
acts being played In full, it was 
necessary to fill the gaj;>, which 
Byron did with an improvised mono- 
logue. 

Miss Harris first came out in a 
silver wig, which led some to over- 
estimate her age, an impression that 
was soon dispelled, however. 

Known for long as the most re- 
fined "blues" singer in vaudeville. 
Miss Harris did much to fulfill ner 
reputation. Southern ditties or 
modem Jazz, she put her a-^ngs 
across with equal success in either 
case. 

Mlea Harris' vogue appeared to be 
due in large part to her personality, 
which is an extremely feminine and 
winsome one. The entire act is 
executed with restrained taste, and 
was and is a surety. Loop,

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HIPPODROME 

In all probability there isn't an- 
other vaudeville theatre in the world 
that would stand foi* the tap oa the 
salary list of two names such as 
Harry Houdini and Nora Bayes. But 
at the Hip on Monday night of the 
current week the advisability of this 
combination. Houdini playing the 
house for his sixth consecutive week 
and Miss Bayes making h%r farewell 
appearance in America for the sea- 
son, was proven through the fact 
that the big house was Jammed from 
pit to dome. If there were any seats 
open they were in the upper loft, and 
then only or the far sides. 

To one that visits the Hip for the 
first time since that gigantic monu- 
ment to both the late "Skip" Dundy 
and Frederic Thompson has been 
given over to vaudeville there is a 
certain something about the amuse- 
ment resort that hits right between 
the eyes. Vaudeville of the average 
class^ as one Is In ttie habit of -view- 
ing it in the better big-time houses, 
might or might not fit here. The 
chances are that it wouldn't, but the 
type of entertainment that has been 
devised certainly appeals t9 the 
masses. 

Still more strange is the fact that 
three artists In ttielr Chosen field of 
endeavor, ail appearing singly, so to 
speak, and grouped in the last half 
of the shpw. and one following the 
Other, scored the greatest hits of the 
evening. The three final acts of the 
bin, in the order named, were Nora 
Bayes, Bill Robinson and, last but 
far from least, Houdini. If there 
ever' was a consummate showman it 
Is Harry Houdini. Nora Bayes took 
the audience in the hollow of her 
hand and virtually stopped the 
show: then Robinson, a colored en- 
tertainer, stepped and walloped the 
house all over again, and, finally, 
building to an apex, Houdini 
achieved greater applause and 
thrilled to the utmost extent with 
an escape. 

For the final week of the sextet 
that he has been appearing at the 
big house, Houdini has gone back 
to the old "challenge week" idea. 
On Monday night he pulled a "pip." 
Four "nurses" appeared from the 
audience. They were women who 
were, according to the letter of chal- 
lenge that Houdini read, attaches of 
various institutions where they cared 
for the insane. They tied the es- 
cape king's hands, wrapped him in 
three sheets, mummy fashion, and 
then us^d seven additional sheets to 
tie him down to a regulation hos- 
pital bed, after which they poured 
wjiter over the bonds so that the 
knots might shrink, and Houdini was 
to release himself in full view of the 
audience. Suffice to say that he did 
it Inside of 10 minutes; but those 
10 were replete with thrills for the 
audience, which watched his every 
move and applauded heartily as he 
progressed out of the bonds. At the 
finish — ^be was closing the show — 
there was a tumult. 

Outside of the applause accorded 
HoudlDi, Miss Bayes achieved sec- 
ond honors. Of coui'se there is no 
comparison that can be made be- 
tween the offerings of these two ar- 
tists. But the surprise was the tre- 
mendous acclaim accorded the ef- 
forts of BJII Robinson, in the next- 
to-closing spot. This dancing man 
Is a reminder and the pcrsonffication 
of the original "Bon Bon Buddie," 
and to those who never saw George 
Walker he is a whiz. On his own 
he steps right into the witnesses 
and with his taps he has them dizzy 
before they realize what it is all 
about. In addition to his dancing 
Robinson pulls some gags, but they 
don't mean a thing when ho starts 
dancing, r.nd as a hard -shoe clog 
oitlst the rest of the field, with one, 
exception, gnos for th< end book. 

There were seven other acts on 
the bill, three of whiqh-wece decid- 
edly imposing because of fho fact 
that they had the additional dr^.«is- 
Ing afforded by the Foster dancing 
girls that lar* <i pcrnaaBent, feature 



here. Tfie girls first appeared as an 
adjunct to Grace Elder's act, on 
early in the first part; again with 
the operatic tabloid version of 
"Alda," which closed the first half 
of the bill, and, finally, as the danc- 
ing ensemble to the Maurice Dia- 
mond and Helen McMahon otTering, 
which, although scheduled to close 
the show, was moved up to second 
after Intermission. 

The condensed version of "Alda" 
was presented by the Groge De Feo 
opera company, and carried convic- 
tion in the performance presented. 
There were five principals, a prima 
ballerina and a chorus of 20 voices. 
Closing the first part of the show, 
the act scored heavily. The set used 
filled the big stage and, with 26 peo- 
ple of the operatic company aug- 
mented by almost a score of the 
dancing girls, the stage picture was 
one that filled the eye. 

Weir!s Performing Elephants 
opened, being followed by the M. E. 
G. Lime Trio with their contortlon- 
Istlo offering. The Grace Elder pres- 
entation, with the 'assistance of her 
own quartet of dancers and the Hip 
girls, was next. Then came Harry 
Watson, Jr., a holdover from last 
week, with his "telephone" and the 
"Philadelphia Jack" O'Brien skit. 
Laughs aplenty were accorded the 
act. 

Opening the second half, the Five 
DuUskys, likewise held over, Inter- 
ested, and then' the Dlamand and 
McMahon offerln/f, "The Originali- 
ties of 1925," Edythe Handman, Irene 
Smith and the Stroud Twln3 appear- 
ing in addition to the featured mem- 
bers. Eight numbers were put over 
in revue fashion, but it waa Miss 
McMahon in her rag doll bit that 
walked away with the «;aIlop of the 
act. 

The stepping at the finish "in 
one" for almost five minutes, to 
make possible the setting Of the 
stage, was cleverly gaggM by Dia- 
mondf who handled the Twins, and 
then, finally, went Into extra hoofing 
on his own. 

The show was good vaudeville, 
especially for the Hip. t'red. 



FIFTH AVE. 

An armful of show at the Fifth 
Ave. the first half, and one that 
went over from the opening to the 
closing act with no lets. The bill 
was cleverly laid out and played 
like a world's series, despite the 
fact only one new act was listed. 
This was dertrude Moody and Co. 
(New Acts), a singing and talking 
sketch, spotted fourth. 

One of the hits of the Wll went 
to Frank Farnum and Co., number 
six on tne eight-act llpe-up. Far- 
num's act holds new faces but is 
essentially the^ same In construction 
as his former vehicles. He )s open- 
ing with the tough waltz and clos- 
ing with the Imitation 'Vequests" 
originally shown around by Frisco, 
Farnum bulls them for an encore 
by carrying out a brown derby for 
a couple of bends.< Everybody who 
can spell grease paint Jchows the 
brown derby me&ns a jazz dance 
(thanks to Frisco) so Farnum gets 
the same reaction from it Duffy and 
Ingliss used to get by bowing with 
different instruments. Farnum has 
three corking girl dancers with him 
and a good Vincent Lopez unit for 
musical accompaniment. The act 
can go anywhere they need a hoof- 
ing carnival. 

After the Three and a Half Ar- 
leys thrilled them with their perch 
balancing and hand-to-hand opener 
Patrice and Sullivan registered 
mildly with a piano, violin and vocal 
turn. It is a mixed double combina- 
tion pleasantly routined, 

McGrath and Deeds; third, started 
things agaip with their two-man 
comedy, talking and singing turn. 
The "dame" of McGrath, with com- 
edy fur piece and hat, IS sure fire. 
Deeds has appearance, a good bass 
voice and feeds well but overworks 
a prop laugh. They liked them 
plenty here* 

Charles and Madeline Dunbar, 
fifth, are doing the beet act of their 
careers. They have the animal and 
bird impersonations routined per- 
fectly, and are far away from the 
usual turn of this nature. A spe- 
cial 'drop with animals . and barn 
yard fowl depicted gives them a 
legltlnlate reason for the imltatloaa. 

Dunbar's kid voice mimicry and 
mugging were good for howls. The 
attempts at dialog still need atten- 
tion, and the gags are familiars and 
lower the general average. The act 
took one of the hits of the bill and 
deserved It. 

Corbett and Norton, next to clos- 
ing, were the class of the bill and 
galloped away with the show. Nor- 
ton's comedy falls and crossfire and 
Corbett's straight, coupled with his 
international fame as an athlete, 
proved an unbeatable combo. Nor- 
ton's drooping fall was good every 
time he pulled it, also Corbett's 
boxing lesson, in which Norton mis- 
Judges the counter and takes the 
slap. The act la surefire anywhere. 

Georgalla Trio closed snapplly 
and were followed by the "Charles- 
ton Contest," a stunt which is prov- 
ing a business getter. It is conduct- 
ed along the lines of the former 
neighborhood dancing contests but 
gets over better, due to the Inimense 
popularity of the Jig dance.

ORPHEUM, OAKLAND 

Oakland, Cal, Feb. 17. 

Those two kids, Weber and Fields, 
had the honor of heading the bill 
at the million and a half dollar new 
Orpheum, formerly Fox's, which la 
the baby as well as the finest house 
on the circuit. 

Occupying the next to closing; 
spot, Weber and Fields were ac- 
corded a reception that had never 
in the. past been accorded an act 
playing Oakland. The applause 
lasted for a full five minutes after 
their entrance. "Mike" and "Meyer" 
waited for the tumult to subside. 
They then went into the choking 
routine and from that' Into the pqol- 
room bit, after which they did tliclr 
scene in "one" with Armand Kallz. 
with the act concluding with the 
statue scene, where Florence Brown 
was added to the cast. Though this 
generation of theatregoers has only 
heard of Weber and Fields, It seemed 
as though they revered the pair 
ond gave the approbation that the 
couple were entitled to in an un- 
stinted manner. 

Patterspn and Cloutler, with Wil- 
liam Relnhart at the piano, were 
the first act to tread the boards on ' 
the new stage. The' couple wfent 
through their song And dance rou- 
tine with Relnhart doing his share 
at the ivories to the satisfaction of 
the crowd who filled the auditorium 
to overfiowlng.

The 
crowd kept congregating in frpnt 
of the theatre during the entire 
day with all performances being 
played to an overflow of capacity. 
Harry Singer, western representa- 
tive of the circuit, was in charge of 
arrangements, the day'a proceedlnga 
going through without a hitch or 
hold-up In any way. 

With the removal of the Orpheum 
shows from the old house the scale 
for the new one haa been placed on 
a par with the high class picture 
houses, all seats at matinees being 
25 cents, except Saturday and Sun- 
day, and the night scale on week- 
days 50 cents. 

The Orpheum was originally built 
by the Fot BMlm Company in 1928, 
opening in September of that year, 
ana cost $1,200,000 to erect. The 
house Is declared to be one of the 
finest on the Pacific Coaat and was 
operated by Fox from its opening 
until Dec. 21, 1924. At that time it 
was turned over to the Orpheum 
Circuit for « long term of years, 
with negotiations having been 
transacted by Marcus Helnrtan, 
president of the Orpheum Circtiit, 
and William Fox. 

It waa originally built aa an ex- 
clusive picture house. To be trans- 
formed into a vaudeville bouse a 
complete set of plans were redrawn 
for the stage, as the auditorium, 
seating around 3,090, remained the 
same aa heretofore. The entire 
stage portion of the house and or- 
chestra pit was completely gutted 
for this purpose, ai it was neces- 
sary to also provide 20 dressing 
rooms, an N. V. A. room, property 
rooms and animal rooms. This re- 
modeling cost In the neighborhood 
of $100,000 and was only completed 
the morning of the reopening of 
the house. The Peter Clarke system " ' 
of rigging was Installed as well as 
an elevator to carry the actors from 
their dressing rooms to the stage. 

The policy of the house will be 
to play six acta and a feature pic- 
ture, with two performances being 
given on week-days and three on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

The manager and working staff 
of the old Orpheum, which passed 
out of existence as a first class 
vaudeville house Saturday night, la 
operating the new house. They are 
Allen Warshauer, manager; Oliver v 
J. Binner, assistant manager; Frank ' 
Casey, stage manager; Oscar Pres- 
ton, musical director, and Katherine 
Bannon, organist.

Reinarkatile Confidence 

The whole meeting had an un- 
usual aspect, displaying unmistak- 
ably the remarkable confidence the 
creditors have in Cochran, and of 
their great willingness to help him 
in his present financial difficulties. 

In public examination Jan. 29 
Cochran's liabilities were given as 
$546,445, with assets $11,580. Coch- 
ran stated he wns bankrupt in 1903, 
but had been discharged after pay- 
ing all liabilities. 

In 1920, the Oxford lease had him 
spending $125,000 on it, his loss on 
the house oeing $490,000.

One of the best burlesque shows 
on the circuit is Clark and McCuI- 
lough's "Monkey Shines" at the Co- 
lumbia thia week. Here Is a per- 
fectly balanced cast with slathers 
of good material with a show pui 
on D/ a pair of producer-^ who knov* 
values and know how. Every pro- 
ducer on the circuit can take a look 
ilt this one without wasting time. 
There Isn't a wasted eftort and there 
ie an attention to detail which makes 
the. com'plefe entertainment stand 
out. like a cameo in comparison with 
."5omo of the slovenly productsd 
shows seen this season. 

The show to b^gtn with has an 
exceptional cast with two corkihg 
comedians in George Shelton and 
Al Tyler and the best juvenile light 
comedian in Wally Sharpies seen 
since Harry Fox brolte into bur- 
lesque. 

The w.raen are also tip-top, led 
by Beatrice Tracey, a sweet, per- 
sonable dark beauty; Mayl)elle 
Yorke, a smooth working experi- 
enced Ingenue, and Babe Shaw, a 
standardized hard-working . viva- 
cious soubret. In addition there is 
Lloyd Pcddrick and corking 'char- 
acter man and George Hazzard and 
Cy Landry In a singing and comedy 
dancing specialty that would stand 
up oh a big time vaudeville bill. 
They are major league hoofers and 
stop the show. 

The production Is strong from all 
angles, even to the chorus, in which 
air cart really dance. Among them 
is a sextet of Tiller girls who hoKl 
up the ensembles and insert a 
couple of specialties that click. 

The comedy scenes are pips and 
bear a Clark and McCullough trade- 
mark. Shelton does an Imitation of 
Clark throughout while Tyler works 
in semi-tramp nondescript make-up 
and gets unusual results with quiet 
metiiods.

"Another Soul Made Happy" waa 
a hummer, being a travesty on 
spiritualism. The psychic makes 
the comic's wife disappear and when 
announcing he is the only one who 
can bring her back is ehot dead by 
tlie husband. 

"The Shooting of Dan McGrew" 
was another comedy wham with 
Shelton and Tyler In an absurd 
conception of the Service poem, 
A similar scene is used in Harry 
Steppes show. "Sunny Spain" is a 
table bit dressed up for screams, 
"Merry Wife of Windsor" a corking 
travesty on the wronged husband 
who makes the lover feign suicide 
so the wife can make a choice, and 
"Number 90 Grower St." was a 
funny bit on monkey glands. 

Every comedy scene In the show 
goes for big results. In between, 
real speclalfles, not time killers, 
keep up the high average of this 
Show, which is an eight-cylinder 
model of what can be done by in« 
tell Igent producers with a real cast.

soubrets on the .wheel. Miss 6evler 
was class personified leading a strut 
number in a black short-skirted, 
costume. She also looked winsome 
In a specialty with Merrll Sevier, 
the juvenile. They pasted two 
songs across for encores. 

Merrll Sevier Is a clean-cut, re- 
fined looking kid with real classy 
appearances He is new to burlesque, 
but will develop into a corking 
straight with time. 

Ruth Ellis, prima donna, a statu- 
esque, well-formed girl, rounded out 
the imposing list of women prln-'. 
clpals. The chorus also comes in 
for a flash on appearance. The girls 
are far younger than tlie average 
Mutual chorus and are probably 
corn-fed recruits. They pranced 
out upon the runway four or five 
times in numbers and never failed to,^ 
earn recalls with the shimmying. . 

The first act opens with an alle- 
gorical prolog, in which "PubUo" 
is promised something I'lew from 
"£urtesque" by *'Fun and Comedy," 
ete.

"Laffln Thru" Is a good Mutual 
from all angles.

(Continued from i>age 1) 
an investigation as to what action 
was being taken by the District 
Commissioners to prevent the pres- 
entation of "Improper" plays here, 
show business lost one cf Its great- 
est friends. This Is the belief of 
other members of the lower legis- 
lative body. 

One Congressman stated empha- 
tically that show business had 
brought this on Itself. "That the 
move should be made by Mr. Dal- 
llnger, who on every turn has 
shown his Interest In the theatre, 
both the dramatic stage and the 
motion pictures will give the na- 
tion a little insight as to the situ- 
ation," said the Congressman. 

Before delving into ' Mr. DalUn- 
ger's staten.ent In connection with 
the resolution let it be stated that 
It was he who, as chairman of the 
Committee on Eklucation. hr.s with- 
held all action on the now famous 
Upahaw' bill, which would provide 
for a Federal reguL tlon of the 
motion pictures. A censoring bill, 
it has been termed, in the truest 
sense of the 'vord. 

In bringln^Korth Us resolution 
Mr. Dalllnger cited the Boston cen- 
sorship board as a model, and 
urged that a similar board be es- 
tablished In the District of Colum- 
bia. The Congressman states that 
though he has not seen any of the 
plays which have been recently 
shown in the theatr«s uf the dis- 
trict, "It Is clearly apparent from 
the newspaper and magazine ac- 
counts, as well as from the con- 
versation with those who' have 
seen them, that they are the worst 
which have appeared on the Amer- 
ican stage for a good many years."

They state 
that '"show business was given 
eaough rope, with the natural re- 
salt that they have hung them- 
srtves." These reformers have re- 
peatedly stated that if Washing- 
ton^, the capital of the nation, can 
be brought under control the rest 
of the nation. win fall into line. So, 
far their efforts, first with censor- 
ship for the movies and then the 
Sunday closing proposition, have 
failed, but now the Congressman 
that stood firmly against such ac- 
tion has himself introduced the 
resolution. 

It was stated here yesterday that 
in the following resolution, as in- 
troduced by Mr. Dalllnger, some of 
those styled as the nation's "great- 
est producers" can thank them- 
selves for ringing the death knell 
of freedom for the stage, first In 
the capital and then In the entire 
nation. 

The resolution follows: 

Whereas, Plays have recently 
been staged In the theatres of the 
District of Columbia so obscene 
and Indecent In plot and language 
as to shock tlie moral sense of the 
community, and to cause the Just 
condemnation of newspapers and 
periodicals In other parts of the 
country; and 

Whereas, Under the Constitution 
the Congress has exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over the District of Columbia; 
and 

Whereas, It haa delegated to the 
Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia the usual powers enjoyed 
and exercised by municipal author- 
ities elsewhere In the United States; 
and 

Whereas, In the exercise of said 
police power the Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia have au- 
thority to prevent the exhibition of 
Improper plays by revoking the 
licenses of places of amusement; 
therefore, 

RESOLVED. That the Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia 
be and they ore hereby directed to 
inform the House of Representa- 
tives what steps. If any, they have 
taken to prevent the stlging of 
such Improper pla/s. , . . • , : 



shows throughout the country and 
on Broadway in particular, In an 
effort to salvage the drama from 
official censorship, has been launched 
In New York City this week. 

A publicity yarn premeditated to 
Jack up the grosses of a mediocre 
play of the "dirt show" variety la 
respansible for having kl|fked up 
the dust and arresting of afLtentlon 
from public officials that may not 
only prove a boomerang for the at- 
traction Involved but may also 
prove a blow for several othsr 
strong language and "dirt" shows 
which had been continuing without 
molestation but which are now 
under fire with "A Good Bad 
Woman," the William A. Brady pro- 
duction starring Helen MacKeUar 
currently at the Comedy and which 
Is credited with having set off the 
offleial fireworks. 

Investigation Into the dirt show 
situation gained Impetus last week 
following a declaration credited to 
Miss MacKellar In which the star 
notified Brady that unless certain 
passages of dialogue and several 
situations were changed she would 
resign from the cast. The dailies 
went to the yam with auch display 
as to attract attention of District 
Attorney Banton, who has not only 
branded, the Brady production aa 
"filthy beyond redemption" but la 
also directing his attention toward 
four other attractions. Including the 
David Belasco brace, "Ladles of the 
Evening" and "The Harem." 

One angle hit upon to forestall 
official censorship of the stage in 
New York City Is the contemplated 
revival of the Citizen'.s Play Jury 
system, which came into belnc dur- 
ing a prevloua dirt show crusade 
but which has practically lain 
dormapt since Inception. Under the 
plan a panel of 300 Jurors qualified 
to pass Judgment upon what is and 
what is not objectionable In t'..e 
theatre, would be drawn upon to 
hear charges against objectionable 
attractions with an understanding 
from all aidea that the verdict qC 
this Jury would b« finaL It would 
also differentiate from our present 
Jury aystem In that majority iii> 
atead ^f aolidlty would rule. 

Under prevloua plana the Jury 
was to have been under the super- 
vision of the Commiaaloner of LI* 
censes. In the present arrange- 
menta it la generally believed that 
this power should be vested in tha 
Police Department, inasmuch aa it 
was Its province to keep the drama 
within the law and to investigate 
complaints of indecency. 

Mr. Banton, Police Commissioner 
Enrlgh^ Commissioner of Llcensea 
Qulgley and several aides from 
Banton's office met yesterday to 
outline plans of procedure and have 
called another meeting for later la 
the week when a full outline of 
their campaign will be disclosed. 

Helen MacKellar, who had threat- 
ened to withdraw from "A Good 
Bad Woman" this week, remained 
after certain lines and situations 
were toned to her satisfaction, fig- 
uring that the play would be of- 
ficially closed before the week la 
out. 

The Actors' Equity Association 
has also pledged Its whole-hearted 
8upi>ort to District Attorney Banton 
In curbing the growth of "dirt 
shows," both In New York and on 
the road. In pled^ng Its support. 
Equity has called attention to a spe- 
cial clause in all Equity contracts 
giving the performer engaged the 
privilege of abrogating their obliga- 
tions when a show Is branded suf- 
ficiently Immoral to attract official 
attention. 

Meanwhile the current dirt showa 
are reaping a harvest through the 
sensational publicity given the 
move to curtail them.

TWAY BREVITIES" AND SUCH 



"A theatrical paper" is almost as much an abused term among a certain 
class of papers as is the description of thenuteives or newspapers of 
"an actress" when a girl of questionable character or no occupation 
gets Into trouble. "Broadway Brevities" preferred to allude to itself 
as a theatrical monthly, notwithstanding what anyone else might deem 
It. Dealing generally with theatrical names us it did, a reader of it 
might have been misled into the opinion that "Broadway Brevities" was 
a theatrical paper. It was not. 



A publisher has the privilege of conducting his publication as he 
pleases. That Is also true concerning his method of operation inclusive 
of solicitation for advertising. Any paper conducted i^roperly has but 
two legitimate sources of income; from advertising and clrcalation. 
A class or trade publication like I'arlety is limited in its scope of income 
through those channels. Any publication catering to the public at large 
is without limit, in either advertising or circulation. 



With a paper such as "Broadway Brevities." not having .been a class or 
trade publication, it was In the unlimited field. That it could not stand 
up in that field for legitimate income and reached the finish that it did 
in a federal criminal court brought out two salient points In black hand 
pttbliahlng. Tho most important is that where the publisher operates 
without regard to public policy and bis methods of solicitation are not 
regarded as proper or clean, the law can and will step in. In this instance 
the law took Its course, acting for the Individual who may have been 
maligned or annoyed, but did not want to court further publicity by com- 
plaint te the authorities. In the criminal charge against "Broadway 
Brevities," the witnesses for the government were about equally divided, 
between those from ihe theatre and those of the lay public. That in itself 
was sufficient to contradict any belief that "Broadway Brevities" was a 
theatrical paper. y 

The other point only affects other publishers — and the point Is that the 
convictioii of "Broadway Brevities" in iU operation and methods will 
clear up that mass of nondescript weeklies, not only In New York, but 
in many other cities, that have managed to live along somehow or In 
someway, possibly satisfied with their existence and their standing 
in the community, but looked upon as blood suckers. 



That conviction will stand as a warning forever for the type of publica- 
tion that liangs on by threats, that seeks to pry Into and out the little 
freaks of human nature we are all heir to In one way or another. It also 
sharply points to the established fact that the unclean paper, Uke the 
unclean show, cannot gain the standing nor the life of tbe clean. 
The greatest dally papers are those founded upon clean business lines 
of publication. Papers, daily or weekly, that are whoUy supxwrt^d In. 
policy by scandal stories or sensationalism may temporarily prosper, but 
will not endure as will the other kind. Nor any more can "Ladies of the 
Evening" ever approach the playing record of '.'Abie's Irish Rose" or 
"Llghtnln.' " nor will the Belasco show ever play as many towns and 
cities that gleefully will greet either of the other two comedies. 



The type of the Broadway scandal sheet and how operated may be seen 
in this hitherto unpublished item of its process of "collecting news." F#r 
weeks one paper delegated one of its "representatives" to nightly stand 
outside the stage door of the Broadway theatres holding musical come- 
dies, to note the chorus or show girls as they passed out and who met 
them. If men acted as their escort when leaving the theatre, the papers 
"representative" if not knowing them. Inquired from anyone sUnding 
nea:- the man's name. Ostensibly this might have been for the purpose 
of publishing "scandal" notes in reference to no and so In the style 
employed. In reality, however it was believed to be a stock selling 
scheme, for the "representative" the following day or later to call upon 
the male escort, suggesting he purchase stock In the paper, incldenUUy 
letting It be known his paper was aware of some of.the victim's private 
wanderings. .- , 

Methods of solicitation for advertising by a paper or IU solicitors do 
not necessarily have to be criminal to be improper. Any sallcitaUen 
for advertising not straightforward and In a business like manner U Im- 
proper. 



There are not many theatrical papers loft in this country. One or two 
now professing to be theatrical are not. One especially Is a rewritten 
scandal sheet parading as "a theatrical weekly." Its methods also were 
under scrutiny by the federal district attorney, but. according to the 
report, the federal ofllcers believe that the conviction of "Broadway Brev- 
ities " will not only cause that paper to change IU Uctlcs, bat all other 
papers similarly Inclined.

"Oh, 
the actor is always doing 
something for nothing for us, 
so why shouldn't we do some- 
thing once a year for him?" 
Many an overnight headache 
has been charged to our de- 
sire to help the actor who is 
forever helping tis. And I am 
not objecting to the headache, 
nor to the good time that 
earned it; but it pains me to 
see the jolly patrons of the 
Equity Ball turn a cold heart 
to the Actors' Fund Benefit, 
the receipts for which go un- 
diluted into the finest charity 
the stage has ever known, 
whereas It is no secret that the 
annual ball is so spendthrift 
of expenditure that only a 
shadow of the intake remains 
after the bills are paid. 

• • • 

Anyway, the annual matinee 
for the fund will be played in 
the Auditorium on Friday af- 
ternoon, March 20, and I hope 
to see the boxes filled by those 
who bought, or tried to buy, 
boxes for the ball. For this Is 
a chance really to do some- 
thing for the actor whose ser- 
vice is ever at the disposal of 
our charities. The Actors' 
Fund takes care of the infirm 
and ailing actor. It is good to 
him when he has become too 
old or feeble longer to amuse 
us. It is a great, clean, white 
charity maintained by the 
player for the player, and 
much too proud and decent to 
beg for Itself as I am beggtng 
for It. Incidentally, it will give 
a good show, peopled by all 
the stars and near-stars, and 
worth, at the lowest quota- 
tions, about ten times what 
the friend of the actor Is 
asked to pay for it; and you 
don't have to sit in a box to 
enjoy it.

His arrangetnent with the Sbu* 
bert and Broad Is to guarantee a 
certain number weekly. Morris 
Schlesinger, manager of the two 
houses, looks on the new agency 
with favor, but Proctor's, for which 
there Is often an enormous demand 
for good seata, flatly refused to 
have anything to do with Scher. 
Manager Golding stAtCA that he 
cannot see any gain in having bis 
patrons sent from the box office to 
buy seats a block away at 10 per 
cent, advance. However, seats for 
this house are regularly on sale 
among the gyps, with it reported 
they secure the seats through (alee 
subscriptions.

Equity has advised all members 
that hereafter no oral contract 
agreements between players and 
managers will be considered". Pro- 
visions upon which complaint may 
be based must be written Into the 
body of the regulation contracts. 

In explaining the rule adopted by 
the Council last week Equity ofll- 
cials stated the disputes over oral 
agreements was the moat difficult 
class of arbitration cases handled 
within the past five years. Com- 
plaints on oral contracts are said 

to have frequently been decided 
against members and have cluttered 
the program of the arbitrators. 

Oral agreements are frequently 
upheld in court, but corroborating 
witnesses have generally upheld 
the complainaJlts. In the case of 
oral contracts between managers 
and actors it happens there are 
rarely any witnesses upholding the 
memt>ers, for which reason the 
cases have gone against them.

"Topsy and Eva" played nearly a 
solid year in Chicago, following a 
long and prosperous Goast ent&so- 
ment. The show's earningk aro 
claimed in excess of 1300,090, while 
Miss Cushing's royalties are said to 
approximate 1100,000 to date. Just 
prior to the show's debut on Broad- 
way, Wilkes purchased Sam H. 
Harris' Interests, paying the latter 
160,000.

Obviously It would be poor busl- 
nessi policy to stop the play which 
will probably result In some ad- 
justment being made under terms 
aultaUe to O'Brien, Malevinsky & 
Drlscoll, the attorneys tor the 
authoress. 

Th« suit Is a particular victory 
tor M. I<. Malevinsky of the plain- 
tiffs law firm whose famous "play 
formula," of which the theatrical 
legal specialist Is the author, was 
dilefly Instnmiental In wldblng the 
case.

Only one of the shows con- 
eerned was a success, that being 
"Kid BooU" which scored a 14 
months run. Of the sextette of fail- 
ures, "The Valley of Content" and 
"Milgrim's Progress" went out last 
week. The latter show was sup- 
posed to have stopped at Wallack's 
some weeks ago but hung on by 
moving successively to the Long- 
acre and 39th Street 

"Kid Boots,*' produced by Flo 
Ziegfeld at tho Karl Carroll, New 
Tear's Sve, 1924, ran out the sea- 
son and maintained an average 
better than $39,000 weekly. During 
the summer it meed to the Sel- 
wyn, there establishing a remaric- 
able record of bettering the pace 
to around $$2,000 weekly. It slipped 
for a time to $27,000 but came back 
strotng for the final weeks. Last 
week was around $25,000 because 
Slddlo Cantor was ill and one or 
two performancea wer« missed. 

"The rwpths," produced by the 
Selwyns, will leave the Broadhurst 
Saturday at the end of the fourth 
week. Takings were moderate for 
a star attraction (Jane Cowl) with 
$11,000 approximated the first three 
weeks.

Guild and Provincetown 
'"Gaining 



New Tork's two "art" theatre 
groups, the Theatre Quiid and the 

Provincetown Playhouse organiza- 
tion, are both turning over a size- 
able profit this season. 

The Provincetown people are 
making a small profit for bot: at- 
traction and theatre with "Patience" 
at the Qreenwich Village. At the 
Provincetown playhouse, "Different" 
and "Triumph of the Egg" are get- 
ting enough to "break," due to the 
theme of the former, an O'Neill 
piece. 

Uptown, the Provincetown people 
have "Desire Under the Elms" at 
the Earl CaiToll, which is beln_ op- 
erated by Jones and Oreen, with 
the profits split 60-60 every three 
weeks. T^e first uptown week the 
show made about $1,000 profit and 
now, with cut rates counting plenty, 
it is said to bo turning ov«r a profit 
of $S,600 weekly. In preparation is 
"The Last Night of Don Juan," 
slated for the Greenwich Village. 

The Theatre Oulld is not losing 
money 'with "pA>cessional," not- 
withstanding that the show is ac- 
counted a flop. It has been draw- 
ing between $7,000 and $8,000 to the 
Oarrlck, due to subscription sales, 
and with that gross and the down- 
town operating expense, both house 
and show are getting out favorably. 
That the production expense will 
t>e returned is doubtful. 

Uptown, however, the Quild is 
cashing plenty. With both casta on 
regular Broadway salaries and with 
other expenses equal to those of the 
competing bits, "Tho Onardsman" 
and "They Knew What They 
Wanted" are said to be turning a 
weekly profit of $6^600, combined. 
"The Guardsman" is playing the 
Booth on terms and some of tho 
cast are on a percentage, which eats 
up some V money, but tho Klaw, 
which holds "They" is rented. 

That the purely "art" theatres 
have gotten such a strong financial 
break is an unprecedented condition 
In the New Tork theatre. 



Two spectacular press stunts for 
new plays which were worked on 
the dailies last week reached tha 
front pages. One agitation prd- 
voked talk of play censorship, and 
though business for the show con- 
cerned shot upward, it may find the 
reaction in police Interference along 
with four or five lurid languaigo, 
or so-called "dirt" shows, «I»o mixed 
to. 

"A Good Bad Woman," produced 
by William A. Brady, Is in the cen-< 
ter of the controversy. After re^ 
viewers rated the piece a dirty play, 
Brady crashed across almost daily 
statements wherein he admitted th# 
show was naughty byt that if the 
authorities closed the play he 
would not protest, provided, the sev- 
eral other "bad boys" had tho lid 
clamped down as well. . 

An editorial in a morning 
paper turned out to be meat for 
Brady's contentions A. H. Woods 
is offering tho play at the Comedy 
in association with Brady, but 
Woods participated in no way in 
Oie agitation. Showmen were sur- 
prised at the editorial In light of 
tho plan of -conservative organiza- 
tions which decided last year tho 
best way to eliminate risque plays 
was to proceed In a manner where- 
by no newspaper publicity would 
result Police admitted four shows 
were under observation. 

With the Dallinger agitation in 
Washington against "improper" 
plays and tho Cincinnati driyo 
against both plays and pictures th« 
publicity attained from this show 
in New Tork is likely to culminate 
seriously for show business a^ a 
whole. And If nothing else, it 
amounts to "pie" for the reform 
element, which is still waiting in 
Washington to pounce forth and is 
meanwhile smacking Its lips ov«r 
tho latest turn in affairs.

Its public baa bad 
conglomerations of every known 
farce such as "Tons of Money," 
which run successfully, or master* 
pieces of rubbish such as "The 
Meddlers" and "The Monkey House," 
but since the days of Jamee Welch 
true comedy, be it farce or of a 
higher class, seems dead. Revivals 
of old favorites such as "Charley's 
Aunt," "The Private Secretary" and 
"When Knights Were Bold" creep 
in furtively for the Christmas sea* 
son, but that Is all. Since the glad 
days when Harry Green produced 
"Welcome Stranger" at the Lyrio 
We have had nothing to compar* 
with the artistic merit and human 
sympathy of "Llghtnin'." America 
is as apt to let London down an 
l>adly as her own comedy mixera 
and we are apt to fight somewhat 
shy of big New York successes, 
finding them only too often com* 
pilations of unintelligible slang an 
in "Merton of the Movies" or con* 
slstlng of peculiar marital customa 
or troubles which are difficult to 
understand. 

Like "Welcome Stranger," "Light* 
nin' " Is the type of show that ringa 
true and Is for all people. Here 
there Is no straining after mirth, no 
attempt to win laughs by dubious 
methods, by clowning, bedroom 
doors, bathrooms or double entendre. 
All the characters live and ara 
human beings. Who Is there who 
does not know the elderly nonde* 
ecrlpt who lives on his wife by run- 
ning errands? Only In London we 
find him In the basements of Blooms- 
bury lodging houses instead of in 
hotels. But his rapidity of action 
is the same, his thirst as prevalent. 

We In England may not under- 
stand the peculiarities of American 
divorce laws, but this play makes 
them real and helps. We watch 
without feeling something Is being 
put over on us, that our lee Is being 
pulled. So sincere la the work ot- 
the dramatists that the rapid laws 
and habits of Nevada and California 
appear quite ordinary things. 

Whether or not Horace Hodges Is 
giving - a copy of the oharacter'a 
creator we cannot say, but his per- 
formance is delightful, while the 
male support is on the whole ex- 
cellent, although Owen Roughwood 
does not seem easy In the part of 
the scoundrelly lawyer. Donald 
Foster shows ability far above the 
average young actor here. 

l^nfortunately, some of the women 
are weak. Norah Robinson gives a 
poor anemic show as the girl "Mil- 
dred Buckley." The best feminine 
performance comes from Diana Wil- 
son as the divorcee, "Maivaret 
Davis," and Ruth Chester ia good 
as "Mrs. Jones." 

The play's the thing, and if there - 
is any Justice In our sadly impov- 
erished theatre world "Ughtnin' " 
will be running this time next year.

It was tVed C. Whitney who 
brought out "The Chocolate Soldier" 
a good many years ago and who had 
quite a few companies operating at 
one time. It was this operetta 
which really started the great vogue 
for that style of work in America, 
and so, in his joint production with 
his brother, B. C. Whitney, it was 
expected that something of a his.- 
tory-making nature would occur. 
For the score was from thOyWorks of 
Tschaikowsky, a storehouse of rare 
melodies. 

And on Monday night there were 
44 musicians in the pit. A score of 
violins and other stringed instru- 
ments, backed by oboes and French 
horns. Max Hirschfleld held the 
baton. For about 10 minutes before 
the curtain arose the overture was 
played, an overture rich in- music 
and holding a great promise for the 
evening. Then up went the curtain 
and after a few words had been 
spoken it was apparent that the 
evening might be rich musically, but 
as far as book and acting went, it 
was ail off. 

True, the Ifessrs. Whitney have 
a show which is, primarily, a sing- 
ing show and which, therefore, 
needs voices. The voices are there 
but misplaced in a couple of spots. 
For instance, there isn't a basso of 
prominence in the show, most of 
the singing being done in either 
tenor or soprano and but seldom 
against the background of the large 
chorus, which brought the total 
company up to about 60. And the 
book, furnished by Harry B. Smith, 
Ij based on the life of Catherine 
the Great, her amours and political 
affairs, but it misses all the humor 
which a hundred other dramatlstn, 
from Bernard Shuw down to Mel- 
chlor Lengyel, have brought out in 
their theatrical considerations of 
this celebrated lady who liked her 
gentlemen frequently changed. 

After the opening, the Arst scene, 
which is an interior set, opens with 
a comedy song, "Ups and Downs," 
which was out of place as an atmos- 
pheric starter. The first real one 
of the evening came near the end 
of the first act, and was called "Love 
Calls Me," and was sung by Mad- 
eleine Collins, as "Natja," and War- 
ren Proctor," as "Lieut. Strogonoff," 
her wooer. In the second act a 
magnificent solo was sung by Miss 
Ufllilbh," Who playe<d the Csarina, 



"Moonligbt and Love," while the 
second act finale was preluded by 
another cerker. "Shall I TeU Him? ' 
a tune sung by "Natja," and rem- 
iniscent in that its haunting rising 
strain is much like that of "Am I in 
Love," from the Jacobi-Krelsler 
"Apple Blossoms," of late Dilling- 
ham production. 

The finale Itself was a magnificent 
quartet and set as it was against 
the counterplot involving the Em- 
press, a plot stewed by "Prince Pot- 
emkin." ber ambitious lover, it al- 
lowed for some dramatics that were 
In place. This plot, Incldeatally, 
concerns the Intrigues of "Putem- 
kin," and of how he deceived the 
Empress about true Crimean condi- 
tions by causing city of scenery to 
be built on the banks of the Dneiper, 
so that the Express, by looking 
across, might gain the impression of 
a metropolis prospering. "Natja" 
Is mixed up in this plot when she 
comes to court disguised as a male. 

The third act holds no great num- 
ber, although all the music is miles 
above the average score. Yet for all 
this great music, and strains of the 
"Marche Slav" and the "1812" over- 
ture are occasionally heard, the 
book gives noting. As a matter of 
fact, the book is so deadly dull and 
inept that it detracts seriously. The 
lyrics, too, either do not At the score 
or they were badly sung Monday 
night Often the singers had to 
race through In order to stop with 
the music. Of the singers them- 
selves it is unfair to criticize. The 
Messrs. Whitney were agai.nst the 
proposition of finding artists who 
could thoroughly interpret the score 
and be passable in their speaking 
parts. That Oeorge Relmherr. late 
of the Wagnerian Opera Co.. did 
not suggest his role Is true, but he 
sang it will. Madeline Collins as 
the "Natja" was cute and, for a 
time, the life of the show. Mary 
Mellish was a passable Czarina, but 
none of the characterizations will 
go down in operetta history as be- 
ing the perfect blend ,of ;oice ani 
acting ability. Alexander Clark was 
the comedian. His material was 
bad, so when he was Ashing for 
laughs it was comparable to a 
fisherman trying to land a whale 
with a cuttyhunk line. 

"Natja" will hardly be a duccess, 
for its book just now weighs it 
down very badly and the lyrics are 
neither well sung nor written. On 
the other hand, the loveliness of the 
score may carry it for a while with 
the music lovers, but another Ane 
score perished this year, "Mme. 
Pompadour." and the much mal- 
igned humor In that show Is superior 
to that in "Natja." The current 
piece is done In two settings, the 
Arst a throne room Interior and the 
second an exterior on the banks of 
the Dneiper river in Russia. Neither 
set, however, was ))articulariy lavish 
and, although the costuming w.is jI- 
ways tasteful and indicated an ex- 
penditure, U is on the s^ure that 
"Natja's" fate rests. 

For If the brilliance of th-it music 
outweights the dullness of the lib- 
retto, then it is suflflclent to give 
Tschaikowsky a sincere pat on the 
back from a commercial stindpoini.

If ever anyone made much of lit- 
tle, David Belasco has hero made 
considerable out of almost nothing. 
Only his divining eye could have 
foreseen in "The Dove" a potential 
triumph; only his uncanny hand 
could have guided this bird to a safe 
and lofty haven. 

Perhaps never in his long and un- 
equaled career has Belasco so de- 
cisively proven what he means to 
the theatre. The ufoducer, the di- 
rector, he is expected to give many 
things to a play in the process of 
artistic gestation. But to this one 
he has given about all It has, and it 
has Enough to lift and hold it among 
the outstanding successes of the 
New York season. 

He gave to it, first, an inspired 
cast; second, atmosphere and set- 
tings which, even in these days, 
when movie exploits have had every 
conceivable background of Ood's 
own designs, made the audience first 
gasp and then marvel and admire; 
he gave the intricate action a spar- 
kle in direction which sustains it 
against seemingly prohibitive odds, 
and he gave it, what is far more 
Impressive and Important, a spirit, 
his spirit, which cannot be commu- 
nicated through the written word of 
one who has breathed it to others 
who have not. 

"The Dove" is a Gambling, loqua- 
cious example of poor writing." deal- 
ing with obvious theatrical equations 
and quirks, 20 years post-dated in 
theme. As a manuscript it is worth 
whatever the price of scratch paper 
Is according to the current market. 
As a play, Belasco-blessed, it is a 
thrilling, whacking, exhilarating, 
amusing, memorable adventure in 
the theatre. 

Through it breathes the person- 
ality of a great actor, Holbrook 
Bllnn. Selecting him for the role of 
the braggadocio Mexican millionaire 
was its Arst salvation. A wiseacre 
once said the test of a star was to 
make good in a bad play. Bllnn Is 
a star-plus, for he makes art of 
hokum and a symphony out of a 
Jangle. 

Judith Anderson, the young wom- 
an whose career in the east has been 
keenly watched for the compara- 
tively brief span of her presence, 
came through as the cabaret girl of 
hot Mex temperament and broken 
English. What she lacked in femi- 
nine allure she all but recovered in 
the liquid music of her voice and her 
undoubted talent, if not genius. She 
seems a young Nethersole. Perhaps 
a year or two in Belasco's effulgence 
will fulAll that prophecy. 

William Harrlgan as a dice deal- 
er; Sidney Toler as a villainous re- 
sort owner; William Norrls as a 
roulette wheel croupier, all shone 
and did yeoman work toward estab- 
lishing "The Dove," which fluttered 
for Just such support. 

The story is nothing worth the re- 
telling. The rich swaggerer falls 
for the cafe virgin, who is attracted 
by the Irish lad who deals the bones 
in the joint across the street, in 
Mexicana. The boy is impulsive 
and Is framed into a shooting. The 
girl consents to give herself to save 
the boy. He gets across the border, 
but turns back to rescue the girl, 
and he does. But it isn't as simple 
as that. It should be, but it wouldn't 
last the full time, so there is "sus- 
pense" wedged in every second Ave 
minutes, and there are many pas- 
sages which it would be well to 
delete. Sometlntes it strikes this 
reviewer that Belasco would be even 
greater if his iipagic wand were a 
blue pencil, too. 

But "The Dove" has a psychologi- 
cal penetration which It would be 
more than human to resist. 

Bret Harte's body turned In his 
grave, no doubt. But Charles Froh- 
man's wraith must have applauded. 
For this was a trashy piece of bor- 
der writing transformed, moment 
after moment, into a stage laaster- 
piece through the necroman^ of a 
starve wizard. ' 

. The premiere audience was jnro- 
foundly Impressed, though It had 
few illusions about where the values 
lay. And "The Dove" will be a 
Broadway money success, though It

A post war drama of English life 
portrayed by a splendid cast, but 
dotted with talky portiona between 
the interesting prologue and a great •-' 
third act which has two antl« ' 
climaxes. 

The play opens with a prologue. 
Hilary Trent (Reginal Mason), a 
captain In the British Army, and 
Patricia Colllnge (Kitty Fahne- 
stock). a young aristocrat, were en> 
gaged to marry. Trent, home from 
the front on leave, and Kitty take 
time by the forelock when Trent is 
suddenly recalled and spend their 
last night at the Vinery Inn on the 
English Channel Coast. Tlietr ef- 
forts to marry were frustrated by 
the sudden notice. 

Trent leaves the next morning. 
He is reported dead, and six years 
later (act one) Kitty is still mourn- 
ing and considers herself his widow. 
Lord Francis Beaumont (Claud Al- 
lister), a thorough rotter, and who 
had ^een Trent's name on the Inn 
register six years before, divulges 
the scandal to the week-end guests 
at the home of Kitty's father. Kitty 
startles the group by acknowledging 
she was the girl. She had previously 
refused to marry Gtorald Shannon 
(John WlUiams). 

Trent is discovered to be alive, 
living in seclusion and writing books 
for boys under an assumed name. 
He is blind. Kitty's father visits 
him and explains about Shannon. 
Trent decides to fool Kitty about his 
blindness and his portrayal of the 
part is the high light of the play. 

Realizing that Kitty loves Shan- 
non, but considers herself pledged to 
him. Trent succeeds In completely 
fooling her. Kitty, however, dis- 
covers the hoax through an accident 
and returns with Shannon to make 
the supreme sacrifice. Trent again 
convinces her he has learned to live 
without her and doesn't want sacri- 
fice or pity. 

Patricia Coltnge was wistful and 
likeable. Stanley Logan, aa Kitty's 
father, was personality personified. 
Joan Maclean, as Winnie Mitchanv 
one of Kitty's proteges from a bom«'' 
for wayward girls, turned In a 
sterling bit of characterization, and 
Barry O'Neill, as her ex-pugilist 
sweetheart, was equally convincing; 
Auriol Lee, as "Vi" Beaumont, 
scandal-loving society woman, gave 
the least convincing performance of 
the group. 

As regards play construction "Ths| 
Dark Angel" is- technically perfect^. 
The types are so thoroughly English 
It is almost impossible for some of, 
them to arouse the necessary sym*, 
pathetic appeal needed to get over 
before a cosmopolitan metropolitan*^ 
audience. The blind soldier has an' 
International appeal, which made^ 
Mason's task a comparatively easy! 
one, and by the same token John\i 
Williams, ardent young Engiishmafisj 
failed utterly to win his audience^! 
most of whom left the theatre wish«^ 
Ing ardently Kitty had chucked him^ 
and married Trent. . I 

"The Dark Angel" should enjoy a} 
prosperous run. Any play with thla' 
third act, and with Reginald Mason^ 
in a role so admirably suited to hlta^ 
cannot help but pull, partlcularl^J 
from the feminine theatre goers. J

Purpose to Retire Indebtedness of Franchise Holders 
— Production Policy Reported Including 12 to 18 
"Westerns'* — Leiber's Retirement Denied 



A $i',500,000 stock issue Js being 
plunned by Associated First Na- 
tional. This step was decided on 
at a scries of meetings that have 
been held by the executive Commit- 
tee of the organisation during the 
past few weeks. The stock la to be 
offered to the public and the cor- 
poration is to seek a listing on the 
big board. 

At the meetings those that have 
taken part in the conferences are 
Robert M. Lelber, Abe Blank, Sam 
Katx, George Trindle. Spyros 
Skouras and Nathan Gordon. The 
question of production policy for 
th« coming season was also dis- 
cussed with It being generally be- 
lieved that First National will go 
out to produce from IS to 18 "west- 
erns" for the comlnir year. 

The Idea lying behind this Is that 
the organization feels that it will 
have to have a certain quantity of 
picture^ that will be able to go Into 
the class B and C theatres as well 
as the output to supply the first 
run bouses. The fact that a number 
of independents seem to have cor- 
nerflid the market on cheap western 
pictures and have been cleaning up 
with them, has led not only to First 
National but several < ther big con- 
cerns deciding to go in for the 
"westerns." Famous Players, it Is 
known, would not be reluctant to 
accept the services of a western 
star. 

Leiber's Retirement Denied 

Another Inside angle regarding 
Fh-st National Is that its president, 
Rot>ert M. Lelber, who sailed for 
Europe yesterday (Tuesday) to re- 
main abroad until late In April, was 
desirous of resigning his office. This, 
however, it \ stated at the, of- 
fices of the organization as being 
without foundation. Those watching 
the developments of the last few 
weeks state that Lelber wants to 
get out and that his possible suc- 
cessor will be either John U. Kun- 
eky of Detroit, or Sam Katz of Chi- 
cago. In the event that the former 
accents the post it will undoubtedly 
mean that in reality his right hand 
man, George Trindle, will be at the 
head of the works. 

Stock Issue Purpose 

The purpose of the Issuance of 
the $2,500,000 worth of stock is for 
a readjustment of the finances of 
the organization. Several years ago, 
at a First National meeting at At- 
lantic City, there was considerable 
Inner disturbance over the financial 
condition of the company, with the 
West Coast people being the leader 
in the matter. 

At that time there was an issu- 
ance of stock in two classifications, 
A and B, which ^as tendered to 
the franchise holders that had 
financed the organization. Nathan 
Gordon, it is understood, had about 
$250,000 in at that time with Turner 
and Dahnken and John Kunsky^ the 
next largest creditors. The big 
creditors got the A stock and those 
who were in for smaller amounts 
received B stock. 

The plan now is with the sale of 
the $2,500,000 worth of securities to 
retire the indebtedness, held by the 
franchise holders, and let the pub- 
lic carry the weight of the company.

Education to Be Barred from 

Films — Eligibility Rules

Children, employed In studios on 
the West Coast, must keep up their 
educational lessons or be banned 
from the screen, is an ultimatum 
which Will H. Hays has Issued to 
producers. This statement was 
made following a conference with 
Raymond B. Dunlap. director of the 
Department ot Child Welfare and 
representatives from coast produc- 
ing organisations. 

The purpose of the meeting was 
to put Into effect a program that 
Dunlap and Fred W. Beetson, Mo- 
tion Picture Producers' Association, 
had been working on for more than 
a year. It provides every child 
working in pictures must have a 
license from the Board of Educa- 
tion as well as a health certificate. 
They must also be accompanied by 
their mother or legal guardian all 
the time they are In the studio. A 
school teacher wilt be at each studio 
where the children are working to 
give them three hours' schooling 
each day and se* that they also 
have one hour of recreation. This 
teacher from the Departpient of 
Education is paid by the producer. 

Many studios have classrooms for 
children, while those which have 
not are to provld* them. Each 
class room is to contain a locker 
with complete sets of school books 
for all grades. Permits will only 
be granted to children well up In 
their studies.

At the present time there are 
about 35 per cent of the companies 
working In comparison with those 
that will start the week of March t.

She failed In the action, 
and now attributes her bankruptcy

retelling. Lieut. Nolan, a promis- 
ing young officer in tlie American 
airmy, is attached to an army post 
oin the. frontier around 1800. Be- 
fore him his father wae in the army, 
80 patriotism is rife in the family. 
Along comes Aaron Burr with his 
dream of a great we.stern empire. 
He wins the lad to his cause, and 
when word comes from #reaident 
Jefferson that Burr Is to be appre- 
hended, young Nolan is still Arm in 
his belief that Burr ie a great man 
and worth following. >3o the de- 
luded youth. Arm In a belief, Is 
court-martialed and, after his Jurors 
have returned, he is asked if he 
wishes to recant. Then he utters 
the words: 

"Damn the United States. I hope 
that I may never hear of the United 
States again." 

Then the sentence, he is sent 
aboard ship and word ie given that 
he • Is never to hear the words 
"United States" again, nor Is he to 
ever set foot in America. The long 
journey begins, a journey which 
carries him through the world and 
the administrations of 10 Presidents 
and during which time his faithful 
sweetheart. Anne Blssell, is untir- 
ing in hier efforts to free him. But 
he 1^ a man without a country, the 
governl^ent knows little of him.

Its one fault Is that it starts 
slowly. Quite a few elisions could 
be made and some of the subtitles 
could come out.

The production looks like money 
in spots. The thing about it is ttiat 
the theme has been rigidly adhered 
to, no cheap or sensational stuff is 
pulled nor is any effort made to drag 
in a detrimental scene.' In the sea 
stuff a good storm is shown, the 
classic of the big cannon loose in 
a storm is also used, and in the sea 
fight between ttoe U. S. ship and 
the pirate vessel good direction is 
apparent. 

The cast is okay. Pauline Starke 
is probably the best name in the 
list and her performance of "Miss 
Bissell" is just ae corking ae that 
of Edward Hearn, a newcomer, who 
plays the "Nolan" role.

The first of the screen productions 
of "Quo Vadis" that was made 
abroad came at a time when the 
entire film industry was still in its 
swaddling clothes, and because of 
this the picture was a distinct 
achievement. The present produc- 
tion, with Emll Jannings as the 
star, does not stand out as anything 
remarkable. The Industry has gone 
forward tremendously since the first 
"Quo Vadis" was made, but in this 
present picture one does not flnd^ 
any great exposition of the ad-'' 
vancement. "Quo Vadis," while- a 
big picture in a way, is not one that 
Is going to set the country afire, nor 
is it of the calibre to warrant it 
being eet before the public as a road 
show. It will stand UP In the ex- 
ploitation runs well enough and In 
the regular run of motion picture 
theatres it should attract business, 
but it is not 12 road show material. 

A great measure pf the disap- 
pointment Is undoubtedly due to the 
expectations thkt one had of the 
performance that Jannings was to 
give as Nero and the fact that thi« 
player did not give something away* 
from the ordinary. 

The big punches of the picture 
are all retained for the second halt 
of the film. They,' are tTie burning 
of Rome and the slaughter of the 
Christians In the Circus. Here they 
are shown with the Hons turned 
loose to tear them limb from limb; 
later others are shown lashed to 
the charh>t wheels, and the final 
scene with the ever-charming Lygla 
lashed to the back of a maddened 



bull Ie rescued by the giant I'rsus 
wtaoM tremendous strength turns 
the neck of the bull. 

The entire forepart of the pic- 
ture is given over to the planting 
of the story and the holding of 
Roman revels. In which old Nero 
proved that he was "iust a good 
man," and although an Emperor, he 
was "Just a man" when the Empress 
walked In on him at the time when 
he was trying to force his attention 
on Lygia. 

There are any number of terrifln 
mob "shot*," but the best handled 
are the scenes in the Circus when 
the Christians are slaughtered. 
Here thousands upon thousands of 
men and women etre shown reveling 
in the sport that the executions are 
affording them. 

The chariot race scenes with 
seven care drawn by four horses, 
each coming down the track on 
either side of the festooned pillars 
in the center. "of the circus, is a 
really Imposing sight. 

Andree Habay, who plays the role 
of Petronlus. gives really the best 
performance of the picture, with 
Alphons Fryland as Vlnlclua a 
strong rnnner-up for honors. Lil- 
lian Hall Da via plays Lygia con- 
vincingly, and Elena. Dl Sangro as 
the Empress is a rather imposing 
figure. Fred.

Spanish Society of Authors Calls Conference for 
May 16-18 in Madrid — Authors and Radio 
People from Europe and U. S. Invited to Attend

The composera and authors of the 
0attt9 world are to be asked to 
combine as an international body 
to demand that radio broadcaaters 
pay for the use of their copyrighted 
materiaL 

The Spanish Society of Authors 
baa agreed to call this international 
conterence to discuss intellectual 
proi>arty rights in radio transmis- 
aloB, Consul A. W. Ferrln, Madrid, 
repovts to the Department of Com- 
merce. The conference will be held 
In Madrid May^l6, 17*and 18, 1925, 
and all societies of authors, edito- 
rial syndicates, editors, transmis- 
sion companies and radio societies 
of Kurope and America will be in- 
Tlted to send representatives to it. 
The patronage of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment will be sought, also, the 
support of the Society of Composers, 
the Association of Impresarios of 
Public Spectacles, the Syndicate of 
SjNuilsh Actors, and the Spanish 
Musical Union. 

The aub]ect to be discussed at the 
eonfererce will be international 
protection of the rights of com- 
posers and Authors, either to abso- 
lutely deny, or permit for a con- 
sideration, the transmission through 
the air of their material. The con- 
ference, after affirming these rights, 
will ask all nations that are mem- 
bers of the Berne Convention, to 
^dd to their legislation on intellec- 
tual property articles in conformity 
With the findings of the conference- 
It Is seen here that with the ac- 
19on of the Spanish Society that 
another potential argument in 'a- 
vor of this nation entering the 
Berne Convention is here pre3ent- 
«d. . At present Congressional com- 
mitteee are considering this QUftB- 
tion. hearings in connection with 
the Perkins' bill, which provides for 
the adhesion of the United States 
to the Berne 'Convention, being re- 
ported elsewhere in this issue of 
Tarlety. 

The Powers, according to the gov- 
ernmental report, will determine 
during this international confer- 
ence Just what jmyment should be 
Made by the radio bro^casters. 
Whether it be for the individual^ 
program, the individual song, com- 
position, or other features of the 
program — or as to whether or not 
aettlement will be made on a per- 
centage basis, with 10 per cent, of 
the gross revenue of the station be- 
ing the percentage mentioned la 
^ia connection. 

"The meeting of this congress,"

give the International press an op- 
portunity to debate the legitimacy 
ef using the radio for advertising 
purposes, etc., and to debate rules 
tor receiving as well as transmitting 
Stations."

Wave Length Adjustment 
Causes Ether Discordancy 

Providence, R. I., Feb. 17. 

The flret protest against the re- 
cent re-assignment of wave lengths 
to New England broadcasting sta- 
tions, made by WDWF and WJAR 
in this city several weeks ago, has 
resulted in the worst "radio hash" 
in the town's history. 

At the time when the wave 
lengths were re-assigned, WJAR 
and WDWF were each given the 
same wave, that of 372.5 metres. 
The stations were ordered to make 
an unofficial agreement between 
themselves to split the time. This 
didn't work and caused (uch a howl 
from both fans and the stations, 
tiiat the order was withdrawn 
within a few days. The rescinding 
of the order in such a short time 
was believed to have established a 
record. 

Last week, however, a new order 
came through, putting WJAR on 
30«, WDWF on 441, WEAN on 270, 
and WS.^ o'l 256 metres, resulting 
in what thousands of crystal users 
say is terrible hash, the fans with 
the smaller sets being unable to 
"solo" any one of the stations. 

The radio enthusiasts have put up 
such a howl that the dallies have 
taken up the battle against the nsw 
wave lengths.

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GAY SUMS UP HIS ARGUMENTS 
IN MUSIC INDUSTRY SERIES 



The "mechanical" companies ut- 
terly helpless to protect their 
catalogs are at all times menaced 
by unfair competition of "cut 
throat" companies and by cheap or 
y Inferior Imitations. And with It all 
" there Is absolutely no chance to 
^ check back for a true accounting 
~ of royalties and no way of pro- 
^. tecting the legitimate and honest 
^' • companies. 

-^' Changlns the present law to say 
^ 10 per cent Instead of two cents 
per "side" will not make the law 
any stronger than it is. The one 
thing that makes the present law 
unconstitutional is the fact that it 
attempts to regulate the price, and 
this the government absolutely can- 
not do. They cannot do this any 
more than they can tell me what I 
must sell my automobile for. 

It la my property, for me to sell, 
or to lease, or to rent, or to give 
away as I please and this is the 
protection we must have for our 
■ongs and compositions which are 
Juat as much our individual property 
as our automobiles. There cannot 
b« any ifs, ands or buts in this 
recard. Henry Ford makes and 
■alls automobiles. He can set his 
own price and sell to whom he 
pleases and sell under conditions 
to suit himself. Should we be 
denied the same privilege? He can, 
, if he choosea, stop selling them and 
rent them out. Could the law stop 
him? And if be dliTso, would the 
government attempt to regulate his 
rates? Not until he attempted to 
gouge the public in interstate traf- 
fic or in something that has the 
satety of the public involved, which 
is at all times a charga of the gov- 
ernment would thi« happen. How- 
ever, Ford could lease his flivvers to 



centrated action on the part 
of all writers, publishers and "me- 
chanical" men to rush a new law 
through. And once this is done, 
everybody's troubles will be over 
except for the turbulent period that 
goes with all readjustment. 

Someone will realize that you 
cannot build a new house until you 
tear down the old one, and that as 
soon aa the old one is out of the 
way, a new and better one will be 
erected. 

And could Congress refuse to give 
us a new one? They could not and 
would not and for some very good 
reasons. 

They have got to give us a law 
that protects, else we have it by 
common law. If we fall there then 
we can go right smack into the 
camp of the book writers, the mov- 
ing picture companies and take 
theirs away from them. They can- 
not protect the book writer and re- 
fuse to protect the composer and 
the song writer. If they do it is 
class legislation and that cannot 
stand. 

The surest way of getting the 
proper bill through I know of, 
would be to draw this to the atten- 
tion of the dim companies and with 
a well developed scheme laid be- 
fore them, showing them that we 
want their aupi>ort for a new bill 
and if we fail to get it, we will 
carry It to the extent of taking 
away their protection also. I be- 
lieve that even now. a test case 
well planned and carried out would 
t>ring about a decision that would 
recognize the one important fact 
that as long as the "mechanical" 
rigbta of books la recognized as 
sacred, that the spirit and opera- 
tion of the law guaranteel»g this

private parties or to private corpor- 
ations ^om now until doom's day 
and never be molested. If these 
parties or ccporations In turn 
started gouging the public the ?ov- 
enunent could step in and regulate 
it or stop it. but they could not tell 
Henry Ford how or why he must 
sell his product. Isn't this true 
with our songs? Are they not 
ours? And shouldn't we have the 
right to do with them aa we please 
without any interference whatever? 

I. think so, and I believe that 
everyone else thinks so in his heart. 
I honestly believe that if the pres- 
ent law were set aside that a court 
of Justice would decide by common 
law that we are entitled to this very 
protection in the absence of a law 
to the same effect. 

What Will Be Done 

Now what la to be done and what 
will be done? Either the bill, such 
as Is before the committee now will 
go through or, in desperation, some 
one win take the bull by the horns 
and throw the present law out. This 
will be done by some one with vis- 
Ion. Some one who can look ahead 
and consider the temi>orary loss an 
Investment. 

Many big projects are gone into, 
where millions are involved, real- 
izing that it will be from one to Ave 
or ten years before dividends upon 
the Investment will be realized. 
Some one will start pushing a pen- 
cil, and flgure it out that by doing 
away with the present law it will 
bring about a speedy and con- 
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protection must also apply to the 
"mechanical" rights of music. 

It seems to me ttiat all on earth 
It would take to settle this whole 
thing would be for some one or some 
firm with a little nerve to go after 
It. Take up the issue In dead earn- 
est and go after It in the firm con- 
viction that they are right and 
therefore cannot go wrong. Any 
firm or anyone who will do this or 
would like to see it done, can get in 
touch with yours truly and I can 
unfold a plan that, if carried out, 
will unquestionably get results 
quickly and at a ilnimum cost. I 
would not. however, unfold such a 
plan until I was assured of Its go- 
ing through and that I could help 
carry It out. There Is another rea- 
son for my not unfolding It now 
and that is. because I have spent 
considerable time and many sleep- 
less nights figuring it all out, and 
when it is done and some day It 
may be. I want a little of the credit. 
This' may t>e selfish to some extent, 
nevertheless. I believe I am entitled 
to a little selfishness as there is 
so much of It. 

The present law before -Congress 
will go through with a l>ang if 
someone at this time starts after 
the old one. Congress will be forced 
to action by nearly every big In- 
terest that concerns itself with 
copyright and patent.

All of us music men 
have sat back and let them get away 
with It, and iiaturnlly if we are not 
Interested enough In our own busi- 
ness to fight for It, you cannot ex- 
pect Congre.Hs to go snooping around 
to find out If they can do some- 
thing for us. The men who could 
and would do it probably know 
nothing of law and do not realize 
that it tan be done. Those who

CLUB ALABAM 



Royalty Controversy — 

May Stars Other 

Actions 



In the Seventh District Municipal 
Cour^, Arthur S. Lyons started suit 
this week to recover $750 from the 
Club Alabam, Inc., Samuel Weiss, 
Gus Shult and Benjamin R. Bomer- 
wald on the allegation he (Lyons) 
held a contract whereby he was to 
receive $250 weekly royalty for 
producing and staging the Club 
Alatem revue. The suit covers 
royalties alleged due for the past 
three weeks. 

Lyons had been receiving at the 
rate of $450 weekly royalty the past 
15 weeks from the Club Alabam 
and its proprietors advertised that 
Lyons staged, produced and con- 
ceived the show. 

Lyons booked Johnny Hudgins, 
the colored comedian Into the 
Alabam. and personally supervised 
the entire production. 

Kendler & Goldstein, his attor- 
neys, state they contemplate bring- 
ing another suit against the same 
defendants on another contract 
which provides Lyons receive half 
of the profits of all "outside" en- 
gagements by the revue. Thur, 
when the Alabam show played the 
Lafayette Theatre in the colored 
Harlem section for a two- week run 
about a month ago, Lyons' share of 
the profits for the first week was 
around $1,500. He was not reim- 
bursed for the second week, that 
being the time when he was notified 
his servi^ces were dispensed with. 

Kendler & Goldstein aver another 
contemplated action is an injunc- 
tion suit to prevent Lyons' ideas 
being used in the cafe revue. 

The same attorneys represented 
Harold Goldberg in a similar pro- 
ceeding against the Alabam man- 
agement last year. Goldberg then 
put on the show and after it ran 
for some time and bit its stride 
he was told his services were no 
longer required. The matter was 
subsequently adjusted out of court.

CLEAN-UP IN CINCY 



Dance Halls and Cabareta investi- 
gated 



Cincinnati, Feb. 17. 

Evidence that concerted action ia 
contemplated by various church and 
social organizations to stamp out 
purported improper practices and 
law violations in dance halls and 
cabarets here was seen last week 
when attention of city offlcials and 
the Hamilton County Grand Jury 
was called to these conditions. 

With a minister heading the 
grand Jury and an investigation of 
road-houses and cabarets in prog- 
ress by that body, apparently th* 
church and allied bodies believe that 
the time is ripe for a general cl«an- 
up of certain amusement resorts 
which are considered sources of ju- 
venile delinquency. 

Encouragement '.as been lent to 
their efforts by the fact that the 
police have conducted raids on road 
houses and cabarets recently and 
that the proprietors of two of thes* 
resorts have been fined on liquor 
charges.

A wholesale series of padlocking 
proceedings are reported slated for 
prosecution shortly In the Federal 
Court governing the Broadway 
cafes and restaurants. Both from 
the legal and the restaurant end, the 
rumors of the reported suits havs 
been heard. 

In the Federal Court, at least one 
suit is known to have been ready 
for filing, but suddenly held up. A 
flock of similar actions are said to 
accompany this particular proceed- 
ing, which involves a west 44th 
street cafe.

IndependenU Coining to Fore and Grabbing Much 
( of Association's Business — Better Acts for Less 
• " Money Doing Trick . . > • 



Chicago, Feb. 17. 
From a ch©ck-up of activities In 
fair booking agencies this year the 
outsanding fact U evident that 
many fairs that hitherto have been 
■olldly contracted by the World 
Amusement Service Association are 
distributing their business in other 
directions, and wheteas last year 
the W. A. S. A. took everything 
'away from competitors, including 
the fireworks, In many cases the 
fairs in question have booked their 
entire show elsewhere, or at least a 
part of it. This applies more espe- 
cially to the grand stand acts, 
under the direction of Barnes & 
Carruthers. 

Exhorbitant Prices for Acts 

It is a well-known fact that in 
many cases this has been brought 
about by the publication in Variety 
last December of the prices paid 
for acts and the prices charged the 
fairs for the same attractions. It 
is also common knowledge that the 
directors of many fairs have been 
taking notes and at the same time 
are taking a more active interest in 
their amusement programs, asking 
questions about the intrinsic value 
of certain high-priced features thr.t 
have been rung in their grand stand 
bill of attractions at big figures, 
comparing the said prices with 
those published by Variety, which 
were what the agency In question 
actually paid for them, and which 
were given out to the salesmen as 
the cost price to base their 
profits on. 

Breaking Monopoly 

It is this general shaking up and 
•xpoee in fair circles that has in- 
duced the fair directors to check up 
on the secretary, and he in turn 
to look closer Into the offerings of 
other agencies in the field, bringing 
them into more prominence and 
enabling them to at least get a 
break ^ ith the big combination that 
for a tine threatened to monopolize 
the entire fair booking activities of 
the country. 

These smaller agencies, in addi- 
tion to being able to get a better 
opportunity to offer their wares, 
have, it is said, been able to obtain 
a much more pretentious list of acts 
this year and now have a greater 
variety of tal^nl to offer than ever 
before. Performers, who read the 
prices that were being obtained for 
their services, also found out that

Chicago, Feb. 17. 

All agents of the American Circus 
Corporation this season will have 
to present receipts for all money 
expended before it will be refund- 
ed them. This rule has no excep- 
tion. No matter how small the 
amount the agent spends, he must 
have a receipt if he wants to col- 
lect. With the new ruling, it is 
hoped to save the organization 
thousands of doll.ors on the sea- 
son. 

As an example of how stringent 
the ruling will be, every agent will 
be forced to turn in the covers of all 
stamp books. In the past smaller 
items, with the American Circus 
Corporation, have simply been item- 
ized and paid. This season, how- 
ever, receipts have to be turned in 
with the expense account, all of 
which will be checked by the audi- 
tor. Then a settlement will be 
made. 

Curtailing "Paddcrs" 

The new system, it is hoped, will 
do away with the so-called "pad- 
ding of expense accounts," which 
allows agents to collect for items 
never expended. The method of 
treating telephone calls has not 
been announced, although It Is said 
the corporation will demand re- 
ceipts for these items, as well as 
any others. It is a well known fact 
that the American Circus Corpora- 
tion has always been one of the 
most severe with all expense ac- 
counts. Agents who have come 
from other circuses always object 
to the methods, which, instead of 
trusting the agent, demands he give 
proof of all moneys spent. This 
year the system will be tightened, 
and leave no loophole for any 
leaks. 

No Exceptions to Rule 

The ruling applies to general 
agents, as well as contracting 
agents and other employes. It will 
effect the highest executives of the 
organization as well as the lowliest 
employes who have expense ac- 
counts. Another reason of the new 
ruling is the recent billposters' 
agreement, which allows them so 
much for meals and rooms. When 
the car manager pays out the ex- 
pense money in the morning, he has 
each man sign for tlie amount 
given, the receipt of which Is sent 
the auditor along with his weekly 
expense account. 

No other circus is as stringent as 
the American Circus Corporation in 
this respect. Whether the ruling 
will get by, or whether it will drive 
away a number of valuable men 
who dislike the petty idea is still a 
question. One thing only is certain, 
and that is that the American Cir- 
cus Corporation will lose no money 
this season on agents. 



New Orleans, Feb. 17. 

Mrs. Irene Lachman, acting for 
her husband. Dave Lachman. pur- 
chased the Con T. Kennedy shows 
here at a public auction Saturday, 
when the United States Government 
offered the carnival for sale. The 
price paid by Mrs. Lachman was 
$11,100. The sale included the rights 
to the title and total Interest of the 
former Kennedy outfit. 

Mr. Lachman, who arrived here 
yesterday, is withholding payment 
of the purchase price until assured 
by the Government he is to be pro- 
tected fully in all agreements of sale. 

It wjis Lachman. who originally 
negotiated with the Government for 
the release of the Kennedy shows 
in behalf of Mrs. Kennedy, with the 
action ultimately dropped through 
the latter's refusal to comply with 
the Federal stipulation that 110,000 
in income tax be paid before the 
carnival would be released . 

Harold Bushea, acting for David 
Lachman, bid in the Kennedy show 
property at the government sale 
last Saturday. There were two other 
bidders, the next highest being 
B. O. Graham of Philadelphia. 
Bushea's bid was in face of several 
protests by several claimants of 
parties who claimed separate |M-op- 
erty on assurance of Deputy Collec- 
tor Davidson that the government 
guaranteed title. 

Lachman and Bushea will confer 
regarding future plans for the show.

Now the first offlcla^ Intimation 
of failure comes from the Bank' 
niptcy Court, the most reliable ia< 
formant on such matters in thU 
country. 

A winding up order was made 
Jan. 22 against Side Shows and 
Games, Ltd., (Wembley). The offi- 
cial receiver stated the company 
was formed in February, 1924, with 
a nominal capital of fSO.OOO, and 
was formed to acquire concession* 
for a 500 foot frontage up to Dec 
24. It was estimated the attend- 
ance would be 30,000,000, but this 
did not materialize. Although 
games were popular. In confined 
spaces, the public refused the lure 
on the big Wembley scale, and on 
top of this the company's offlciaTk 
blamed the excessive rental. 

In June a dispute arose between 
the concessionaires and another 
company and the court appointed 
a receiver. At tlie end of the ex- 
hibition he had a balance of $76,- 
000, but since ihen there had been 
a claim for rent far exceeding this 
amount. 

The company's balance sheet 
showed liabilities 145,930, estab- 
Ished assets. $31,310, and a defi- 
ciency of $73,635 In regard to the 
shareholders. The only assets at 
the moment appeared to be the ac- 
tual stalls, which were of doubtful 
value. 

A difference of opinion arising as 
to the appointment of a liquidator 
the matter was referred to the 
court.

Stecher's Iron pins were 
not working in the usual fashion 
for be failed to clamp on his famous 
scissor hold and at the end of the 
hour time limit the match was 
called a draw. 

In the main bout, which waa 
scheduled to go the limit but which 
lasted only 29 mlns. and 4* seeds. 
Wladek Zbysako, of Poland, the 
younger brother of ^Stanislaus 
Zybyssko, the former world's 
champion, matched holds with 
Ivan Zaiken, a big 265 pound Rus- 
sian, who, three weeks ago in the 
same ring, defeated Joe Komar in 
short fashion. After a few minutes 
of grappling. Wladek Was aud- 
denly lifted up in the air And 
thrown out of the ring to the fioor, 
a newspaper man's hat breaking the 
fall. He Jumped back Into the ring 
and rushed at Zaiken with clenched 
fists. Then came the big thrill of 
the evening when Loula Magnolia, 
the referee, stepping In between the 
men, received an accidental, but 
hard bust in the nose. After twice 
more throwing Zybyssko out of the 
ring Zaiken suddenly announced 
that his left ear hurt him. Although 
he speaks no word of English, when 
Magnolia told him to continue the 
fight he refused and the bout was 
awarded to Zybyszko on a techni- 
cality. Zaiken walked around the 
ring smiling, amid the customers' 
boos. Zybyszko weighed 217 
pounds, net. 

In the last bout Renato Gardlni, 
the Italian champ, downed Tarro 
Mlyikl, the Japanese champ, with 
a head lock after 21 min. and 26 
seconds of wrestling. Miyikl, who 
came In the ring bare footed, was 
tricky and slippery. Ho broke sev- 
eral difficult holds by ]ust touching 
Oardini in a soft spot in the ribs. 
Weights: Miylki, 180 pounds and 
Oardini, 200, Just. 

If the survival of wrestling de- 
pends on the enthusiasm of the 
crowd that tiA*ned out Monday 
night, indications are that the sport 
may yet be returned to its former 
popularity.

■tory loses its grip. The high lights 
of the dramatic sections start fad- 
ing. The conspirators seem rather 
. decent chaps and the scheme seems 
more unreal as coming from them 
as it turns out in the play. Doubt- 
less Mr. Frost was able to sustain 
his story better ih novel form. 

James Rennie aa "Ornjaby," who

With Whit- 
ford Kane as an old fisherman, the 
story revolves about a family feud 
with the Halpins and the Barretts, 
for the father of Christie Barrett 
killed the husband of Ellen Halpin, 
sister-in-law of the fisherman. And 
with the daughter of the dead man 
aa « pawn and a malicious and gos- 
sipy neighbor as.oomic relief,, the 
story plants itself, rises to the dra- 
matic heiglits of A, feud and then 
settles down to a sMutlori. 

It is all very skilfully done. So 
wen done that It ia a shame that 
the Irish atmosphere is used when 
the story would fit Just as nicely 
into a modern home. In a modern 
setting, too, more comedy could 
have been injected, and if Mr. Culi- 
nan had Insisted on the insertion of 
the Irish stuff, he might have com- 
promised on Irish -Americans and 
their humor. 

There really Isn't a great deal of 
humor, unless one looks at the 
happy ending with some cynicism. 
At one time the mother doubts her 
daughter, and as the daughter was 
used to draw Christie Barrett and 
the widow of the man his father 
slew together, the suspense devel- 
oped the audience into believing 
that Barrett was after the girl. 
Then, too, the Barrett role was 
badly cast, for although Earle 
House did a fine Job, he didn't sug- 
gest a 38-year-oUl man. 

The production is simple but first 
rate. The pcene ia the living room 
of an Irish farm houso, rough but 
done with much detail and cate. 
The cast, too, is sfrlctly of a Broad- 
way caliber, wiUi Messrs. Kane and 
Macollum taking what honors werie 
left by young Joanna Roos, who 
gave a great performance. The di- 
rection by Mr. Kane was good, and 
from the looks of the production 
the flnanolng, vfhlch he arranged, 
was also okeh. 

As a straight corrmercial propo- 
sition, "T.oggerheadR" is hard to 
figure. Should !. c6me uptown a 
theatre would cost more than ihe 
show itself, for surely the cast i« 
workl.g more for art than money, 
because it is impcsslble to get much 
real money into *!■> Cherry Lane. 
Toi» have to hire \ guide to find It. 
But if it could be eRtnhllshed as a 
cut-rate show like "My Son" or 
"The Shame Womar' of last sea- 
son, then there 's every reason to 
heliev^ it might 'ast for quite k 
few weeks, as it wouldn't cost much 
to keep it running. It is well writ- 
ten and Just as well played, but it 
needs a bit « lore , humor. Given 
that, and a few concessions to the 
regular theatregoers, "Logger- 
heads" would be a small-gross up- 
town bet, and ' small grosses would 
feed it oatmeal and cream and still 
have enough left to buy lunch. 

A suggestion to the Cherry Lane 
group would be that they might 
have a taxi stand established for 
the patrons after the performances, 
instead of making them wplk foUr 
blocks through dirty, dark and wet 
streets to Seventh avenue. .Siak.

She takes 
the blame for the murder and, when 
leaving with the police, tells the

A story of this kind with no 
change of pace becomes tedious in 
the playing. There is an unreality 
about it despite the underworld 
touches which serve chiefly as at- 
mosphere. 

Least convincing of all Is "The 
Rat" himself, played by Horace 
Brahm, whose speech hasn't a single 
touch of the type intended. He 
simply does not impress in . the 
characterization. Teddie Gerard, 
formerly well known on Broadway, 
but who is better known in London, 
had a better idea of the mistress 
role and displayed the "service 
stripes" of her station. C. H. Croker- 
King seemed to make the villlanous 
lover too villianously, and yet that 
character was the principal relief. 
Major Wallace McCutcheon contrib- 
uted a stew bit. 

Indications are for light trade with 
support principally from cut rates.

"The Rat" is rated a hit in Lon- 
don, but only an exaggerated imag- 
ination could anticipate similar suc- 
cess In New York. As a play this 
Is a melodrama of the most ordinary 
sort. Perhaps the authors, both 
people of the rtage, realize that 
which explains the presumed fiction 
of the programed playwright David 
L'Estrange. Ivor Novell© and Con- 
stance Collier are credited with the 
writing. 

It is possible the London presenta- 
tion is better than the current offer- 
ing and it Is probable the popularity 
of the pl.Tyers In the Kngllsh cast 
have meant more to the run there 
than "The Hat" itself. 

"The Rat" Is hardly a "dirt" show, 
though most of Its characters are 
of the underworld, or of a similar 
morality.

fault in "the movies" it is the scen- 
ario. In this instance the scenario 
Is more than perfect, it is construc- 
tive, salutary. To one who suffered 
through the spoken play, this te 
palpable. 

The next usual discrepancy is the 
direction. That, also, in this case 
Is practically past reproach. The 
titles are unusually fine, funny and 
wise. What, then? The matrimonial 
complex. 

Only "show business" is burdened 
with the responsibilities in artistic 
and professional manifestations of 
domestic relations. And those wlio 
know it best know that this is no 
frivolous or negligible element in 
the dramatic arts. In this connec- 
tion it chances to be the domeitlc 
attachment of Richard Barthelmesa. 

Ba'^thelmess is married to itlarj 
Hay, a charming young woman, an 
artiste in her own right, a very 
sweet dancer, a Eiegfeld beauty. 

But, Miss Hay does not screen, 
nor is she a screen actress, though 
some of the reigning comediennes 
might study her technique and learn 
from her some worth-while tricks of 
comedy business. 

There is no doubt that, hart Miss 
Hay been anyone other than Mrs. 
Barthelmess she would not have 
been cast for the feminine lend, 
featured, in "New Toys." And, since 
she has neither the experience nor 
many of the other faculties requisite 
for such a responsibility, she makes 
the otherwise past-par picture 
spotty, even though she doej here 
and there contribute moments which 
the most expert feminine 8:ars of 
the celluloid, on* or two excepted, 
would "muff." 

Miss Hay's makeup is not for the 
Cooper-Hewitts, nor is her very 
saucy biit not film-proof profile. 
Her principal assets, which made 
her famous on the Ziegfeld roof, get 
small chance to twinkle. There- 
fore, Barthelmess, who has not been 
anything but a "hug-the-girl-in- 
the-fade-out "hero" since "Broken 
Blossoms," is handicapped in prob- 
ably the best work he ever did for 
the screen. 

Cliftton Webb, another newcomer, 
plays the role of an amateur direc- 
tor a la "nance," to the amusement 
of the audience but not to the ad- 
vantage of the after-effect, as he 
takes from the excellent screen- 
story its plausibility, and from half 
of It its dramatic element of "dan- 
ger"; for he is wooing the bride 
while the bridegroom's ex-fiancee is 
rushing him. 

And how differently she does It. 
Her name is Katherlne Wilson, to 
this reviewer thereunto unknown, 
but a bearcat. Miss Wilson plays It 
from the floor up, every fiber of her. 
She sustains the verisimilitude, and 
so does Barthelmess, while the other 
two, the opposite sides of the quad- 
rangular figure, clown It, foozle it 
and bungle it, even though they do 
make for some occasional explosive 
laughs. 

"New Toys" Just misses being a 
great money picture and, consider- 
ing that it cannot have cost much, 
it thus misses a great opportunity.

It Is 
good in spite of the terrible acting 
by one or two of the cast, for the 
story is well knit and strong, 
capable of withstanding the Thes- 
pian atrocities. 

It is taken from one of Ethel 
Deli's "hot" yarns and put iijto a 
well-censored picture which has 
been given the usual F.-P. elaborate 
and careful production. Incidentally, 
It Is easy to carp at Famous for 
some of their stories once in a while 
and for eome of the women stars 
they exploit as being actresses, but 
nobody can honestly kick at the 
mechanical and setting details 
which mark all their pictures, for 
it is everywhere apparent that this 
firm knows and has the technical 
stuff down "pat." 

"Top of the World" is a story of 
South Africa and of a woman who 
loved a drunkard.

In that man- 
ner she and her mother become oc- 
cupants of the Randall home. While 
the world looks on and calls them 
parasites. The ex-wife, however, 
still In an effort to get the child, 
writes a letter to Miss Laird con- 
cerning the divorce of her husband, 
and that letter throws the man ia, a 
bad light. Hence, when he proposes 
she turns him dowh. 

Then Randall goes on a trfp. 
While away the son Is kidanpped 
from Joan. She starts in hot imr- 
sult after L>aura and Dr. Brookes, 
who took the boy from her. But 
they get bumped off In a tremen- 
dous auto accident, but the boy gets 
off okay. - Rescuing him, Joan gets 
lost in the hills. For three days 
they are unable to move because 
she hurt her ankle, and the boy be- 
gins to cry for his cakes. Then the 
girl uses her nut, and cracks an 
empty whiskey bottle and cuts Into 
her arm until the blood fiows. With 
this blood she nourishes the hoy, and 
so, when the rescuers do arrive, she 
Is in pretty solid with Randall. Re- 
sult: she gets hsrself a papa and 
little Bobby gets himself a new 
mamma. 

Of the cast Owen Moore alone Is 
capable. Miss Bellamy isn't as good 
as recently in "The Dancers," and 
much of her emoting seems artifi- 
cial. Little Bruce Guerin once more 
proves himself a static and uninter- 
esting child actor, who is either be- 
ing constantly misdirected or who is 
without any real histrionic promise. 
Lilyan Tashman has a so^so part, to 
which she contributes so-so acting, 
while Mary Carr is once more In a 
mother part, badly handled in this 
instance.

A film record of the Norton expedition 
to feach the top of Mount Everest, pre- 
sented by J. O. Walnwrlght. Shown to 
the press Feb. 12 In New York. Runnins 
time, 81 mins. 



This film of the heroic efforts 
made by a band of pioneers to reach 
the top of Mount Everest, the 
highest peak of all the Himalayas, 
the highest mountain range in the 
world, may have a unique and ex- 
traordinary value as a historic rec- 
ord and it might be successfully 
exploited as an educational pic- 
ture possibly with a lecture, but In 
the commercial theatre it la without 
value whatsoever unless cut down 
to such length that will bring it 
Into the classification of a "short." 

The present running time of an 
hour and 21 minutes is far too long, 
carrying the details of the expedi- 
tion, the film becomes rather tire- 
some because of the fact that there 
has been no attempt in the editing 
of the picture to inject the personal 
element. Had this been done in the 
early part of the picture, and had 
the audience been enlightened as to 
some of the facts regarding the ex- 
pedition In the lead title, they pos- 
sibly might have had a greater in- 
terest in the events which followed.

Jury Plan Again 

When Equity was approached of- 
ficials stated it was still interested 
in the citizens' Jury plan and would 
act on any decisions handed down 
by that body. The citizens' Jury 
plan consists of a panel of 300 
names, a Jury of 12 to be chosen 
upon the request of police authori- 
ties if complaints are acted upon. 
A clause in Equity actors' contracts 
provides that its members must quit 
if a citizens' Jury decides a play Is 
unfit, and that in such cases there 
shall be no claim for salaries In 
the event of abrupt closing for 
such cause, nor shall there be any 
penalty upon the management or 
players. 

In cmswer to inquiries from the 



dailies. Equity stated the citizens' 
Jury plan of last year was still in 
force as far as Equity was con- 
cerned. This plan was devised by 
a committee representing the man<j 
agers. Equity, playwrights and civloj 
and anti-vice bodies. Equity re- 
iterated that all was needed was'fer^ 
the authorities to press the button, 
but that no such action had been 
taken to date.

The blU.is not aimed at 
bona- fide fraternal organizations, he 
said.

As frequently It 
has been a question where they 
should go and how long they could 
remain, once in the mountains. That 
show people find ttaa most agreeable 
companions among their own is as 
true of theatricals as of other 
trades or professions. In the 
Adirondacks and usually through 
unavoidable circumstances, profes- 
sionals have been widely separated 
and often cast among strangers with 
no particular attention thrust upon 
them or their need.s. 

All of this has been well known 
to Mr. Morris. He had had the plan 
of an institute for professionals in 
the woods for some while. Learning 
minutely about the Northwood 
Home, Mr. Morris proposed to Dr. 
Mayer a New York organization as 
an auxiliary to the parent society, 
for the purpose of raising funds and 
expanding tha Northwood Home 
until sufficient space and accommo- 
dations should be provided to per- 
mit those professional patients or- 
dered to the .\dirondacks to be looked 
and cared for under one roof. 
Long -Needed Charity 
Mr. Moirls' suggestion met with 
the approval of Dr. Mftyer. From 
this came the meeting at the N. V. 
A. and the subsequent concern of 
all who have heard ot this really 
great project for the tubercular 
among the show people who might 
care to avail themselves of it. It is 
a charity the show business has 
known was called for for many 
years. 

In previous times theatrical or- 
ganizations have supported pa- 
tients in the mountains, and at 
present the N. V. A. is said <to stana 
a steady weekly drain upon its 
treasury for that purpose, while 
George M. Cohan, among the indi- 
viduals, has been reported to have 
had as many as 20 professionals at 
one time in Saranac or thereabouts 
upon his weekly payroll. Other so- 
cieties and persons have been lib- 
' eral in taking care of the unfor- 
tunates in the Adirondacks as well 
as other rasorts for the tubercular. 
The present intention to establish 
a sanatarium that shall take in all 
applicants of .the show field is 
backed by all of tbe theatres. It is

Kramer and Boyle, big In the -out- 
side biliing and placed next to clos- 
ing, did well enough without caus- 
ing undue excitement. After com- 
pleting their own ac^ the team re>- 
appeared in the midst of the Cameo.

Prolonging the act to 20 mtnutesj 
came under the stipulation bf over- 
board, as the comedy palled and the 
orchestra can't stand the gaff that 
two-thirds of a half hour Imposes.

The State, like most J>f the other 
houses near Times square, thrives 
on holidays, and Monday afternoon 
(Washington's Birthday) they were 
standing three and four deep in the 
rear. When you're back that far in 
the ace Loew house you are a long, 
long way from the goings on,, but 
the gang was patient and rewarded 
by an excellent film' (Master Coo- 
gan's "Rag Man.") and five vaude- 
ville acts that averaged better enr 
tertainment than ordinarily. 

Myers and Hanford, billed as the 
"Arkansas Valentlnbs" noW, were 
heavily advertlRtd out front and 
given the headline spot of next to 
closing. When Hanford sang the 
veteran "Shade of the Old Apple 
Tree" In a style more ser4ous than 
otherwise, llie audlenpe seems to be 
wondering whether they are sup- 
posed to laugh or take it as an hon- 
est effort. But once the boys bring 
out the musical saw the turn is all 
to fhe gravy. 

Tbey stopped the show, and the 
house only quieted down when the 
Jack Powell Sextet got going. An- 
other substantial hit, building as it 
progressed and ending with a cy- 
clone of Jazz and laughs at Pow- 
ell's really remarkable comic antics 
at the traps. The outfit is of big 
time caliber, but may be making n 
mistake by having their act, par- 
ticularly at the beginning, rather 
too suggestive of the old-time brass 
"instrumentalists", that once In- 
fested the three-a-day. The wom- 
an trumpeter Is a corker and the 
other four musicians fine, too, but 
all, excepting Powell hlhiself, should 
endeavor to loosen up in posture 
and demeanor. 

Ford and Price opened with wire 
work par excellence. The woman's 
fate and figure, with emphasis on 
the underpinning, and the man's 
sporty business suit and knack of 
wearing it Jauntily, give the couple 
a natural advantage in appearance, 
and they followed it up by working 
easily and smartly. 

Alfred Latell, veteran dog Imper- 
sonator, was second, assisted by 
Klsie Vokes. He has lost none of 
his clever ability at canine impres- 
sions, but the vehicle might be im- 
proved upon considerably. Thus, 
his solo bits as the animal score 
neatly, but those in which he re- 
acts to- Miss Vokes' talk do not 
^succeed in being consistently funny 
or even entertaining. The turn is 
better than it was a year ago, but 
with more fixing should graduate 
from. the deuce-spot class.

AMERICAN ROOF 

With the Roof a sell-out, the bill 
one of the best In months, and the 
picture of the sort to hold the at- 
tention of the meller fans, it was a 
cinch for the audience Monday 
night to find Al holiday entertain- 
ment. There was a plethora of 
comedy, lots of singing and danc- 
ing, and withal a combination of 
entertainment that does not always 
present itself atop the American. 

Several of the acts scored round- . 
ly and several were a whale (fa 
hit, while one stopped the show 
completely. Even to the last act, 
which held everybody in, the audi- 
ence surs got its money's worth. 

Fenner and Roberts opened with 
acrobatics. While their comedy by- 
play wasn't so much, the general 
routine of tricks pleased. The 
Golden Girls got away slowly bu: 
rounded up some comedy dancing 
for the finish that put them In big 
favor. The bigger of the women on 
individual efforts put herself in solid 
with the Roof bunch, which wanted 
to see her do some more dancing.

The first part closed with Geli 
Mann's "Band Box Revue,^' which 
features the dancing pair, Ruiz and 
Bunnie. The band added consider- 
able JazB and spirit, while the danc- 
ing team proved one of the best o( 
the season at this house. This act 
was made to order for the Roof and 
kept things at high pitch. A good 
act of its kind. 

After Intermission Charlss Tobias, 
with his unmistakable Eddie Cantor 
style (they Say he's a cousin or 
something of Eddie's) did well, al- 
though at times his voice didn't 
reach all parts of the house. He 
fared very well with his song about

The hoHday iihow at the 81st 
Street certainly hit on all six acts. 
Monday night U was a triumphal 
succession with business big and 
enthuHlasm rampant. The bill had 
everything from classical fiddling to 
Charlestons, and from Rusiian fan- 
tasies to Gordon Dooley's not- 
quite-so aesthetic falls, and the 
high-low-brow upper Broadway 
audience relished It wttH a ven- 
geance. 

. The start was most auspicious 
with Lloyd Nevada and Co. la 
ibout as novel a dumb act aii vaude- 
ville has seen for ages. The un- 
canny sights of this turn, which 
presents a Series df mysterious 
happenings on a dark stage. Indi- 
cate that the "Co," whatever and 
whoever he or she or they are, cer- 
tainly has his, her or their hands 
full. The most remarkable part is 
the finish when the lights flash on 
a bare stage, whereas one has been 
led to expect a maze of wires and 
mechanical devices. 

Following Buckley, Calvert and 
Stilwell (New Acts), male trio 
scoring soundly with songs and 
piano.

A dirty play possibly may be termed dirty through a situation, but at 
the worst a situation can be but suggestive, yet ribaldry actual. Though, 
if the producer be smart enough to cover up the dirt in the situation so 
that it shall resemble wha». the milkman said aboat bU milk, then the 
sense of the patron as to the Intention of the situation becomes a soli- 
tary opinion. That the majority of those opinions must prevail may 
t)e the foundation of the "Public Jury."

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DIRT SHOWS -TO DATE 



District Attorney Banton of New 
York has made an Issue of Broad- 
way's alleged raw or Bo-called 
"dirt shows" and within the week 
a citizen's play Jury, formulated 
two years ago but never used, may 
be called to act. 

A clause In all standard Equity 
contracts provides that Equity 
iriembera will abide by the decision 
of such a Jury or Juries and play- 
ers must quit, if the citizens' Jury 
recommendations are not followed 
out. 

The clause conceded by the Man- 
agers' Protective Association may 
MnbarrfiBs Equity should the Jury 
system prove unsatisfactory. 

Banton evidenced an inclination 
to permit cleaning up the lines of 
plays which revived the censorship 
threat. LAst week the district at- 
torney called to his ofllce David 
Belasco whose "The Harem" and 
"LAdies of the Evening" are criti- 
cised; the Provincetown Playhouse 
directors because of "Desire Under 
the Elms"; the management of the 
Earl Carroll Theatre, where the lat- 
ter drama is running: W. A. Brady, 
whose "A Qood Bad Woman" 
started the agitation, and one or 
two others. It was Intimated If 
changes were mad* the Jury plan 
would not be required. 

Changes are reported being made 
on "Ladles of the Evening" imme- 
diately. Brady was advised "Good 
Biad Woman" could not be purified 
and decided to ck>se the play. 
Sponsors (cr "Desire Under the 
Rims" argued the O'Nell play should 
not be classed with the others and 
are inclined to stand pat. 

"Morning World" and "Dirts" 
A curious situation exists in tbm 
editorial ofllce of the "Morning 
World" which started the campaign 
against the raw shows. Belasoo was 
attacked editorially and Brady was 
brought into ths panning campaign 
macta to hlM surprise. Several of 
the "World's" feature writers bare 
expressed themsehrsa as oppoaad to 
the campaign, taktng tlie staod that 
while several really raw plays 
might be clo#ed. other* of merit 
though perhaps suggestive might 
be forced off also. 

Heywood Broun, the "World's" 
dmmatio critic, addressed a letter 
to his paper's editor criticising its 
Btandi the letter being printed on 
th* oditorial page. Broun Is said 
to have tendered his resignation 
but the publication rejected it, 
pointing out his contract has a year 
and a half to go. Monday the paper 
editorially explained its stand, com- 
ing out for public opinion as the 
rightful method of Judging ques- 
tionable plays and a guard against 
political censorship which it does 
not advocate. The editorial further 
explained its stand against Belasco's 
"Ladies" show and the O'Nell 
drama. Kenneth Macgown, former 
' critic and head of the Provincetown 
group, claimed "Desire Under the 
Elms" to be artistic and the daily 
rather favored that dasslflcatlon. 
Brady's 8urpriiM 
The closing of "A Gtood Bad 
Woman" by Brady was a surprise 
along Broadway. The producer first 
', stated he would be willing to with- 
'' draw the play if the other raw 
shows were also taken off. Later 
he stated he was through with pro- 
ducing plays about* which there 
could be any question. The_^distriet 
..attorney is reported having prom-' 
ised to place the matter before the 
Srand Jury which might have 
caused an indictment against the 
manager.

It contains all of the things with 
which this particular star has long 
been identified. It is well done, and 
in addition gives him opportunities 
for some exceptionally splendid 
work. His many admirers, which 
judging from the brilliant audience 
gathered together last night are 
mostly those whose hair is tinged 
with silver, as is his own, wil} ap- 
plaud him earnestly and sincerely 
at the close of that third act. 

The play, as it now stands, needs 
tightening up considerably, prin- 
cipally in the first two acts. Al- 
together the story is well done and 
extremely well plftyed.

As for the story, there is not 
much to It.

He has 
the scientist's mind and is espe- 
cially keen on botany, in which he 
is specialising. Not conforming to 
the accepted type of . college boy. 
he feels that he cannot compete 
with them. In his dreams he sees 
himself as the hero, but that's as 
fas as it goes. In his correspond- 
ence with a girl he has never seen 
he paints himself as he would be. 
The sudden arrival of the girl and 
her firm decision to psycho-analyse 
him starts the action. From that 
time on John falls under her sway, 
until, like the worm, he turns and 
asserts himself.

The 
management of this scene for sus- 
pense and laughs Is cleverly han- 
dled by the authors. Daniel la elect- 
ed and everyone la JubllanL Then 
the Fairfleld editor, abetted by the 
town skinflint,, arrives on the scene. 
He ia aore orer the election outcome 
and has dug- up Daniers past his- 
tory. We have learned a little 
earlier through the arrest of a 
tramp who attempted to hold up the 
Falrlleld bank, that Dan has once 
been an inmate with the prisoner in 
the State reformatory. "Sis," a 
sweet, young girl, who Is supposedly 
Daniel's sister, is really the sister of 
the tramp. Dan had agreed to try 
to get the tramp out of his "Jam." 

The editor, in the presence of 
Alex, tells Daniel of the information 
he has obtained and informs him 
that he cannot accept the office of 
Governor as he obtained it under a 
fictitious name. Daniel, at first. Is 
for accepting the ultimatum, but in- 
spired by Alex, he defies the editor 
and declares he will take it through 
the courts. There has been a blos- 
soming love affair between Alex and 
"Sis," and this situation does not 
change his regard for the girl. 

The third act finds Daniel com- 
pelled to resign the governorship 
and the seat is taken by his run- 
ning mate, "Ma" Hendricks. Alex 
is preparing to go to Chicago to 
seek a new field, and the town skin- 
flint is moving out Daniel's belong- 
ings upon which he held a mortgage. 
It is New Year's day, and Just when 
everything is darkest the lady Oiiv- 
ernor arrives. She has brought a 
pardon for the convicted tramp, 
Sls's brother, and an appointment to 
the U. S. Senate for Daniel. It Is 
the unexpired term of a Senator 
who had died during the action of 
the; play. This proves to be more 
of Alex's doings and brings the 
comedy to an end. 

Technically the chief fault with 
the play Is that too much happens 
off stage and Is told about by the 
various characters. This promoffes 
too much talk and at times It Is 
tiring. 

The performance of Taylor Holmes 
was excellent. Mary Fisher was 
charming as the girl, and the other 
portrayals were fair, such as those 
given by Uoyd Corrigan, Kthan 
Allen, Myrtle Vane and Frank 
SUples. 

The single stage setting was 
rather drab and make-shift. 
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mltted many other misdemeanors 
against a great atory and. a fair 
book. 

There ware many lengthy curtaJn- 
down stage-waita for soeae ebanges, 
and the last one waji almost deadly, 
for half tha audience walked out 
without seeing the final scene. This 
was due to a program omission, 
perhaps, but any change of several 
minutes' duration, after 11 o'clock, 
when the happy ending has been 
clinched, will get that anti-climax. 

The final scene is again in the 
marriage-license bureau, the novelty 
locale of the piece, and one ripe in 
comedy possibilities as well as a 
mother-lode for wise wheezes, which 
are here attempted but do not make 
the distance often enough. It is an 
inspired opportunity for a witty 
commentator, but the piece lacks 
one. 

The settings in the home of the 
rich widow, who has a butler, etc., 
are shabby. Otherwise the sets are 
fair. The lighting Is misguided al- 
most without exception, and Is right 
only when it comfortably takes 
refuge in "everything up." 

Some of the obvious ihconsistencles 
are laughable — such as:- The suitor 
leaves for the license office, gets 
lost in the subway, and turns up 
with his cjolhes changed; a comedy 
reporter climbs up ladders and looks 
into bedroom windows oo a sup- 
posed bridal night, and Is ubiqui- 
tous, but muffs, the best comedy 
scene possible for him by not, being 
there when the ^ory "^reaka" at 
the flplsh; the mother "gueasee" 
circumstances which are so intricate 
that those who have followed thpm 
doh't grasp £hem, etc. 

"Two by Two," as It now plays, 
is premature and abortive as a 
Broadway attraction. . It played 
two shows In Stamford. Jt should 
have remained out two months and 
had a clever "fixer" assigned . to It 
It may round out yet, since It has 
ipuch good material. But the 
enhances are usually slim after the 
N'ew Tork showing. 

The critics will undoubtedly toast 
it, probably niore^cruelly than it 
deserves, for It lays Itself open so 
widely to the smart'^AIec appetites 
of professional eneerers. And, since 
it has no certain "names," little 
"sex appeal" and Is palpably im- 
perfect, it will most likely soon go 
the way of other ainbltlous effoi^s 
by other novitiate impresarios. 

The attention of those seeklnl; a 
splendid film vehicle for Harold 
Lloyd, Larry Semon' Or Buster 
Keaton la called to "Two by Two," 
and It is suggested that they hurry. 
for Its chances of longevity in the 
costly playhouses around Times 
square are not propitlotis.

Mona 
Kingsley Is sweet as Joan, though 
she seemed to be suffering with a 
liasal cold. Rea Martin came through 
nicely as the youngest In the family, 
an 18-year-old stenographer with a 
good deal of youthful spirit. She 
had not a few of the "lines" and 
earned the best laugh Monday ntghi 
(the- actual premiere was Washing- 
ton's Birthday matinee) comparing 
initials to a motor truck. Frederick 
Burton played the father very well, 
with Frances Underwood a good 
mate as the mother.

"kick." She was perfectly at home 
in her Impersonation, handling lines 
with gusto and impressive aasur- 
ante.

This is the premiere production 
iinder the virginal banner of "Jessy 
Trimble, Inc." For those who never 
get past the window In the offlce of 
producers marked 'Information,' let 
It be recorded that Jessy Trimble 
'Is the name of a man, and that tne 
man was for years that mysterious 
and crypUc entity heard of but 
never seen— a "play reader." In 
that capacity he functioned for tne 
Selwyns, Sam H. Harris and others. 
What plays he read, which he 
approved and why, and which he 
interdicted and why not, may not 
be listed, even for the record. But 
he mu.st have read some better ones 
than "Two by Two" — and some 
^orse— which is of the authorship 
of himself and that veteran charac- 
ter actress. Eugenie Wodward, for 
"John Turner" is Jessy Trimble 
himself. , . 

Better plays ho may have reaa 
and rejected, for there Is so much 
In a play which is potential, and, 
therefore, may elude the play- 
reader. As a script, "Two by Two 
must read very well. It is unfor- 
tunate that It doesn't ant as Well, 
which is due to the misjiggllng of 
those potentialities which lie be- 
tween a script and a performance— 
tho cup and the lip of. the stage. 
;• Therefore, this dubious fooUlghte 
[ leffort may, in the hands of an e«- 
L pert director, become a thing of 
great worth In the movies'. It has 
plot. It has an underlying central 
thought which clicks as "a natural," 
and it has parts — roles. 

In its current form it is not with- 
.out Interest and 'entertainment, but 
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there exudes from it a constant and 
un-shake-offable impreaslon of ama- 
teurishness, despite the several 
skillful players and the many ele- 
ments ot merit. The direction Is 
woefully without tempo, fast and 
jerky where It might dawdle chau'm- 
ingly, and being tortuously pro- 
crastinating when it might snap up 
end get the incidentals over with. 

Thus we endure moaoeyllables 
and tabloid scenes with such stage 
personalities as Charlotte Wallcer 
(who never looked better or plaired 
an indifferent part as well); Law- 
rence lyOrsay. a farceur of atteUn- 
ments and Individuality — and we 
have lengthy moonlngs and morallz- 
Ings by a young person yclept 
Mhiette Buddecke, who is overcast, 
and two blackface players who are 
archaic In technique, grotesque in 
character and most lugubrious. 

Through it all runs one Howard 
Lindsay, to Broadway fame un- 
known. He shares alike the over- 
length of the brief and the nervous 
abruptness of the under-stressed. 
But Lindsay is after all the plUar 
of the performance. He gives It 
the comedy. Whether his lines are 
witty or not, or the situation is ripe 
for laughs or not, Lindsay Is dryly 
and effectively funny. He has some 
of the hokum methods of Walter 
Catlett with some of the more unc- 
tuous ways of Alfred Lunt. He 
plays the lead and It would be a 
woeful thing without him or some- 
one as gifted. 

The story Is a nifty. A widow, 
pursued by young admirers, who 
has a shy and bashful flapper 
daughter who runs from the boys. 
Is to marry a young suitor; through 
a series of complications he misses 
the appointment In the marriage- 
license bureau, goes to explain to 
the minister, runs into the daugh- 
ter; the colored eerv'^nts, warned 
to expect a bridal pair, think he and 
the daughter are married. 

In their well-meaning way they 
trick the supposedly bashful pair 
Into the bridal chamber and lock 
them In: 

That, with some sidelights. Is the 
scenario of a ripping farce. If 
played with by an Kdgar Selwyn 
a while, and directed by a Cohan 
or written by an Anne Nichols so it 
couldn't be misdirected— two years 
on Broatfway. 

But in thl." Instance ROmebne, of 
several, took the serious parts 
lightly and the light parts serlbusly.

"White CoIUrs" has been a k>ng 
time coming east. Like "Abie's Irish 
Rose," it established a reputation on 
the coast, where it Is still running 
(Los Angeles more than a year, also 
San Francisco). Frank Elgaa and 
Louise Macloon controlled the play 
out west, and differences between 
them may have delayed the arrival 
on Broadway. Bgan controls the 
property, having paid Maclooa $16,- 
000 for any claims. The settlement 
was not made by ESgan on the ex- 
pectation of a run here, but rather 
on the basis of profits aU-eady made 
and assin-ed on the coast 

Bdlth Ellis' play. I>ased on Edgar 
Franklin's story, is of the general 
type of "The Potters," although not 
episodic It treats of the life and 
troubles of a mlddle-cjass family in 
a middle-class home. It Is talky, 
though interesting; an entertaining 
comedy, but without the solid laughs 
of "The Show-off." 

Joan is the star of tha Thayer 
family, which, while typically Ameri- 
can, has grown thin-blooded in 
ability to get out of the rut. She is 
the secretary of William Van Luyn, 
scion of a wealthy did New Tork 
family of Dutch origin. Van Luyn 
is a regular person, and he falls 
deeply In love with Joan. They are 
married sopn after the first curtain. 
Starting with the romance culmi- 
nated at the beginning, the story Is 
to be credited with being nicely built 
to hold interest. 

Joan has been to college, the only 
one In her family to receive that ad- 
vantage, which easily takes care of 
the rich boy's choice. The others are 
bookkeepers, stenographer — the 

white-collar class that Is the hobby 
of Cousin Henry, whose ideas are 
half-truths bom of his grouch over 
not having succeeded. But Henry 
apparently sticcoeda In makhtg the 
wealthy addition to the family see 
things his way. . 

The Thayers steadfastly I'efuse to 
accept any sort of aid from Joan'H 
husband, because Henry says it Is 
charllv. and the family agrees with 
him. Van Luyn suys in the com- 
monplace Thayer flat, When the 
father and brother lose their Jobs, 
comes the news that Van Luyn la to 
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"Tangletoes" is another of those

It Is a familiar story of a harum- 
sc)eirum showgirl who marries a 
rather serious book reviewer who 
works in a publisher's ofUce from 
nine to five and spends the rest of 
his waking hours reading tooks in 
hts suburban home. ^ 

For six months Francle, who Was 
"Tangletoes" In a musical show be- 
fore committing matrimony with 
the writin' chap, lias borrte this 
dreary, pacific, colorless existence. 
The suburban neighbors, the subur- 
ban life and the general inactivity 
of it all bores her painfully. 

When she rebels and goes to a 
"wild party" with her former cro- 
nies, Che first real party she's been 
to In a half year, the husband's part- 
ing shot Is, "Remember, If you go 
you needn't come back!" all because 
he had to finish a book review that 
evenihg. To her such details meant 
Uttle. ^ ^ 

That was "Tangletoea," who has 
her party and refuses to return 
home, but winds up in -the last act 
in her former lover'a apartment. 
Tony emerges from the bedroom In 
dressing-gown and carpet slippers 
and Francle In attire equally as 
reminiscent of early waking hours. 

The inevitable triangle scene be- 
tween outraged husband, paramour 
and fickle wife ensues. "Tangle- 
toes" solves it all by phoning Free- 
man, the theatrical manager, and 
agreeing to accept a contract for her 
professional return. Jnst like that. 
That's one of the several odd things 
in the play, since Francle was Just 
a clever specialty hoofer and noth- 
ing more In her prime, a rather 
fiimsy excuse for the Introductory 
excitement about Freeman's anx- 
iety to have "Tanglelt>ps" back un- 
der his management. 

However, that's not as strange as 
the smart second art interior repre- 
senting the newlyweds' suburban 
home. For a struggling wrll»r the 
layout was rather 'nasty." 

Mildred MacLeod and Morgan 
Farley are featured In the lobby 
frames. Miss MacLeod art the vacil- 
lating Francle was spotty In her 
Impression. She gathered momen- 
Jum towlard the end when she ar- 
•tually clicked with some genuinely 
serious moments. 

Farley, who has outgrown his un- 
sophlnticatlon of the "Fata Mor- 
gana" period, was splendid. He was 
serious with Just the proper amount 
of ifravlty, never growing too 
gloomy or morose. Walker Ellis as 
ITooy Kemp," tha add angl* of Mife 
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For some time now tl»ere have 
been tidings of "Judith," but lU first 
production was made last year by* 
Stuart Walker, who spent a profit- ^ 
less stock season in Baltimore try-' 
Ing out shows for the Shuberts. At 
the time Walker tiad It played as 
the ace of his season, but somehow 
or other it didn't cause much excite- 
ment along Baltimore's Howard 
street, and there's no reason to be- 
lieve, after seaiiig its New Tofk 
production, tliat it wlU cause any 
yanlc Bj-o\ind 4»th and Broadway. 

As It Is here played, the legand 
of Judith and Holophemes has been 
hyped into a pretty aezy proposi- 
tion, but In the Uncar adaptAtlon 
from Bernstein's original some of 
the most disturbing and misplaced 
Idiomatic expressions ever used 
crop up alongside of some good 
writing. Despite the good writing 
and the sexiness. It is Incredibly 
dull drama, made doubly •• by a 
none too efficient cast. 

The production is In three acts, 
the first of which repr«senU the 
roof of an Israelite house 1q Beth- 
vlla, the second a tremendous 
throne tent. In the oam«> of Holo- 
phemes, general of Nebuchadnex- 
sar's armies, and the third shows 
the anteroom to Holophernes' sleep- 
ing chamber. The last two sets are 
well done with maaslve and dully 
painted drapels, but the first is set 
with fUts against a bine eye. So 
crude is It that to making their exile 
on what should be a staircase the 
actors imitate Joe Cook In doing his 
famous walk down the barber-shop 
stairs. 

The plot concerns Judith, a noble- 
woman of Betholla, who has her 
country's Interests at heart. Know- 
ing thal^ the Chaldeans, headed by 
Holophernes, are near, she arrays 
herself brightly and goes to his tent, 
where he falls desperately in love 
with her. But she tells him that 
she l« a virgin and will not give 
herself to a man until she loves 
him. It la not until Holophernes, 
In the desperateness of his love for 
her, orders that she stab him with 
his own sword, that she falls on his 
neok, embracing him. Previous to 
that, Holophernes had shown his 
great affection for her by kissing 
her feef. 

In the last act she reaches the 
point where she gives herself to 
Holophernes, and, to make things a 
little more sexy, the man Is shown 
lying In bed with the bed-clothing 
pulled far enough down to Indicate 
his nakedness. But after their orgy 
Judith repents, grabs a sword and 
kills him, crying afterward. "1 am 
(doming. O Bethulla. T am coming." 
All of that might have attained 
some sort of a poetical beauty liad 
It been Intoned by an actress of 
parts, but as acted by Mies Hoyt 
It was applesauce. Her voice is ex- 
pressionless and pitched so low and 
tense that It did not carry throvgh 
the theatre. 

Moreover, the direction ar the 
play was bad In spots, while MeKay 
Morris never had a man'* chance 
to shine in his Holophsrnas role. 
One of his costumes had his heavy 
shanks half hidden by dangling silk 
tassels— and if that *" ^ "**•? 
costume In ancient Baayioa ana 
throughout Chaldea, It's a plpa tha 
world knows why NebuchadneMar 
went on a grass -eatlngaprea. Hi* 
surrounding warriors were extrava- 
gantly garbed and none contributed

Brady walked out on the situation 
after helping "steam up" the 
"World" and other dailies. The at- 
traction meant virtually no pro- 
duction expense and withdrawal 
was easy. It Is well known among 
managers that local authorities 
have no power to close attractions 
because deemed raw by the offlcials. 
That was set forth in the lone ilght 
by A. H. Woods in "The Demi- 
Virgin" ca^e, which he successfully 
carried to the highest court in the 
state. The little argument with the 
officials cost Woods about 1 25,000. 
As there is little doubt the "Demi- 
Virgin" was a fore-runner to the 
present crop of questionable plays. 
It seems unlikely producers are not 
aware of the facts. The indictment 
and conviction in the "Qod of Ven- 
geance" case was recently appealed 
and the higher court favored the 
show, ordering a new trial. 

Although bis name was coupled 
with Brady's, the producer. Woods 
was not Interested in "A Good Bad 
Woman" other than the engage- 
ment of Helen MacKellar who Is 
under contra<!t to Woods. The lat- 
ter is said to have advised Brady 
to close the piece at the end of the 
first week, not because of its raw- 
ness but because it was a poor play. 
Woods said he never read the script 
nor saw the play prior to its pres- 
entation. 

"Desire Under the Elms" may be 
the flrst play to come under the 
scrutiny of a citizens because the 
producers contend the play should 
not be forced to change lines as 
ordered by Banton. Macgowan was 
in conference with Frank Qillmore 
at Equity's new headquarters Tues- 
day, in an effort to learn Equity's 
stand in the event the jury decision 
is adverse.

Blair, evidently repeating Mar- 
telle's stock star idea, is a delineator 
of feminine roles of more than pass- 
ing ability. What he lacks in sing- 
ing voice he more than balances with 
personality and danstog. 

This is the third offering of the 
23d St. Players under the new policy 
at this house. It seems they are 
going after risque farce with a ven- 
geance to establish the stock policy. 

The plot revolves around Billy 
Klrkwood, whose popularity in femi- 
nine roles In fraternity theatricals 
prompts his friend, Sam Ashton, to 
beseech another masquerade and 
mock marriage with him, so that he 
may inherit a |26,000 legacy from 
an eccentric uncle.

Before the final curtain uncle is 
not only tricked into sanctioning a 
union between Sam and Mabel, for- 
mer chorus girl whom he has op- 
posed, but actually promotes it. Billy 
get back in trousers also to marry 
the girl of his choice. 

Much of the dialog and situations 
are of the hokum variety and more 
than once border on slapstick stuff, 
yet served their purpose as laugh - 
getters, which should make the piece 
ideal for stock. A transparent set- 
ting showing Alice and Billy as Beat- 
rice in a boudoir confab was a wow 
for naughtiness, and will undoubt- 
edly prove a thriller In the, sticks. 

During the action Blair introduced 
several songs and executed an ex- 
ceptionally well-done toe dance. Sev- 
eral changes of costume provided a 
flash angle that was most acceptable. 

Blair gave a creditable interpreta- 
tion of the masquerader, handling 
the role iftore as a caricature, except 
in his scenes with the feminine con- 
tingent. Ruth Ricaby did well as 
Alice Mattox, with Charles Dingle, 
as her irate husband, equally good. 
Bklgar Mason as Sam Ashton helped 
enliven proceedings as the youthful 
fabricator and suspected Mormon.

Part of the letter reads: . _7. » 

"Th^re Is an abundance of tair- 
free music suited to every possible 
kind of Aimed pfoductlon. The pro- 
ducers and distributors of pictures 
can easily adapt this music to the 
different productions. This will ren- 
der the rearranging of the music on 
the part of the theatre owners un- 
necessary and because of the possi- 
ble greater expertness of studio ad- 
justment wlU bring the presentation 
up to a higher standard than would 
otherwise be the case. 

"Win you therefore Instruct the 
musical 4Irectors in your studios to 
use only tax-free music in the ap- 
plication of musical numbers to pic- 
tures and in the preparation of 
music cue-sheets for the us9 of 
theatres? We will be pleased to In- 
dicate to yQU where this tax free 
music can be obtained In the event 
that your musical directors require 
such Information." 



A Tax-Free Music Bureau is being 
operated by an individual who 
claims this organization Is the de- 
velopment and offspring of a simi- 
lar bureau maintained by the Na- 
tional Broadcasters' Association.

It also deals 
with pines and traces the depletion 
of the trees from Jamestown in 
1607 to the present time when more 
tJbian 30 million acres of cut-over 
timber lands sc^ the landscape of 
the southern states."

CAPITOL, LONDON 

London, Feb. 12. 

After more publicity than any 
building dedicated to the entertain- 
ment world .has ever- had in this 
country, the Capitol Kinema opened 
its doors Feb. 11. This huge super- 
kinema, which was going to make 
everybody gasp at its magnificence, 
stripped of its "dope" glory, is re- 
vealed as a very ordinary thing. The 
opening night found some hundreds 
of "guests" waiting for admittance, 
men and women dressed for the oc- 
casion, outside in the rain and the 
mud of Hay market until some 10 or 
15 minutes after the given time, they 
were told by a commissionaire to go 
"round the corner." Arriving round 
the corner, they toiled into the build- 
ing to the stalls or circle in the 
santje way as pit or gallery gets at its 
•seats in a big theatre for the pre- 
miere of a Christmas pantomime. 

The inside of the Kinema is beau- 
tiful and the seating has been rakeU 
to give a flne view of the stage from 
eveiy seat, but there Is nothing ex- 
f-eptional in the Capitol except the 
publicity 1* has received. 

The screen alone stands out as a 
thing of superiority. This appears 
to float in a gently colored sky.

plicity. chiefly comprising two giant 
altar candlesticks.

In one grt^up from Illinois are 
father and son> wife and daughter 
represented with an old buffalo 
hunter, his nephew, a pal and a 
younger maA. . In another there is 
a young girl, her step-father and 
a woman he married after the girl's 
mother's 4eath together with three 
men of shady character. 

It Is with this set of principals 
that the story concerns Itself. The 
girl Is anxious to get away from 
her evil companions. The young 
man with the other party falls In 
love with her but after saving her 
from the grasp of the dance hall 
proprietor of the trading post loses 
sight of her for her step -father 
starts oijr that same night. Later 
the two again meet with the re- 
sult that they are once more parted 
through the step-father getting the 
drop on the youngster and then 
After tying his hands to the pom- 
mel of his Btaddle,' starts hlB' horse 
oft and fires a shot Ihto the h?ro.

Meantime in that camp a double 
murder has been committed by the 
woman of the leader, and he in turn 
kills her when she tries to stab him 
in a jealous rage, with he being

this limited period. If in for a run 
of longer duration than that it will 
not hold up. In the pre-releoae 
first runs it may do business in 
spots but in the regular run of 
pictare theatres the exhibitors do 
not want to count on it bringing 
anything like real money. There is 
no one that the general run of fans 
f- in America are acquainted with in 
&.. the cast, the title of the picture 
£ does not mean anything in partic- 
^> ular, and the picture itself after all 
f..\B another costume affair and that 
about sums it up. 

It is a review of the history of 
France from 1461 on, following the 
period of 100 years of war the 
Kingdom went through. It picks 
up the history from the tl:ne that 
Louis XI was exiled by his father 
and was given refuge in Burgundy. 
At the same time there is a love 
tale that runs through the picture. 
It concerns Jeanne Fouquet, god- 
daughter oC Louis and Robert Cot- 
tereau, a follower of Charles the 
Bold.

France.

Is poorly handled especially the

In the cast of the French players 
there is no one that offers anything 
In particular any American pro- 
ducer would want with the pos- 
[_ slble exception of the leading lady, 
"who while a little mature for in- 
genue leads In this country, might 
develop as a vamp type. 

There is hardly a chance that 
"The Miracle of the Wolves" will 
get very far on this side of the At- 
lantic, although in Paris it was the 
first motion picture shown at the 
Grand Opera. Fred 
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Producers' Distributing Corpora- 
tion have secured two new 
' stories, "Heaven and Earth" and 
•"The Forbidden Road." The former 
will be produced as a Hunt Strom- 
berg special.

A typical Connie Talmadge feat- 
ure, except that it is an original 
story instead of an adapted play. As 
a vehicle it is built to order, and 
Emerson .and Loos, among the first 
and foremost artists at that special- 
ty, are as screen-sure as usual In 
"Learning to Love," a good title, by 
the way, especially for this star. 

The plot is a combination of stable 
values, and, in description, would not 
measure up as much of a story. But 
for plcturisation, and yvith Connie In 
view, it makes snappy and happy 
theatre material, which, after all, 
often brings home more bacon than 
sheer art. 

It tells of a willful young heiress. 
Just coming from finishing school, 
who is a natural-born "necker," 
"petter," kisser and trlfier. She flits 
from man to man, and, as she is 
Connie Talmadge, she naturally 
leaves them all fighting mad, fuming 
and maudlin. This gets her good 
name talked about and printed about. 

Of course, she meets the man she 
really loves— her guardian, played 
by Moreno. He is a sane gentleman, 
and is shocked and wounded by the 
frivolous behavior of his ward and 
the contempt she seems to have for 
her own reputation. He takes her 
overtures at him as merely another 
of her light-hearted Jests. He is 
severe, cold and, at times, even 
harsh. Theymore does that m^ke 
her want him. Finally he threatens 
that the next man she gets Into a 
scandal with he will force her to 
marry. So she promptly, and almost 
villainously, gets herself into a scan- 
with him by sneaking into his apart- 
ment and spending the night ^here. 
When he frantically gets her an 
alibi to save the aftermath, she tele- 
phones the facts to a gossip sheet. 
He then gallantly marries her. 

On the wedding night he upbraids 
her and walks out. She goes to 
Europe, heartsick, to get a Paris di- 
vorce. On the ship she meets an ex- 
fiance, w^o is drinking himself to 
death over her, and she again falls, 
promising, to marry him when she is 
(reed. But the husband comes to 
Paris, says he did it to "teach her a 
lesson," that he always loved her 
but had to make her see the light. 
They go to a cafe, and the desperate 
fiance is soused with a boulevard 
vamp. 

° The fadeout Is different and smart. 
The lackey is seen, next morning, 
bringing back, polished. Moreno's 
manly shoes, and, beside them. Con - 
nie-'s dainty mules. 

It isn't much of a "lesson," as the 
girl whd makes all the mischief and 
virtually blacki|r»alls a man Into mar- 
rying her gets the happiness she was 
after, while the men are left laid out 
in miserable heaps. But the screen 
Isn't a sermon sheet, and, besides, 
Connie's mission is scarcely that of 
a mbralizer. 

The production is adequate, the 
direction Is unusually intelligent, 
colorful and spirited and the acting 
is of the best camera grad*. Moreno 
Is not at his full, advantage In a 
civilian-clothes part, but makes a 
strong figure as Miss Talmadge's 
lead In a role not up to some more 
Important work he has done in the 
past. The cast is ideal In types, 
otherVlee. 

This picture should rank at the 
box ofBce and In all other estimates 
of cinema values with Miss Tal- 
madge's worth-while output.

It was long ago, when Macauley 
wrote his famous essay on Samuel 
John.son, that the word "hypochon- 
driac" came into general use, for 
every schoolboy had to learn that 
long chapter which began: "In the 
years which followed, Johnson wa:- 
an incurable hypochondriac." At 
that time they learned that the word 
referred to a person who looked 
continually on the gloomy side of 
things with even greater vigor than 
a pessimist. Librettists have uscl 
the pill-taking hypochondriac Innu- 
merable times, witness "Firefly" and 
the secretary character there. Jen- 
kins. Then In the movies and on the 
stage it has been worked to death. 
Recently Harold Lloyd used It, but in 
"Oh, Doctor," Harry Leon Wilson 
and Reginald Denny have used it 
In a manner far superior to any of 
the others. 

The plot of this picture concerns 
young Blllops, a lad chronically ill 
and always expecting to die. In 
California, where he goes for his 
last days, a physician advises him 
to go to a sanitarium. Telling the 
medico he hasn't the money. Doc 
arranges with three old geezers to 
advance him $100,000 against $750,- 
000 whicb he will inherit in three 
year^ And tlie boy. not sure he 
will m^e three years, deeds over his 
fnherltance to the old timers, who. 
as comedy characters, are similar 
to the "Three Wise Fools" ot recent 
stage fans. 

But a pretty nurse comes on the 
scene, and with her love interest. 
So, to cure himself of fear, Blllops 
successively tries auto racing, mo- 
torcycle riding and finally begins 
painting a flagpole hundreds of feet 
in the air. At these escapades the 
old men get frightened and ai-e final- 
ly persuaded to tone down their 
contract a bit. so that at the ter- 
mination of the three years they 
will receive but their -principal and 
interest. 

And the boy comes through it all. 
winning the girl and conquering 
himself of fear and a nance-like 
aerif s of i^stures that were good for 
howls whenever used. 

The titles are corM»g. Asked 
whether he dove a racing car, the 
hero answered, "I drove my moth- 
er's electric as a boy." There are 
others like that, all wows when used 
with the action, which is mainly 
built on sure-fire situations splen- 
didly staged and directed. 

In Reginald Denny Universal has 
a star whose recent stuff has been 
rietously funny. It hasn't received 
much big-time showing, however, 
and maybe for that reason he isn't 
as famous as he should be. But in 
some houses he has, like Johnny 
Hines, built up a clientele which 
keeps grosses at a good level. But 
let this picture get any kind of dis- 
tribution break — and some effective 
exploitation — and Denny's next will 
lie looked forward to with real anti- 
cipation. Here his performance Is 
always first' rate. Aided as it is by 
one of the best farces ever trans- 
ferred to the screen, it looks like a 
pipe to go out and clean up. Whether 
It will be held over at the Picca- 
dilly is unknown, for that house is 
I'ooked well ahead, but right now If 
Is safe to hazard the prediction that 
the gross this week will be well over 
the average, and it is patent that in 
a new house grosses are dependent 
almost' entlr^y upon the feature. 

Mary Astor in sppport is a good- 
looking girl who doee her acting 
chores well, while the three old 
fogies are played with much com- 
edy gusto by fat Otis Harlan and 
the lean William Mcng and Tom 
RIcketta. Much footage is given to 



these boys, and not an inch is 
wasted. They are all necessary to 
a plot which develops speedily and 
which is not impeded by an unnec- 
essary center of the stage urge. 

"Oh, Doctor" compares with the 
best in^ screen farces. It doesn't 
take a seer'e mind to see that it is 
the type which gives satisfaction to 
both exhibitor and audience, for 
certainly it isn't under the heavy 
expense of salaries, etc., which 
weigh down the others.

"Salome of the Tenements" is a 
disappointment as a picture and 
will be a disappointment at the box 
Office for any one that expected big 
things of the production. It has all 
the earmarks of something that liad 
been hashed and rehashed as to 
story in order to get something out 
of it that was to be had. Cven the 
directorial genius of Sidney OlCott 
could not pull this one out of the 
fire, even though he tried hard with 
It. In addition he gave it a host of 
cleverly handled local color touches 
that under ordinary circumstances 
could have gone a long way toward 
making a picture look like a win- 
ner. 

Another thing, the director must 
have been handicapped by the two 
leads that were given him to work 
with. Godfrey Tearle hasn't an Inch 
of screen personality or presence, 
and Conway Tearle need never fear 
that the other member of his pro- 
fessional family is going to tread on 
his heels as far as the screen is 
concerned. As for Jetta Ooudal, she 
simply does not hit In this charac- 
terisation. That girl has a habit 
of showing the gums above ber 
upper teeth when Bmiling that de- 
tracts from her appearance, and the 
effectiveness of her eyes is lost ex- 
cept In the close-up shots when she 
Is holding a scene all to herself. 

"Salome Of the Tenements" has 
Jetta in the title role. She is so 
named by a co-worker, a woman, 
on the Jewish "Daily News," be- 
cause Jetta as Sonya, a child of the 
Ghetto, is a head hunter and car- 
lies a string of male scalps on her 
belt. 

In the finish she goes after John 
Manning a millionaire from the up- 
per section of the ciiy, who has en- 
dowed a settlement house on the 
east side and who takes a real ac- 
tive Interest In the work, so much 
so tbat the grafter and the parasites 
fear his presence. The girl to make 
an appearance as far as her meager 
home is- concerned plays right into 
the hands of this clique when she 
borrows sufficient money from a 
usurer to beautify the place against 
the call Manning is to pay her. To 
pet $200 she signs a note for tl.500, 
payable when she marries the man 
in question. 

In the finish the band tries to 
blackniail the hbsband, for she Is 
successful and does marry him, 
threatening to reproduce tbe note in 
the papers and make him the laugh- 
ing stock unless he backs down on 
the stand that he has tnken against 
their activities, .^t this point the 
wife proves her love, because she Is 
willing to sacrifice herself and go to 
prison rather than have her hus- 
band give up hiii life's work for her 
people In the Ghetto. 

It Is a mighty wishy-washy tale 
at Its best. But in direction and 
atmosphere It is there. Sectlonally 
it might get some money. Along tlie 
lower east side, for Instance, it 
would clean up for the exhibitors, 
and possibly in the towns where 
there Is a large Ghetto population

The latter wanted to know why he was being overpalJ 1160 on his 
Investment. Hearst explained that since he had used his money for 
three days, It earned a profit of 60 per cent In that period which, 
mathematically, entiried the farmer to the (ISO Interest. 

That was too much for the Investor, who changed his mind about 
withdrawing. •- ;;

•AUU WHITEMAN CONCERT 
Philharmonic Auditorium 

Let Ang«lM 

Los Angeles, Feb. 17. 

Paul '^Iteman and his band 
«ain* back to Los Angeles to one of 
tiM most enthuBlastlo audiences that 
kac gathered Inside the walls of a 
theatre here in »Be8. The Phll- 
liormonic Auditorium was the scene 
ct Wblteman's opening concert ap- 
pearance, and It was packed from 
the orchestra floor to the fifth bal- 
cony. 

The program c.mprised eight 
listed numbers, but there were num- 
erous encores, and at the finish 
Wblteman acluiowledged with fo- r 
or five extras. 

For an opening Whiteman used a 
rmlntette of hia players to exam- 
pUfy the otd-8t.-1e blatant Jazx. He 
followed this with a similar tune 
made, to quote the program, "less 
blatant by modern scoring." Item 
two consisted strictly of comedy se- 
lections in which Roa-.^ Gorman, 
saxophonist, held the limelight and 
scored. 

? The third selection was devoted 
to the adaptations of standard se- 
lections to dance rhythm, and In- 
cluded -Pa?- Moon," "S. vln" and 
•By the Waters of the Minnetonka." 
This sort melody was right to 
the taste of the reat ..olders and 
the occt^ionally broke into applause 
in the middl<> of a niunbtr. Fourth 
was a sort of pot-pourri of Amer- 
ican musical pieces. They were 
three in number, "Persimmon 
Pucker," "A Minuet for Betty 
Schuyler" and" Sea Burial." Of the 
three the last,* alone, scored. 

It was in the fifth set of offerings 
that Whiteman struck bis stride 
and keyed the audience to the pin- 
nacle of its mthnsiasm. These num- 
bc.-s were "LJmehouse Blues," "All 
Alone," "Indian Love Call, "Won- 
derful One," for which Whiteman 
played a violin solo, and "Linger 
Awhile." 

r Here came intermiseion, after 
"Which was a suite of serenades from 
Spain, China. Cuba and the Orient. 
For a finale to his concert White- 
man offered "Rhapsody in Blue," 
with Harry Perrella doing the solo 
work at the piano.

Bennie Krueger, acknowledged 
•ne of the foremost saxophone 
soloists in the profession, heads his 
own orchestra which records ex- 
clusively for Brunswick and is one 
of the most popular bands at so- 
ciety and other "outside" functions. 
Krueger's sense of dance music is 
of the popular order, his own per- 
sonality up front plus his crack 
reed work, all contributing for the 
general favorable impression. 

Krueger has a combination which. 
In Sammy Lewis, trombone, ana 
Hymie Farberman, trumpet, boasts 
of two particular instrumental 
luminaries in the dance orchestra 
field. In Lester Morris, pianist; the 
band has a. corking keyboard artist 
Perry Billttzer, the other saxo- 
phonist; Bennie Bloom, cometist; 
Herman Kaplan, violin; Dick Sher- 
wln, bass; Willie Farberman, 
drums, and BUI Arenburg, banjo, 
complete the line-up. 

Krueger personally is only 26 and 
presents an extremely youthful 
front that seems to "take" with 
the customers at first sight. His 
comedy sense of direction with the 
clown twirling of the digits and his 
own syncopating exaggerations in 
keeping with his solo reed Jaszlque, 
distinguishes him as a "personality" 
among band leaders. 

That Krueger can give 'em ultra 
dance music is already proved. In 
the cafe they '^ fit in smartly. In 
picture houses, they have a new 
house record at the Missouri, St. 
Louis, to their credit. 

Vaudeville is possibly their only 
untried field and that, if doubling 
from the cafe panoita it, (riiould 
welcome the Krueger organisation.

Lou Menln's orchestra is an ex- 
cellent illustration of the fact that 
present day, progressive Chinese 
restaurants are becoming more dis- 
criminatory in their tastes for dance 
music. Where formerly, the aver- 
age Oriental restaurant was con- 
tent with a makeshift combination, 
today the Ude of the times and the 
public demand for good dance music 
has elevated the general plane of 
syncoi»ation.

Hugo Frey, the veteran composer, 
Victor recording artist and pianist, 
heads the string ensemble which 
plays dinner music at the Hof-Brau 
from 8 to 11:»0, while The Com- 
manders fulfill their theatrical en- 
gagement with EUsie Janis' "Pussies" 
show at the Fulton> The versatile 
Commanders play from 6 to 8 and 
after theatre, the Frey orchestra be- 
ing sandwiched in between their 
absence.

Tom Quigley, however, has affili- 
ated with Benson, who controls a 
number of Victor recording com- 
binations, in an effort to cash in 
on the Benson- Victor angle. The 
Benson orchestra under Don Bestor's 
direction, the Jack Chapman Hotel 
Drake band and others insure a 
"plug" for the new Qulgley-Benson 
combine. 

Quigley is president and general 
manager of the new firm, and Ben- 
son vice-president. Ralph A. Foote 
is secretary- treasurer, with Jerome 
Levey also interested.

Receiver Alleges Such Income' 
Was Padded— Hearst Re- 
ported in Brazil ^ 



J. B. Nicholson, president of the 
Traders Trust Co., Winnipeg, was 
In New York last week investigat- 
ing some of the alleged "big ac- 
counts" which Joseph X. Hearst, 
the music publisher, now a fugi- 
tive from Justice, had on his books 
as part of his business operatlon<>. 

Mr. Nicholson sought to recover 
a large sum of money from another 
music pubiishing house in New 
York which was listed as a creditor. 
The bank official was quickly con- 
vinced that being music publishers 
themselves they could hardly have 
"ordered" any other merchandise 
from the Hearst Company. 

The receiver in bankruptcy is 
now suing the Dominion of Canada 
^o recover a large sum of money 
which was paid the Canadian Gov- 
ernment by Hearst as "excess In- 
come" on the allegation the "in- 
come" was padded and the large 
taxes paid thereon as part of the 
scheme to defraud prospective in- 
vestors by Impressing them with 
the large dividends earned by the 
company. The receiver wants this 
money back for the benefit of the 
creditors.

by withhoUing sUte subsidy from 
the shows, are appearing in num- 
ber In the l^islature. 

Marylia O. Thomas, member of 
the House from Cheater county, is 
sponsoring a bill, supported by the 
Department of Agriculture, that 
would make impoaaitle the giving 
of any state funds to a fair asso- 
ciation which permits immoral, 
lewd, obscene or indecent shows 
alobg the midway. 

The bin. however, would not 
"prohibit horse racing, or trials of 
skill or the giving away of articles 
for which no consideration is re-, 
ceived." Fairs that llie up to the 
provisions of the measure would be 
entitled to receive annually a sum 
not exceeding 12,000 from the state, 
the money to be used towards the 
premiums offered for Pennsylvania 
produced products. The bill carries 
an appropriation Item for $250,000 
for the pa3rment of the fairs. 

Senator Samuel A. Salus. of 
Philadelphia, has introduced a bill 
that would hit one of the staples 
of the circus and the fair — that is 
Ted lemonade.

Philadelphia, 
which would rule off the fair 
errounds all gambling devices. It 
makes it tmlawful to manufacture 
or assemble, sell or use any punob 
board, drawing board, slot machine 
or device for gambling.

IHE S. L C AND HOW IT STANDS 



Exactly th« pi*asent status of the Showmen's L,egl8latlve Com- 
mittee would be properr> a matter of analysis. That there is still a 
Shopmen's Legislative Committee is a declaration of its president 
in a statement Issued to the trade papers as an advertisement and 
published in this issue of Variety. 

While the dates for the annual convention of the S. It, C. were 
duly set fur laat we^ and in Chicago, not over six members re- 
sponded. That leaves open the question of a sufRcient quorum to 
transact businees of any nature. Provided there was no regular 
meeting held through absence of aquorum, the matter of the 
title of president conferred upon Harry Melville by the December 
meeting of th-3 8. L. C, in Chicago again comes up. since 
Mr. Melville has made the positive statement that the December 
meeting at iKrhich he was elected president was illegal. 

Shadow of Tom Johnson 

Behind all of this stands the ahadow of Thomas J. Johnson, former 
commlsaioner of the S. L. C. and now announced as its counsel. To 
the outsldsrs in Chicago last week the thought forcibly presented 
itself thatVhe absence of S. L. C. members most In paK be traced 
to th* eoattaued conn^tlon of Tom Johnson with the organisation, 
bito thte entered the evident desire ot President MelvUle to retain 
Johnson in some capacity and msanwhUe to present reasons for 
his retention,' oattenslbly as counsel. 

Juat why Tom Johnson should care to remain where he Is seeming- 
ly not wanted and after his failure to accomplish one tangible result 
for the S. L. C.,~went beyond the common knowledge, nor was that 
so gUbly axplalncd by Mr. Melville as the reasons for Johnson's re- 
tention. In adUilion there appeared no doubt but that any number 
of the absentees had determined to be flrst assured of Johnson's 
removal before they would revive interest in an organization of 
outdoor showmen, unless that organizatidn Is a newly formed one 
without the Johnson association. 

Liability of Membera Under Contraot^ 

This Phaser of the S. L. C. brings up a point that Its showmen- 
members should deliberate over. It may be assumed that Johnson 
has a purpose in renutining with the 8. It. C °^What that purpose 
really may be can remain Johrtson's secret since he has not. dis- 
closed it. There is no ban, however, on attempting to penetrate 
the veil Messra Johnson and Melville have hung over the S. L. C. 

A surmise is that Johnson relies somewhat upon the contract f^r 
Ave years entered Into between himself and the S. L. C. By rightfsr* 
vocation Johnson Is an attorney. It may be presumed the S. L. C 
has not the better of any provision of the Johnson contract. Be- 
lieving through that Uutt Johnson assumes his yearly salary or 
guarantee as commissioner or counsel of the S. L. C. is virtually 
guaranteed by the original memt>ers or those members who may 
have signed the contract on behalf of the S. It. C with him, the 
prr }ent situation resolves Itself Into this possibility. 

That should a member of the S. L. C. merely drop out. without 
resigning by letter. Johnson at s«^e future date might attempt to 
hold that member for his salary that may be due him from the 
8. Ij. C. Johnson perhaps under his agreement with the 8. L. C. 
can hold any member for the full amount or sue or attach each or 
any member for a pre rata share. 

As an outsider in a matter of this kind. It might be suggested 
that members of the 8. Lb C| desiring to properly withdraw from 
that organisation and in a manner to prevent liability for its debts 
of any kind or character, that the member consult his own attorney 
as to the best ways and means, even to demanding a copy of the 
Johnson contract and a copy of the present constitution and by- 
laws of the Showmen's Legislative Committee. 

This is urged upon the showmen -members of the S. !<. C. as a pre- 
caution against future trouble and possible loss, since it was the 
opinion of those familiar with the 8. I^ C. "meeting" last week 
that there was no meeting; that Johnson is merely a hold-over 
which may be within his contractual rights, and that Melville is not 
the legally elected ofllclal president of the 8. L. C. 

Not Aetino in Gk>«4l Faith 

The Melville regime has not acted in good faith. At the December 
meeting a special committee was appointed to call upon the rep- 
resentative trade papers in New York. These i>apers were "The 
Billboard" and Variety. The committee called upon each. la 
Variety's office the committee made the positive statement that 
as "The Billboard" and Variety were opposed to Johnson and as the 
8. It. C. wanted the support of these two trade papers. It had been 
decided that if the papers would trail with the outdoor men. John- 
son would be dispensed with. The committee made other state- 
meats. 

Old Stuff May Return 

With Johnson remaining in office, eithar as commissioner or 
counsel, the old danger arises. In view of that Variety requests that 
any showman knowing, hearing or securing any letter written by 
Tom Johnson or signed by the Bhowmen's Xiegislative Committee or 
any member of It. with that letter deregatory to the outdoor show 
business or any show In that llald. send that letter or a report of 
It to Variety. 

"Letter writing" was the principal broken promise made by Tom 
Johnson in the winter of 1924; lack of legal representation was an- 
other, Johnson almost ignoring emergency calls made upon him for 
advic^ or services by members of the a L. C. encountering legal 
difficulties during their travels of last season. 

Throwing Duat 

To place Johnson as "counsel" and say that his duties will be so 
limited is Just throwing the dust With the S. L. C headquartam 
in Chicago and every show owner on the road, without a commit- 
tee of showmen to operate the organisation, who would naturally 
step once again into supreme authority T Tom Jolmaon. There are 
men and capable ones in the outdoor field who can run the S. I» C„ 
but they have not been Invited to do so. With thla net result — 
that the entire situation at present in the S. Lh O. looks like a Tom 
Johnson frame, directed by him and put over by someone else. 

That the meeting last week was adjourned doesn't mean a thing 
for this coming season. It i« unUkely that the showmen will again 
get together before the season opena Certainly not during the 
season and possibly not next December. 

Meanwhile, where has there been any provision made for funds to 
operate the 8. L. C. with for a yearT From where can Tom Johnson 
reasonably expdct to be renumeratedT Trom what and whenT Asd 
Tom Johnson Is no philanthropist, not that guy with a tea shop In 
Indlanau 

Curious Situation 

It Is such a curious situation that unless the showman-memban of 
the 8. L. C. have resolved Individually or collectively to continue 
to pay dues and pay back dues, should conclude what to do — ^re- 
sign or continue, and take legal advice about either. 

As a final woM — do the outdoor showmen want as leader or 
counsellor a man who is evidently standing in the way and obstruct- 
ing the i>ath of organisation and benefit to the outdoor showmen 
In this country? That man is Tom Johnson. If as big as he has 
claimed to be, ha would have 8tepi>ed out long ago when ha found 
a feeling existing against his continuance with the 8. L. C. or 
any other society representative of the carnival field.

The Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus 
will feature a lavish "Introductory 
spec" while the Robinson organisa- 
tion is relying on its horseflesh and 
fair riders to win the major part 
of the applause and newspaper 
notices. 

The Selhs-Floto Circus will con- 
tinue to feature a mixed program, 
which include several animal acts. 



JOHNSONISBOSS 
OFCONMriTEE; 
FEW CHANGES 



New Orleans, Feb. .14. 

Another angle has been developed 
among the many In connection with 
the disposition of the late Con T. 
Kennedy's carnival by the govern- 
ment which had seised It for in- 
come tax due. 

Following the purchase at auction 
for $11,000, ordered by the collector 
here with the shows, bought in by 
a representative of Dave Lachman, 
Lachman presented himself at the 
ofllce of the collector with a certi- 
fied check for the umoujit. His at- 
torney upon reading the bill of sale 
of the property prepared by the 
eollector'B office, declared it in- 
complete and advised Lachman not 
to turn over the check. 

The collector thereupon declared 
the sale invalid, refusing LAchman 
t!mu to communicate with the 
parties havtnc claims agatnat the 
late showman and who had filed 
such claims with the collector. 

Government Still Holds Shew* 

At present the matter of the 
shows and their ownership remains 
as before with the equipment In the 
possession of the government. 

It was through the claims having 
been filed by creditors of Kennedy 
that Lachman'8 attorney advised him 
not to take the title proffered by 
the government on the ground that 
the bill of sale did not give Lach- 
man a clear title to the property. 
Lachman's Intention was to Inter- 
view the creditors in order that if 
he operated the Kennedy shows, he 
might do so without fear of civil 
process at any time or place. 

No report here of the outcome by 
either side. 

The • Kennedy .shows were said 
to have owed about $22,000 besides 
;he government's claim for Income 
tax. The latter, through penalties, 
had reached $90,000, but the gov- 
ernment settled with the Kennedy 
interests for $10,000. After this 
settlement had been reached It was 
rejected by Mrs. Kennedy, where- 
upon the auction sale was ordered. 



'locky Boys'' and Christy

In Chicago, which is the central 
point for the fortunate fellows, 
there has been a general exodus 
since the visit of two well-known 
showmen. The boys who stood 
about the corners and relied on 
Cicero for ready money are all out 
of town. To all inquiries they are 
out of town for the spring, summer 
and fall. 



Fair Men in Meeting 

Chicago; Feb. 24. 

The International Association of 
Fairs and Kxpositions held their 
February meeting last week. gol» g 
into regular session on \Vedn<>hday. 
President PMwards, In his opening 
address, taking up the matter of the 
postponement of the school In fair 
management, the reason being lack 
of suitable quarters at this time ot 
year at Chicago University, where 
the school was held in 19w4. 

There was no regular program 
laid out to be followed at this meet- 
ing, so the matter of fixing the date 
for the 1925 regular annual meeting 
was taken up. It was decided to 
open this year's .sessions Dec. 1 and 
continue the same for three days. 

The matter of dates of meml>ers 
was taken up and Ralph Hemp- 
hill, secretary, gave out the In/onna- 
tion that on April 1, the last bul- 
letin of dates would bo supplied to 
members. 

George R. I^wis. oecretary of the 
new National Association of Fairs, 
was called upon to speak on the new 
association. He gave a brief out- 
line of the purposes of the orsanl- 
sation. 

New members Included EIroy 8. 
Thompson of Brockton, Mass., who 
presented the Brockton Agricultural 
Association for membership. 

It Is understood that the busi- 
ness done by booking agencies and 
attraction people at the fair con- 
vention last week was the biggsst 
on record. It was more generally 
distributed and the smaller agen- 
cies got the bulk of the trade. 

It seemed to be' the consensus 
that fair men were spending more 
money on their grandstand attrac- 
tions than ever before, and pay- 
ing more attention to their night 
show, by booking pretentious fire- 
works spectacles and displays.. 
Liflhtly Attended 

The meeting last week of the fair 
men In Chicago was the poorest 
attended In many years by show- 
men. ;.t would seem that they see 
little reason to go to the added ex- 
pense of attending the meeting In 
February,! when the business with 
the majority of fairs can be and Is 
settled at the December gathering. 

Not juore than a dozen carnival 
men were present at the conven- 
tion last week. In spite of the fact 
that the Legislative Committee was 
supposed to settle matters of Im- 
portance to them generally. In ad- 
dition to the absence of showmen, 
there was a lack of Interest In the 
doings of the Legislative Commit- 
tee, some showmen who were in 
Chicago not even attending Its 
meetings.
